MESSAGE  FROM  THE  FIRST  PRESIDENT . 

This  being  the  George  Washington  Bicentennial  Year,  the  following 
letter  of  the  first  President  of  the  United  States,  written  a  century  and 
a  half  ago.,  should  be  inspirational  and  of  interest  to  Bureau  workers  as 
pointing  to  the  dignity  of  agriculture  as  an  industry  and  as  reflecting 
the  dominant  thought  of  today  of  practically  all  the  nations  of  the  world. 
This  message  was  addressed  by  George  Washington  to  Arthur  Young,  the  famous 
English  agriculturist,  on  August  6,  1788. 

"The  more  I  am  acquainted  with  agricultural  affairs,  the  better  I 
am  pleased  with  them;  insomuch,  that  I  can  nowhere  find  as  great  satis- 
faction as  in  those  in  recent  and  useful  pursuits.  In  indulging  these 
feelings,  I  am  led  to  reflect  how  much  more  delightful  to  an  undebauched 
mind  is  the  task  of  making  improvements  on  the  earth,  than  all  the  vain 
glory  which  can  be  acquired  from  ravaging  it,  by  the  most  uninterrupted 
career  of  conquest." 


AMERICAN  FARM  ECONOMIC  ASSOCIATION 
COMPLETES  SUCCESSFUL  MEETING. 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Farm  Economic  Association,  held  in 
Washington,  December  28,  29  and  30  under  the  administration  of  Dr.  0.  C. 
Stine,  the  outgoing  President,  was  pronounced  by  many  to  be  one  of  the  most 
successful  in  its  history.  The  attendance  at  the  group  of  sessions  was 
surprisingly  large  considering  the  depression  conditions.  The  16  organiza- 
tions meeting  in  town  brought  together  a  total  of  3,000  persons,  one  of  the 
largest  scientific  groups  that  has  assembled  at  any  place  in  recent  years. 

The  Association  elected  as  President  for  1932  Dr.  John  D.  Black  of  the 
federal  Farm  Board;  as  Vice  Presidents,  Dr.  V.  B.  Hart  of  Cornell  University, 
and  Charles  Stewart  of  the  University  of  Illinois;  and  as  Secretary,  Dr. 
Asher  Hobson  of  the  University  of  Wisconsin. 

NATIONAL  ASSOCIATION  OF  MARKETING 

OFFICIALS  HOLD  THIRTEENTH  MEETING. 

For  the  first  time  since  its  organization,  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  National  Association  of  Marketing  Officials,  holding  its  thirteenth 
session  in  Washington,  December  28,  29  and  30,  devoted  one  day  (December  29) 
to  a  joint  session  with  the  American  Farm  Economic  Association.  The  progran; 
was  of  a  general  economic  character  rather  than  particularly  pertaining  to 
the  business  of  official  marketing  agencies. 

On  the  evening  of  the  second  day,  at  a  joint  dinner  between  the 
two  associations,  the  addresses  were  devoted  largely  to  an  expression  of 
appreciation  of  the  work  of  the  late  Dr.  W.  J.  Spillman,  of  this  Bureau, 
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whose  son  and  former  secretary,  Miss  Nell  Price,  were  present  and  responded. 

On  the  last  day  of  the  meeting  of  the  National  Association  of  Mar- 
keting Officials  the  forenoon  was  practically  given  over  to  a  discussion  of 
State  and  Federal  inspection  policies  and  procedure. 

Representatives  from  22  States  were  at  the  meeting.  The  following 
officers  were  elected  for  the  year  1932:  R.  B.  Etheridge  of  North  Carolina, 
President;  M.  H.  Brightman  of  Rhode  Island,  Vice  President;  and  Sidney  A. 
Edwards  of  Connecticut,  Secretary-Treasurer. 

DR.  GALPIN  ELECTED  OFFICER  OF 

AMERICAN  SOCI OLOGIC AL_  SOCIETY ,_ 

During  the  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Sociological  Society, 
held  in  Washington  December  28,  29  and  30,  the  Section  on  Rural  Sociology 
met  three  times,  one  of  these  being  at  a  luncheon  with  the  American  Farm 
Economics  Association.  Research  problems  received  most  attention  at  two 
of  these  sessions,  while  the  third  consisted  of  papers  prepared  by  four 
rural  sociologists  recently  returned  from  various  countries  in  the  Orient, 
their  papers  describing  certain  cultural  patterns  and  social  conditions  of 
farm  people  in  the  countries  where  these  men  had  traveled. 

Dr.  C.  J.  Galpin,  in  charge,  Division  of  Farm  Population  and  Rural 
Life,  was  elected  First  Vice  President  of  the  American  Sociological  Society 
for  1932,  while  Dr.  T.  B.  Manny  of  the  same  division  retired  as  Chairman  of 
the  Section  on  Rural  Sociology. 

On  Thursday  afternoon,  a  group  of  research  workers  interested  in 
studying  the  farmers'  standard  of  living  held  a  round-table  discussion  on 
future  research  in  this  field.  The  Divisions  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs, 
and  Farm  Population  and  Rural  Life  of  this  Bureau,  the  Bureau  of  Heme  Eco- 
nomics, and  several  of  the  State  Agricultural  Experiment  Stations  were  repre- 
sented at  this  meeting.  The  session  was  arranged  by  Dr.  E.  L.  Kirkpatrick 
and  Miss  Evelyn  G.  Tough  of  the  University  of  Wisconsin. 

Dr.  T.  B.  Manny  presented  a  paper  entitled  "Rural  Areas  in  Relation 
to  Rural  Government"  before  the  Section  on  Local  Government  of  the  American 
Political  Science  Association.  He  is  also  a  member  of  a  committee  on  the 
Reorganization  of  County  and  Township  Government  sponsored  by  the  National 
Municipal  League,  which  committee  met  twice  during  the  week. 

EFFECTIVE  EDUCATIONAL  WORK  IN  TOBACCO 
GRADING  CARRIED  CN  IN  VIRGINIA . 

Tobacco  graders  in  Virginia  have  been  especially  active  this  year  in 
utilizing  their  spare  time  in  educational  work  among  tobacco  growers.  Each 
week  they  report  holding  meetings  at  country  points  to  demonstrate  correct 
sorting  principles  and  explain  the  tobacco  grading  service.    A  letter  just 
received  from  W.  A.  Baker,  one  of  the  graders  at  South  Boston,  Va.,  states 
that  he  has  arranged  for  demonstrations  of  grades  to  the  agricultural  class- 
es at  Naruna  and  Brookneal,  Va.     This  is  a   constructive   bit  of  work,  in 
which  members  of  the  tobacco  trade  have  shown  much  interest.    Its  effects 
are  in  the  direction  of  more  uniform  sorting    of    tobacco    before  being 
tied  into  bands,    less   resorting  entailed  upon  those  who  acquire   it,  and 
better  prices  to  growers.

When  letters  for  this  class  of  correspond- 
ence are  prepared  in  the  bureaus  with  less  than  the  required  three  extra 
white  copies  useless  re-writing  and  delay  are  necessary  in  order  that  copies 
may  be  filed  with  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget  for  clearance  under  Budget  Circu- 
lar No.  49.  It  is  requested  that  the  attention  of  stenographers  and  typists 
in  all  organizations  be  drawn  to  the  necessity  of  strictly  observing  this 
requirement,  as  well  as  to  supply  the  necessary  extra  copy  of  any  enclosures 
which  may  be  submitted.

Pollock,  in  charge  of  the  Kansas  City  office,  and  A.  D.  Harlan, 
in  charge  of  the  Atlanta  office  of  the  Division  of  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed, 
recently  visited  Greenville,  Miss.,  to  confer  with  the  director  of  the  Delta 
Experiment  Station,  the  county  agent,  the  Greenville  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
and  hay  producers  in  regard  to  a  proposed  research  project  in  the  production 
and  marketing  of  alfalfa  hay  in  that  district.

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and  this  Bureau  has  been  drawn  up,  under  which  a  hay  inspector  has  been  em- 
ployed for  several  months  to  conduct  a  program  of  demonstrations  and  educa- 
tional work  in  connection  with  alfalfa  hay  standardization  and  inspection. 
Considerable  study  will  also  be  made  of  the  operation  of  artificial  hay 
driers  in  the  production  of  market  hay. 

PROGRESS  REPORTED  UNDER  PERISHABLE 
AGRICULTURAL  COMMODITIES  ACT. 

Much  has  been  accomplished  already  under  the  Perishable  Agricultural 
Commodities  Act,  according  to  the  regulatory  branch  of  the  Division  of  Fruits 
and  Vegetables.  The  actual  licensing  of  dealers,  commission  merchants  and 
brokers  and  the  handling  of  complaints  of  violations  since  the  Act  was 
passed  on  June  10,  1930,  have  engaged  the  attention  of  the  Department  only 
during  the  last  sixteen  months,  as  the  preceding  three  months  were  occupied 
in  preliminary  work. 

The  division  reports  that  up  to  December  31,  17,134  licenses  have 
been  issued  and  8,525  licenses  have  been  renewed,  bringing  in  a  revenue  of 
$256,590.00.  On  December  31,  1931,  there  were  16,648  in  effect;  1,010 
complaints  have  originated  by  wire  and  1,681  complaints  have  been  received 
by  mail,  making  a  total  of  2,691  complaints  received.  Of  this  number  45 
per  cent  of  the  complaints  allege  rejection  without  reasonable  cause,  13 
per  cent  allege  failure  to  deliver  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  sale, 
39  per  cent  allege  failure  truly  and  correctly  to  account,  and  3  per  cent 
allege  other  violations.  Of  the  1,702  cases  that  have  been  closed,  amicable 
settlement  was  reached  in  490  cases,  554  were  withdrawn  or  dropped  by  the 
complainants,  134  were  found  not  to  fall  within  the  provisions  of  the  Act, 
489  were  dismissed  because  a  violation  of  the  Act  was  not  apparent  or  because 
of  insufficient  evidence;  in  12  cases  the  respondents  have  not  been  located 
as  yet  and  23  cases  have  been  closed  as  a  result  of  public  hearings  and  the 
issuance  of  orders  by  the  Secretary.  Formal  hearings  have  been  held  in  67 
cases  and  262  additional  complaints  have  been  served  preparatory  to  the 
holding  of  public  hearings.  Twelve  complaints  are  being  handled  under  the 
shortened  procedure  provided  in  Regulation  7,  Section  1,  Paragraph  12,  in 
which  hearings  have  been  waived  and  the  parties  have  agreed  to  a  decision 
in  the  case  on  the  evidence  submitted  to  the  Secretary.  Correspondence  is 
constantly  being  conducted  on  many  complaints  with  a  view  to  reaching  settle- 
ments without  hearings.    An  average  of  41  complaints  is  received  each  week.

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DEPARTMENT  FILMS  ACQUAINT  PUBLIC  WITH 

OBJECTIVES  AND  ACCOMPLISHMENTS  OF  WORK . 

Effective  use  of  Department  films  has  been  made  recently  by  Fred  G. 
Smith,  of  the  Chicago  general  field  headquarters  of  the  Grain  Division,  in 
acquainting  the  public  with  the  objectives  and  accomplishments  of  the  work  of 
this  and  other  branches  of  the  Department.  In  a  letter  to  T.  A.  Sommers,  of 
the  Washington  office  of  the  Grain  Division,  Mr.  Smith  has  expressed  his  en- 
thusiasm over  the  results  of  recent  showings  of  these  films,   as  follows: 

"The  films  which  you  procured  for  us  from  Mr.  Evans  were  excellent, 
and  I  am  sure  that  they  served  the  purpose  for  which  we  ordered  them  admirably

meetings,  including  a  large  meeting  of  Boy  Scouts  representing  the  northwest 
suburban  territory  here  in  Chicago.  Such  films  as  the  'Forest  and  Stream' 
and  the  'Cougar  Hunt'  certainly  made  a  very  lasting  impression  not  only  on 
the  boys  but  on  the  very  representative  gathering  of  adults  which  attends 
such  meetings. 

ii*  *  *  we  use  the  Department  Club  not  only  to  familiarize  all  Depart- 
ment men  with  what  the  field  is  doing,  but  we  also  invite  many  persons  who 
have  worked  in  the  Department  and  others  who  are  closely  related  to  our  work 
to  attend  important  meetings.  In  this  way  we  get  the  Department's  work  over 
to  many  persons  who  are  in  positions  of  great  influence  not  only  here  in 
Chicago  but  throughout  the  country.  Even  such  men  as  Mr.  Nat  Murray,  with 
Clement  Curtis,  does  a  great  deal  to  further  the  work  of  this  Department  and 
maintain  a  better  understanding  of  the  Department's  activities  throughout  the 
country. " 

Incidentally,  Mr.  Murray,  referred  to  above,  is  a  former  esteemed 
member  of  this  Bureau,  having  served  as  statistician  in  Crop  and  Livestock 
Estimates  for  a  number  of  years. 

DEPARTMENT  PEOPLE  SAMPLE  PRODUCTS 

"  PRESERVED  BY  QUICK  FREEZING  METHOD. 

Through  an  arrangement  of  the  Bureau  of  Home  Economics  with  the  Birds- 
eye  Packing  Corporation  of  Boston,  a  group  of  officials  of  this  and  other  Bu- 
reaus had  the  interesting  experience  of  sampling  at  noon,  January  7,  at  the 
Food  Utilization  Laboratories  of  Home  Economics,  some  products  prepared  by 
the  quick  freezing  method.  Representatives  of  the  Birdseye  Packing  Corpora- 
tion were  present  and  discussed  the  preparation  of  frosted  feeds  in  the  home 
and  to  serve  typical  meats,  vegetables,  and  fruits  preserved  by  this  method. 
Several  Bureau  representatives  who  have  been  interviewed  state  that  the  focd 
they  tested  had  lost  nothing  in  palatability  in  the  process  of  freezing. 
This  was  particularly  noticeable  in  the  steak,  which  had  been  held  in  a 
frozen  state  for  a  year.  The  raspberries,  after  defrosting,  appeared  as  if 
fresh  from  the  vines. 

Of  particular  interest  were  the  potato  chips  made  from  potatoes  that 
hed  been  in  storage  two  or  three  months.  The  chips  from  potatoes  stored  at 
60  degrees  were  of  a  nice  light  color,  whereas  those  from  potatoes  stored  at 
lower  temperatures  were  darker  and  less  attractive  in  appearance.  Chips  from 
potatoes  stored  at  32  degrees  were  almost  black. 
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INSTRUCTIONS  REGARDING  THE 
TAKING  OF  ANNUAL  LEAVE. 

It  has  come  to  the  attention  of  the  Business  Manager  that  several 
people  have  overdrawn  annual  leave  for  the  last  fiscal  year,  resulting 
in  their  having  to  take  leave  without  pay  for  days  in  excess  of  leave  due. 

The  Business  Manager  has  directed  that  hereafter  in  Washington  no 
leave  records  will  be  given  out  over  the  telephone.  This  is  being  done 
to  obviate  errors  that  have  occurred  when  the  latest  leave  slip  of  an  em- 
ployee has  not  yet  reached  the  time  clerk,  v/ho  has  been  called  upon  to 
tell  the  employee  over  the  telephone  the  amount  of  leave  still  remaining 
to  his  credit.  Any  employee  desiring  his  leave  record  should  apply  to 
his  head  clerk,  who  will  in  turn  obtain  the  record  from  the  time  clerk. 
The  latter  will  issue  a  signed  slip  indicating  the  leave  taken  to  date  and 
the  last  leave  slip  on  file  of  the  employee  concerned.  It  will  be  incum- 
bent upon  every  employee  to  see  that  he  does  not  exceed  his  annual  leave. 

The  attention  of  employees  is  again  called  to  the  fact  that  leave 
must  be  approved  in  advance  by  their  superior  officer,  and  that  leave  taken 
without  such  prior  approval  will  be  without  pay.

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JOHN  E.  M.  GANTT  COMPLETES  NEARLY 

"  FORTY  YEARS  OF  GOVERNMENT  SERVICE . 

The  day  of  retirement  is  one  in  which  employees  are  torn  by  conflict- 
ing emotions  —  an  eagerness  for  the  leisure  to  do  the  things  that  busy 
working  days  have  not  permitted,  sorrow  at  the  separation  from  associates 
of  many  years,  and  uncertainty  as  to  how  the  days  will  be  satisfactorily 
filled. 

John  E.  M.  Gantt,  in  charge  of  the  surplus  and  inactive  files,  who 
spent  nis  last  official  day  in  the  Bureau  on  Saturday,  January  10,  knows 
something  of  all  these  emotions.  He  said  on  the  day  of  his  departure  that 
six  months  ago  he  had  looked  forward  with  great  pleasure  to  the  day  he 
would  retire,  but  now  that  it  had  arrived,  he  found  it  was  the  hardest 
thing  he  had  ever  had  to  face. 

Mr,  Gantt  is  carrying  with  him  many  happy  thoughts  of  his  37  years  of 
service  in  the  Government,  13  years  of  which  have  been  spent  in  this  Bureau. 
Not  the  least  of  his  pleasant  memories  will  be  the  farewell  luncheon  given 
him  last  Thursday  by  the  Section  of  Mails  and  Files.  Approximately  25 
were  present,  including  Mrs.  Gantt,  Mrs.  May  L.  Myers,  a  retired  member  of 
the  Section,  Miss  Florence  Lee  of  the  Division  of  Livestock,  Meats,  and  Wool, 
and  as  honor  guests,  Mr.  Olsen  and  Mr.  Hughes.  The  section  presented  Mr. 
Gantt  with  a  handsome  bill  fold,  filled  with  good  wishes. 

The  Chief's  friendly  comments  were  particularly  inspiring  because 
they  showed  his  understanding  and  appreciation  of  the  worker  in  the  lower 
ranks.  Mr.  Gantt  responded  with  warmth.  In  saying  good-bye  to  Mr.  Kitchen 
after  the  luncheon,  Mr.  Gantt  expressed  his  sorrow  at  being  separated  from 
"such  a  fine  lot  of  people,"  quoting  his  words.  Mr.  Kitchen  told  him  that 
he  should  continue  to  regard  himself  as  one  of  us,  only  as  being  in  a  little 
different  status. 

Mr.  Gantt,  who  has  always  been  associated  with  religious  and  social 
welfare  work,  probably  will  spend  part  of  his  leisure  in  that  way.  He 
leaves  many  friends  in  the  Bureau,  upon  whom  he  has  made  a  lasting  impres- 
sion by  his  fine  spirit  of  loyalty  and  service. 


MAJOR  WILLIAM  M.  KING 


Major  William  M.  King,  for  35  years  a  member  of  this  Department, 
died  January  11,  at  the  age  of  99,  at  his  home  in  Ballston,  Arlington 
county,  Virginia.  Major  King  was  appointed  in  the  Seed  Division  of  the 
Department  in  1885  and  was  in  charge  of  that  work  until  coming  to  the  Bureau 
of  Statistics  (now  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates)  in  1889, 
to  do  statistical  and  research  work. 

After  his  retirement  Major  King  kept  in  touch  with  his  former  co- 
workers in  the  Department,  with  whom  he  always  had  had  the  warmest  relations. 
His  remarkably  long  life  is  attributed  to  moderate  living  and  to  his  mental 
and  physical  activity.  His  associates  in  Crop  Estimates  recall  the  exer- 
cises he  took  during  the  five-minute  recess  periods  made  necessary  to  venti- 
late a  crowded  office.  Major  King  was  then  already  well  along  in  his 
seventies.

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MR.  OLSEN  STIMULATES  EXTENSION 
~  MEN  WITH  A  FORCEFUL  SPEECH. 


"Broadening  and  stimulating,"  the  terras  applied  by  Dr.  C.  B.  Smith, 
assistant  director  of  extension  work,  to  Mr.  Olsen's  address  on  "Some  Es- 
sentials in  an  Economic  Program,"  given  before  the  weekly  Extension  Confer- 
ence last  Wednesday,  January  13,  undoubtedly  express  the  opinion  of  the 
entire  group  who  gathered  there  that  day.  More  impressive  than  the  prac- 
tical suggestions  which  Mr.  Olsen  had  to  offer  for  the  extension  of  economic 
information  to  farmers  was  the  idealism  underlying  his  remarks.  As  illus- 
trating this,  the  following  statement,  made  early  in  his  speech,  is  signifi- 
cant: 

"What  is  the  real  purpose  of  economic  extension?  There  is,  of  course, 
the  purely  economic,  material  purpose  to  increase  the  economic  returns  of 
farms.  But  it  would  be  very  short-sighted  to  set  that  as  our  objective.  Why 
do  we  wish  to  increase  incomes?  Certainly  because  we  wish  to  increase  our 
level  of  living  —  after  all,  that  is  the  thing  that  is  worth  while  in  life. 
Materia.!  things  do  not  create  the  best  influences  in  the  universe.  The  in- 
fluences of  intellect  and  culture  largely  determine  what  we  shall  manage  to 
get  out  of  life.  ***  There  are  still  greater  objectives.  We  should  keep 
in  mind  that  we  are  individuals  in  a  Nation  the  welfare  of  which  is  all- 
important.  It  behooves  each  one  of  us,  and  it  behooves  us  as  a  group,  so  to 
organize  ourselves  that  whatever  we  do  is  for  the  material,  intellectual,  and 
nocial  welfare  of  the  Nation  as  a  whole." 

"One  of  the  most  important  needs  now,"  Mr,  Olsen  told  the  Extension 
men,  "is  to  drive  home  to  those  whom  you  are  trying  to  assist,  the  fact  that 
there  are  fundamental  forces  playing  in  the  world  and  the  national  picture 
today  that  are  dynamic,  shifting,  and  outstanding.  They  operate  as  a  result 
of  mass  action  and  they  affect  our  farm  families.    *  *  * 

"The  economic  forces  that  are  so  affecting  our  lives  today  are  abso- 
lutely fundamental  -  you  can  not  get  away  from  that  fact.  Seme  of  them  are 
inherent  or  operate  more  or  less  according  to  fixed  principles,  but  some  of 
them  are  subj  ect  to  human  influences . " 

Commenting  on  some  of  the  larger  elements  that  have  undermined  our 
markets,  Mr.  Olsen  said: 

"There  can  be  no  question  but  that  the  tremendous  destruction  of  the 
World.  War  -  human  and  material  destruction  --  has  had  a  great  deal  to  do  with 
undermining  the  purchasing  power.  This  is  particularly  true  of  foreign 
peoples.  ***  Reparations,  international  debts,  unbalanced  budgets,  curren- 
cies, all  interfere  with  ability  to  buy  freely.  ***  You  as  extension  work- 
ers have  no  right  to  ignore  the  influence  of  these  elements  because  it  far- 
overshadows  the  influence  of  many  of  the  other  elements  that  you  are  now 
stressing. " 

"Growth  of  population,"  Mr.  Olsen  said,  "affects  both  domestic  and 
foreign  markets.  ***  At  the  present  time  our  own  population  is  increasing  by 
one  million  a  year  compared  with  two  millions  a  year,  ten  years  ago.  Accord- 
ing to  statisticians,   if  this  rate  of  decline  continues,   cur  population 
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will  become  stationary,  ***  At  the  same  time  we  are  witnessing  a  tremendous 
expansion  in  world  supplies,  In  Canada,  Argentina  and  Australia,  in  which 
phenomenal  agricultural  expansion  has  taken  place,  there  must  still  be  a  very 
large  area  of  untilled  land  which  would  lend  itself  to  production. 

"On  the  demand  side  you  have  tremendous  world  forces  that  are  under- 
mining, breaking  down,  and  taking  away  your  markets.  You  must  know  what  they 
are,  how  important  they  are,  and  how  to  get  to  them  to  correct  them.  On  the 
other  hand  you  have  this  expansion  of  production  going  on.  You  can  not  stop 
it,  but  you  can  steady  it,  and  watch  to  see  if  it  is  going  to  succeed.  If 
it  is  going  to  succeed,  adjust  your  program  accordingly;  if  it  is  not  going 
to  succeed,  adjust  your  program." 

Touching  on  the  variations  in  efficiency  in  domestic  production, 
Mr.  Olsen  said  in  part: 

"In  any  small  area,  and  in  any  representative  data,  you  can  get  an 
indication  of  the  variation  in  efficiency  with  which  plants  are  run.  To 
find  just  the  conditions  that  will  bring  the  best  results  is  a  job  for  the 
research  man.  The  extension  people  should  see  that  the  farmers  realize  it. 
You  can  not  study  the  records  that  come  out  of  researches  of  the  Bureau, 
the  colleges,  and  the  Extension  Service,  without  being  impressed  with  the 
difference  in  the  skill  of  the  farmers  all  over  the  country,  in  the  larger 
areas,  and  the  very  small  areas.  It  is  exceedingly  significant  that  you 
have  these  great  variations;  through  failure,  in  considerable  part,  to  use 
the  economic  information  that  has  been  built  up;  through  failure,  in  part, 
to  have  the  right  information  available.  ***  We  find  all  the  indices  of 
industry  are  away  down  toward  base  -  brought  down  by  domestic  forces  and 
by  this  world-wide  economic  depression.  In  part  we  are  to  blame,  and  in 
part  the  foreigners  are  to  blame.  We  have  too  much  low-quality  goods,  too 
many  wastes  in  distribution,  too  many  deterrents  of  many  kinds," 

Considering  the  land  problems,  Mr.  Olsen  said: 

"All  students  of  the  situation  in  the  United  States  are  impressed 
with  the  fact  that  very  serious  maladjustments  now  exist.  Whole  areas  are 
hopelessly  distressed  because  of  low  income,  heavy  tax,  and  the  shifting 
of  production  areas  of  the  country.  ***  This  is  the  type  of  problem  we 
are  striking  at  in  the  land  utilization  program  on  which  we  are  working. 
We  have  that  very  rough  estimate  of  one  hundred  million  acres  of  marginal 
and  submarginal  land  -  a  tremendous  area." 

Mr.  Olsen  deplored  the  maladjustments  in  taxation  and  said  that  the 
farmer  must  know  that  it  is  not  equitable  that  he  should  have  to  use  his 
income  from  other  sources  to  pay  taxes. 

Turning  to  the  credit  situation  he  said: 

"In  certain  sections  of  the  country  there  is  complete  paralysis  of 
our  credit  and  banking  system.  ***  I  have  tremendous  faith  in  the  ability 
of  facts  to  bring  about  results." 

As  to  the  tariff,  everyone  is  interested  in  the  tariff,  according  to 
Mr.  Olsen.  "Farmers  have  a  perfect  right  to  know  how  the  tariff  policy  has 
affected  their  industry.  **'*  It  is  a  question  of  international  relations, 
as  are  the  questions  of  reparation,  international  debts." 

He  thinks  there  are  two  types  of  problems:  "One  type  that  is  properly 
attacked  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  individual  farmer,  or  the  farmer  in 
his  individual  capacity;  the  other  type  must  be  attacked  in  his  collective 
capacity.  In  the  field  of  production,  there  are  things  he  can  get  hold  of 
and  act  on.  Those  things  must  be  corrected  by  him  if  they  are  to  be  cor- 
rected at  all.    Questions  like  this  must  be  daringly  raised:    with  the  break- 
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down  of  markets,  with  the  growing  competition  facing  us,  is  the  American 
farmer  to  run  to  cover,  or  is  he  to  meet  these  new  market  conditions  and  this 
new  competition?'  Is  it  the  wise  thing  from  a  domestic  point  of  view  to  try 
to  hide,  or  is  it  wise  to  face  the  music?  Is  the  most  efficient  going  to 
win?  We  are  going  to  have  to  fight  this  thing  out  in  the  arena  of  down- 
right, intense  competition.  I  want  American  agriculture  to  get  right  up 
and  play  the  game.    The  best  will  win." 

Mr.  Olsen  exhorted  the  Extension  workers' to  keep  always  in  mind  the 
ideals  of  a  higher  standard  of  living  among  farm  families.  "After  all,"  he 
said,  "that  is  what  we  are  striving  for.  Let  us  know  more  about  the  best 
ways  to  expend  the  money  we  make;  let  us  assist  our  people  to  elevate  their 
level  of  living,  and  to  get  the  deepest  satisfaction  frcm  life. 

"Repeatedly  I  have  been  impressed  with  the  fact  that  although  this 
depression  is  a  drastic  and  terrible  period,  it  has  its  value.  Many  of  us 
have  come  to  realize,  through  it,  that,  there  are  many  things  of  consequence 
besides  material  goods.  I  would  not,  for  a  moment,  minimize  the  importance 
of  having  the  wherewithal,  but  I  believe  that  we  shall  never  get  what  we 
should  out  of  life  until  we  can  enjoy  the  finer  things  that  ccme  from  within." 

In  conclusion,  Mr.  Olsen  said: 

"I  feel  keenly  that  you  have  to  get  your  facts  down  to  the  individual. 
***  The  economists  and  the  statisticians  will  furnish  us  the  facts  and  will 
point  out  the  relationships  to  us,  if  we  support  them  with  our  demand.  But 
the  extension  force  holds  the  true  key  that  will  unlock  the  combination  of 
factors  that  constitute  the  farm  problem,  for  the  key  is  education." 

TOBACCO  GRADING  SERVICE  PROGRESSING 

MORE  RAPIDLY  THAN  AT  ANY  PREVIOUS  TIME. 

Charles  E.  Gage,  in  charge  of  the  Tobacco  Section,  returned  to  Wash- 
ington January  14  from  an  inspection  trip  to  markets  in  Kentucky  and  Tennes- 
see. Four  full-time  markets  and  one  which  operates  on  Saturdays  only  are 
furnishing  tobacco  grading  service  free  of  charge  to  the  growers.  Tobacco 
market  news  offices  are  maintained,  and  all  markets  are  supplied  with  daily 
and  weekly  reports  on  tobacco  by  grades. 

The  conditions  under  which  the  tobacco  grading  service  is  function- 
ing in  western  Kentucky  and  Tennessee  are  such  that  in  spite  of  the  low 
prices  the  service  is  making  more  rapid  progress  than  at  any  previous  time 
since  the  inception  of  the  work,  The  interest  and  cooperation  manifested 
by  the  trade  are  exceptionally  fine.  This  is  especially  noticeable  on  the 
fire-cured  markets,  where  interest  is  developing  also  in  the  possibilities 
of  exporting  tobacco  under  a  Federal  certificate  of  grade. 

At  Nashville,  Mr.  Gage  gave  a  radio  broadcast  on  the  tobacco  market 
news  service  and  the  tobacco  grading  service, 

In  making  use  of  plane  service  from  Nashville  to  Cincinnati  to  shorten 
his  trip  home,  Mr.  Gage  found  to  his  pleasure  and  surprise  that  the  pilot  was 
the  same  one  who  gave  him  his  first  airplane  ride  nearly  10  years  ago  at 
Talullah,  La.  He  continued  on  with  this  pilot  in  a  night  flight  frcm  Cin- 
cinnati to  Cleveland,  Ohio,  seeing  instead  of  a  firmanent  of  stars  above  a 
firmanent  of  lights  below.  Columbus,  with  its  thousands  of  acres  of  lights, 
he  reports,  was  one  of  the  most  beautiful  sights  he  ever  saw. 

Another  pleasant  feature  of  the  trip  was  the  opportunity  to  listen 
through  head-phones  to  conversations  between  pilots  and  ground  stations 
scattered  around  over  the  central  States. 
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PRELIMINARY_0UTL00K  MEETINGS 
IN  BUREAU  THIS  WEEK. 

The  outlook  conferences  are  beginning  this  week  with  meetings  by 
the  Bureau  committees.  Quite  a  number  of  the  State  representatives  of  the 
Extension  Service  are  expected  to  arrive  this  week  to  work  with  Bureau  men. 
For  the  general  conference,  beginning  January  25,  42  Extension  men,  repre- 
senting 28  States  and  Honolulu,  have  expressed  their  (intention  to  be  present. 
The  first  of  these  to  arrive  is  A,  S.  T.  Lund,  the  delegate  from  Honolulu, 
who  reported  on  Monday.  The  large  attendance  from  the  States  indicates  that 
interest  in  outlook  work  continues  to  be  active. 

The  procedure  this  year  will  follow  the  same  general  plan  of  previ- 
ous years.  Four  days  will  be  devoted  to  a  discussion  of  commodity  reports. 
The  reports  will  be  released  as  rapidly  as  completed  to  the  press,  and  for 
radio  broadcast  on  Monday,  February  X. 

The  program  for  the  week  includes  several  special  sessions,  as  us- 
ual. On  Wednesday  night,  January  27,  there  will  be  a  general  get-together 
dinner,  at  which  the  speakers  will  be  Secretary  Hyde,  James  C.  Stone,  chair- 
man of  the  Federal  Farm  Board,  and  State  representatives,  Secretary  Hyde 
discussing  land  utilization,  Mr.  Stone,  an  extension  program  in  cooperative 
marketing,  and  the  State  men,  a  State  land  utilization  extension  program. 
(Please  note  that  the  date  of  this  dinner  is  January  27.  not  January  26,  as 
first  announced.)  An  important  part  of  the  program  will  be  the  demonstra- 
tional  training  conference  on  economic  information  on  Saturday,  January  30. 
A  committee  composed  of  C.  R.  Arnold,  chairman,  and  D.  W.  Watkins,  of  the 
Economics  Extension  Unit,  V.  B.  Hart  and  T.  R.  Bond,  of  Cornell  University, 
and  H.  R.  Wellman,  of  the  Extension  staff,  College  of  Agriculture,  University 
of  California,  will  conduct  this  conference. 

On  Saturday,  January  30,  Dr.  T.  B.  Manny,  of  the  Division  of  Farm 
Population  and  Rural  Life,  will  present  some  of  the  results  of  his  survey  of 
outlook  work  in  the  South.  There  will  be  other  informal  conferences  during 
the  week. 

FIRE  DESTROYS  COTTON  IN 

LINWORTH  PLACE  WAREHOUSE. 

Shortly  before  8:30  a.m.  on  Saturday  morning,  January  16,  a  fire  of 
undetermined  origin  broke  out  in  the  cotton  storage  warehouse  of  the  Division 
of  Cotton  Marketing,  at  300  Linworth  Place,  Southwest. 

Aside  from  the  fire  itself,  there  was  some  water  damage  and  a  number 
of  windows  were  broken.  Otherwise,  it  is  anticipated  that  the  losses  will 
be  slight.  It  is  reported  that  a  number  of  firemen  were  overcome  by  the 
dense  smoke  on  the  lower  floor  of  the  building. 

A  committee  of  three  is  now  endeavoring  to  ascertain  the  cause  of 
the  fire.

AGRICULTURAL  APPROPRIATION  BILL 

REPORTED  OUT  OF  HOUSE  COMMITTEE . 

The  Agricultural  Appropriation  Bill  was  reported  out  of  the  House 
Committee  on  Appropriations  on  January  18.  The  following  table  shows  a 
comparison  between  the  Committee  bill,  the  Budget  estimates  and  the  appro- 
priations for  the  current  year.  It  should  be  noted,  however,  that  an  amount 
of  $400,000  of  the  appropriations  for  the  current  year  is  being  held  in 
reserve  as  a  part  of  the  program  for  reducing  Government  expenditures  to 
relieve  the  National  deficit.

W.  C.  Davis,  Division  of  Livestock,  Meats,  and  Wool,  will  discuss 
the  problems  of  retailing  and  the  benefits  of  the  beef  grading  service  to 
retailers  generally  at  a  meeting  some  time  the  latter  part  of  this  week 
of  the  Baltimore  Retail  Meat  Dealers  Association. 

Paul  M.  Williams,  in  charge  of  the  canned  fruit  and  vegetable  grad- 
ing service,  Division  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables,  will  leave  Washington  the 
latter  part  of  the  week  to  interview  canners  at  the  National  Canners  Conven- 
tion in  Chicago,  January  22.  On  January  26  he  will  discuss  canned  fruit 
and  vegetable  grading  before  the  National  Wholesale  Grocers'  Association  at 
their  convention  in  Chicago.

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OUTLOOK  CONFERENCE  OPENS 

WITH  LARGE  ATTENDANCE. 

The  National  outlook  conference  opened  Monday  morning  in  the  confer- 
ence room  of  the  Bieber  Building  with  a  capacity  attendance.  There  were 
present,  in  addition  to  Bureau  representatives,  50  men,  representing  30 
States  and  Hawaii. 

Mr.  Englund  made  the  address  of  welcome  in  the  absence  of  Mr,  Olsen, 
who  was  attending  the  annual  convention  of  the  National  Canners'  Association 
in  Chicago.  Mr.  Englund  said  that  considering  the  conditions  in  the  States, 
the  attendance  was  very  good  and  that  it  certainly  pointed  to  a  high  in- 
terest in  outlook  work. 

So  far  there  are  indications  that  175,  including  18  women,  will  at- 
tend the  general  get-together  dinner  on  Wednesday  evening.  Secretary  Hyde 
and  Chairman  Stone  of  the  Federal  Farm  Board,  as  well  as  several  State 
delegates,  will  speak  at  this  dinner. 

MISSISSIPPI  FARMERS  DISPOSED  TO  CAREFUL 

STUDY  OF  PROBLEMS?  MR.  WATKINS  THINKS . 

D  W.  Watkins,  of  the  Economics  Extension  Unit,  returned  to  Washing- 
ton January  22  from  a  field  trip,  feeling  particularly  gratified  that  econ- 
nomics  are  becoming  a  more  important  part  of  the  extension  program  in 
Arkansas,  and  that  farmers,  at  least  in  Mississippi,  are  feeling  more  cheer- 
ful about  their  economic  situation  than  they  were  a  few  months  ago. 

Mr.  Watkins  was  in  Arkansas  from  January  4-12,  inclusive,  attending 
district  meetings  of  county  and  home  demonstration  agents  at  Hot  Springs, 
Pine  Bluff,  Newport  and  Fayetteville .  His  part  in  the  program  was  to  ex- 
plain the  use  of  outlook  information  in  extension  work.  He  reports  that 
economic  extension  problems  were  stressed  throughout  these  meetings,  and 
that  Dean  Dan  T.  Gray,  of  the  College  of  Agriculture,  and  assistant  Director 
of  Extension  T.  R.  Reid,  University  of  Arkansas,  in  their  discussions  em- 
phasized the  fact  that  county  extension  agents  need  to  do  more  to  assist 
farm  people  with  their  economic  problems. 

Mr.  Watkins  made  two  radio  talks  on  the  general  economic  situation 
as  it  affects  agriculture  while  he  was  in  Arkansas. 

From  January  14-20,  inclusive,  he  was  in  Mississippi  attending 
II  county  farmers'  outlook  meetings,  held  under  the  supervision  of  the 
State  demonstration  agents.  Attendance  at  these  meetings  averaged  about 
250  each,  he  says.  He  participated  by  presenting  the  general  economic 
situation  and  certain  outlook  information  on  cotton.  State  workers  assisted 
with  these  meetings  and  discussed  the  outlook  on  other  crops. 

Mr.  Watkins  found  that  while  the  farm  people  are  far  from  satis- 
fied with  the  present  conditions,  many  of  them  are  beginning  to  realize  that 
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with  the  food  and  feed  supplies  now  available,  farmers  are  in  a  better  posi- 
tion than  large  numbers  of  city  workers  who  have  been  thrown  out  of  employ- 
ment. There  is  evidence  at.  this  time,  he  reports,  of  a  calmer  and  more 
deliberate  spirit  than  existed  last  fall,  which  leads  him  to  think  that 
farmers  are  more  disposed  to  a  careful  study  of  their  problems  rather  than 
to  rely  upon  half  considered  measures. 

COMMISSION  MERCHANTS  AND  FRUIT  JOBBERS 

COMMEND  BUREAU'S  ADMINISTRATION  OF  ACTS. 

The  Bureau's  work  under  the  Produce  Agency  Act  and  the  Perishable 
Agricultural  Commodities  Act  v/ere  spoken  of  in  flattering  terms  by  represen- 
tatives of  the  National  League  of  Commission  Merchants  at  their  meeting  in 
Miami,  Fla.,  January  12-15,  and.  by  members  of  the  Western  Fruit  Jobbers' 
Association  at  their  convention  in  New  Orleans,  La.,  January  19-22.  F.  G. 
Robb,  in  charge  of  the  regulatory  branch  of  the  Division  of  Fruits  and  Vege- 
tables, who  discussed  at  these  meetings  phases  of  the  work  of  administering 
the  two  Acts,  is  highly  gratified  with  the  attitude  of  the  delegates  toward 
our  efforts  in  this  direction,  and  reports  that  these  men  appreciate  the 
influence  the  enforcement  of  the  Acts  is  having  in  promoting  better  trade 
relations,  because  those  who  have  enforceable  contracts  have  assurance  that 
they  will  be  carried  out  in  accordance  with  their  terms.  Both  organizations 
spent  considerable  time  in  discussing  the  competition  they  are  encountering 
from  truck  peddlers.  Chain  stores  also  received  some  attention  at  the  meet- 
ings.

;  ARCHIBALD  A.  RUARK 


Archibald  A.  Ruark  died  on  January  22  at  the  Naval  Hospital,  Washing- 
ton, D.  C.  He  had  been  in  failing  health  for  nearly  two  years  and  at  times 
confined  to  th  e    hospit  al 

Mr.  Ruark  was  employed  in  the  Department  as  photographer  almost  con- 
tinuously from  October,  1900,  until  shortly  before  his  death.  He  entered 
the  service  in  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  in  the  Division  of  Agrostology, 
later  going  with  the  Office  of  Farm  Management,  which  in  1915  became  an 
independent  unit  in  the  Department.  In  that  Office  he  was  in  entire  charge 
of  the  photographic  work.  When  the  Office  of  Farm  Management,  the  Bureau 
and  Markets,  and  the  Bureau  of  Crop  Estimates  were  combined  to  make  the 
Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics,  he  was  made  assistant  in  charge  of  the 
photographic  laboratory,  in  which  capacity  he  continued  to  work  until  last 
December,  when  ill  health  forced  him  to  go  on  leave  without  pay. 

Mr.  Ruark  was  a  highly  skillful  workman  and  has  to  his  credit  many 
years   of   loyal,    efficient   service.    In  addition,    he   has   an  honorable 
military  record,  having  enlisted  in  and  served  as  sergeant  in  the  Spanish- 
American  War.    He  was  buried  Monday,  January  25,  at  Arlington  Cemetery.

At  the  request  of  the  widow  of  James  B.  Roberts,  colored  laborer 
of  the  Division  of  Gotten  Marketing,  the  following  statement  was  prepared 
in  the  Bureau  to  be  read  by  the  officiating  minister  at  Mr.  Roberts'  funeral 
on  January  21.  It  is  reported  that  about  300  of  his  relatives  and  friends 
attended  the  services. 

"James  B.  Roberts  was  for  more  than  17  years  an  esteemed  employee 
of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics,  United  States  Department  of  Agri- 
culture. He  was  appointed  in  the  Bureau  on  December  8,  1914.  The  perform- 
ance of  his  duties  was  always  marked  by  cheerfulness  and  willingness,  and 
he  won  the  esteem  of  his  co-workers  and  superior  officers  in  the  Government. 
He  well  illustrated  the  lines  of  the  Bible:  "A  laborer  is  worthy  of  his 
hire,"  being  remembered  particularly  for  his  over-time  work  during  the 
World  War,  when  he  stood  out  among  the  staff  in  his  desire  to  serve. 

Mr.    Roberts  was  assigned  to   the  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing  in 
1923,  where  he  continued  to  render  satisfactory  service.    He  will  be  missed 
by  his  associates.    His  death  is  a  loss  to  the  work." 


JAIL  SENTENCE  GIVEN  COMMISSION  MERCHANT 
FOR  PRODUCE  AGENCY  ACT  VIOLATION . 

A  commission  merchant  in  South  Carolina  was  sentenced  on  January  18 
by  Judge  Cochran,  of  the  Federal  District  Court,  to  imprisonment  for  60 
days  in  the  county  jail  for  violating  the  Federal  Produce  Agency  Act.  The 
accused  pleaded  guilty  to  six  counts  in  one  case  and  to  one  count  in  another 
case.  The  sentence  of  60  days  imprisonment  was  imposed  by  Judge  Cochran  on 
each  of  the  counts,  but  the  Judge  directed  that  all  the  sentences  should 
run  concurrently. 

One  case  involved  six  consignments  of  tomatoes  and  pears  from  a  ship- 
per in  Betterton,  Md.  ,  in  August  and  September,  1930.  The  investigation 
made  by  representatives  of  the  regulatory  branch  of  the  Division  of  Fruits 
and  Vegetables  showed  that  fraudulent  accounting  had  been  rendered  on  each 
of  the  shipments  and  that  three  checks  had  been  returned  unpaid  because  of 
insufficient  funds,  the  total  amounting  to  $461.36. 

The  other  case  involved  a  consignment  of  thirty  cartons  of  repacked 
tomatoes  from  Baltimore,  Md. ,  on  which  the  commission  merchant  reported  that 
the  tomatoes  were  frosted  and  fit  only  to  be  dumped,  whereas  the  investiga- 
tion showed  that,  although  many  of  the  tomatoes  were  returned  because  of 
being  frosted  the  commission  merchant  collected  at  least  $28.50,  for  which 
no  accounting  whatever  was  msde.  This  dealer  has  not  been  in  business  since 
last  July. 

HONEY  IN  TUBE  PACKAGES 
NOW  ON  MARKET . 

A  new  development  in  the  distribution  of  extracted  honey  is  the  pack- 
aging of  honey  in  tubes.  These  tubes  are  like  those  in  which  tooth  paste 
and  other  products  are  enclosed,  and  vary  in  size  from  the  tooth -paste  tube 
size  to  those  holding  one-half  pound  of  honey.  The  advantage  is  that  they 
can  be  used  for  picnics  and  teas  where  freedom  from  muss  and  stickiness 
would  be  specially  desirable.  Another  advantage  is  that  just  the  quantity 
needed  can  be  poured  out  at  one  time.    This  method  of  packaging  honey  is  al- 
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ready  in  use  in  Germany  in  a  limited  way. 

H.  J.  Clay,  editor  of  the  honey  market  news  report,  has  recently 
received  samples  of  honey  in  the  new  packages.  He  reports  that  another 
interesting  development  in  the  distribution  of  honey  has  been  the  intro- 
duction of  a  new  candy  bar,  consisting  of  honey,  almonds,  and  nougats. 
In  some  stores  this  has  become  a  most  popular  5-cent  candy  bar. 

BUREAU  BREVITIES ._ 

SOME  FACTS  ABOUT  THE  COTTON  OUTLOOK  FOR  1932  are  issued  in  abbreviated 
form  in  an  8-page  Miscellaneous  Publication  (No.  139).  Simple  graphs  ac- 
company the  simple  text.  The  material  is  drawn  from  the  Agricultural  Out- 
look for  the  Southern  States  which  was  printed  as  Miscellaneous  Publication 
137.    This  latest  form  is  for  wide  popular  use  throughout  the  Southern  States. 

THE  RURAL  COMMUNITY,  "the  natural  history  of  a  sociological  group," 
to  quote  the  author,  Dwight  Sanderson,  professor  of  rural  social  organiza- 
tion at  Cornell  University,  is  just  off  the  press.  This  book  is  dedi- 
cated to  Dr.  Charles  Josiah  Galpin,  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Farm  Popu- 
lation and  Rural  Life,  whom  the  author  describes  as  "Dean  of  Rural  Sociolo- 
gists, Pioneer  in  Discovering  the  Structure  of  the  Rural  Community." 

COLORFUL  CHARACTER  IN  WESTERN  HOG  TRADE  Goes  Back  Home  is  an  article 
by  James  K.  Wallace,  Division  of  Livestock,  Meats  and  Wool,  in  "The  Ogden 
Livestock  Digest,"  that  has  just  come  to  our  attention.  Mr.  Wallace  gives  a 
vivid  description  of  Big  Ong,  prominent  in  San  Francisco's  Chinatown,  in  a 
brief  statement,  packed  with  interesting  details.  The  publication  is  on  file 
in  the  Bureau  Library.

The  following  quotation  may  lead 
some  members  of  the  Bureau  to  look  up  this  periodical  in  the  Bureau  Library 
in  order  to  read  the  whole  of  Mr.  Wallace's  interesting  article:  "For  6,000 
years  sheep's  tallow  brightened  the  night  for  peasant  and  prince  alike. 
Only  in  time  of  our  memory  have  other  sources  of  light  been  used.  In  olden 
days  the  lights  of  the  Hanging  Gardens  of  Babylon,  seen  twinkling  for  miles 
up  and  down  the  Euphrates  River,  came  from  18,000  lamps,  each  filled  with 
one  pound  of  tallow,  which  was  enough  for  two  nights'  display.  This  meant 
the  burning  of  9,000  pounds  nightly,  the  tallow  of  2,000  sheep,  or  of  60,000 
head  monthly . "

Total  contributions  to  the  Welfare  Association  for  the  calendar 
year  1931  were  $441.20,  George  W.  Morrison,  Bureau  representative  on  the 
Association,  reports.  This  sum  is  twice  as  much  as  that  contributed  last 
year,  he  says;  in  fact,  the  best  the  Bureau  has  ever  done. 
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L.  D.  Howell,  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing,  will  leave  Washington 
January  31  for  Memphis,  Tenn.,  Dallas,  Tex.,  Raleigh,  N.  C,  Columbia,  S.  C.,- 
Atlanta,  Ga.,  Montgomery  and  Birmingham,  Ala.,  Jackson  and  Greenwood,  Miss., 
New  Orleans,  La. ,  and  Oklahoma  City,  Okla.,  to  work  out  with  employees  of  the 
division  and  State  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  representatives  stationed 
in  the  cities  named,  plans  for  analyzing  data  collected  during  the  last  two 
seasons  on  cotton  sold  in  the  seed  in  Oklahoma,  Arkansas,  Mississippi  and 
Tennessee;  also  to  obtain  from  cooperative  cotton  marketing  associations 
data  for  use  in  connection  with  the  analysis  of  the  variations  in  prices  re- 
ceived by  growers  with  the  grade  and  staple  length  of  the  cotton  during  the 
seasons  1930-31  and  1931-32. 

W.  E.  Leigh,  Division  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables,  left  Washington 
January  23  for  Florida,  Louisiana  and  Texas,  where  he  will  confer  with  grow- 
ers and  shippers  regarding  possible  changes  in  citrus  grades.  He  will  also 
make  investigations  regarding  possible  changes  in  celery  grades,  and  ob- 
tain information  regarding  cocoanuts,  looking  toward  the  possibility  that 
some  time  in  the  future  grades  for  this  commodity  will  be  issued.  While  in 
Louisiana,  he  will  discuss  the  possibility  of  issuing  grades  for  collards 
with  shippers  and  receivers  who  have  requested  grades  therefor. 

With  the  removal  of  the  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Section  of  the  De- 
partment to  the  new  South  Building,  automatic  switchboard  operation  will 
be  installed  in  place  of  the  present  manual  operation,  a  memorandum  from 
H.  A.  Nelson,  chief  of  the  Division  of  Operation,  Office  of  Personnel  and 
Business  Administration,  states.  S.  H.  Boon  has  been  designated  as  acting 
in  charge  of  the  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Section  and  will  supervise  the- 
routine  operations  thereof  under  the  immediate  direction  of  J.  L.  Koehl, 
assistant  chief,  Division  of  Operation. 

George  L.  Crawford,  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing,  is  on  a  10-day 
trip  to  Gastonia,  N.  C,  Winnsboro,  S.  C,  Cedartown,  Ga.,  Alabama  City, 
Ala.,  and  Memphis,  Tenn.,  to  make  a  survey  of  cotton  mills  that  spin  cotton 
grown  under  irrigation  in  Southwestern  United  States,  and  to  study  the  spin- 
ning quality  of  such  cotton. 

Edward  M.  Mcllvaine,  telegrapher,  of  the  joint  office  at  Phila- 
delphia, has  been  temporarily  transferred  to  Washington  to  do  the  work 
of  operator  A.  L.  Morris,  who  has  been  detailed  to  the  White  House  tele- 
graph office.  Joseph  P.  Mooney  is  substituting  for  Mr.  Mcllvaine  in  Phila- 
delphia under  temporary  appointment. 

The  market  news  service  of  the  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing  wishes 
it  to  be  known  that  the  market  news  service  of  the  Division  of  Hay,  Feed, 
and  Seed  is  not  the  only  unit  of  the  Bureau  occupying  space  at  300  Linworth 
Place,  Southwest,  that  functioned  in  spite  of  the  fire  in  that  building  on 
January  16.  (See  The  B.  A.  E.  News  of  January  20).  During  the  heighth  of 
the  fire,  the  staff  (both  men  and  women)  of  the  cotton  market  news  serv- 
ice climbed  up  the  fire  escape  and  crawled  through  a  window  to  their  of- 
fice. Here  they  remained  until  12:45  p.m.,  when  their  work  was  completed. 
Incidentally,  they  report  that  there  was  no  heat  in  the  building  other  than 
the  fire.

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MARKED  INTEREST  AND  ENTHUSIASM 

AT  BUREAU '  S**QUTL00K~MEETING . 


In  interest  and  enthusiasm  the  National  outlook  conferences  last 
week  were  generally  considered  the  best  held  to  date.  This  was  the  tenth 
outlook  report  issued  by  the  Bureau  and  the  seventh  time  in  which  the  States 
had  sent  delegates  to  work  with  the  Bureau  men.  The  State  men  left  Washing- 
ton Friday  and  Saturday  primed  for  outlook  work  in  the  States. 

Attendance  at  the  outlook  dinner  on  the  evening  of  January  27  ex- 
ceeded all  expectations,  there  being  present  more  than  200  Department  and 
State  representatives  and  members  of  their  families.  On  account  of  another 
engagement.  Secretary  Hyde  was  able  to  make  only  a  short  address  of  cordial 
welcome  to  the  State  Extension  group.  He  was  followed  on  the  program  by 
Dr.  L.  C.  Gray,  of  the  Division  of  Land  Economics,  who  discussed  briefly 
definitions  of  land  utilization.  Brief  remarks  concerning  the  land  util- 
ization program  for  their  respective  States  were  made  by  Paul  Carpenter, 
Montana;  D.  C.  Dvoracek,  Minnesota;  E.  H.  Reed,  Arkansas;  and  Dr.  V.  B. 
Hart,  New  York.  Dr.  Hart  was  particularly  interesting  in  his  discussion  of 
the  attempts  in  New  York  to  take  out  of  farm  production  some  million  of 
acres  of  land  definitely  unprofitable  for  farming.  Previous  to  the  decision 
that  these  lands  were  unprofitable,  intensive  surveys  had  been  conducted 
by  Cornell  University  to  determine  their  productivity.  Inasmuch  as  there 
is  a  noticeable  move  on  the  part  of  city  people  to  take  up  idle  farms  in  a 
hope  to  make  a  living,  a  determined  effort  is  being  made  in  New  York  State 
to  persuade  bankers  and  others  from  encouraging  the  resumption  of  living  on 
these  unproductive  farms.  Frank  Evans,  of  the  Federal  Farm  Board,  took 
the  place  of  Chairman  James  C.  Stone  on  the  program.  Mr.  Evans  described 
the  difficulties  of  county  agents  in  handling  marketing  problems,  illustrat- 
ing his  remarks  by  a  specific  case  in  which  the  activity  of  a  county  agent 
in  developing  cooperative  marketing  associations  was  challenged  by  interests 
opposed  to  cooperative  marketing.  The  case  when  brought  to  court  was  de- 
cided in  favor  of  the  county  agent  on  the  basis  of  the  interpretation  of 
the  language  of  the  fundamental  acts,  supplemented  by  the  discussions  in 
committee  in  Congress.     Dr.  Warburton  acted  as  chairman  of  the  dinner. 


AGRICULTURAL  APPROPRIATION 
BILL  PASSES  THE  HOUSE. 


The  Agricultural  Appropriation  Bill  passed  the  House  January  27. 
No  change  affecting  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  was  made  in  the 
items  as  reported  in  The  B.  A.  E.  News  of  January  20,  except  for  the  further 
reduction  of  the  Farm  Management  appropriation  by  $35,000.  This  item  covered 
corn  borer  research.  The  Bill  has  been  sent  to  the  Senate  and  will  probably 
be  taken  by  the  Senate  Committee  very  shortly. 
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BUREAU  HAS  MEMBERSHIP  ON 

NEW  FEDERAL  STATISTICS  BOARD. 

A  Federal  Statistics  Board,  the  purpose  of  which  is  to  analyze  the 
present  statistical  activities  of  the  Federal  Government,  has  recently 
been  organized.  Dr.  0.  C.  Stine,  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Statistical 
and  Historical  Research,  and  Joseph  A.  Becker,  of  the  Division  of  Crop  and 
Livestock  Estimates,  are  the  Department  representatives.  H.  D.  Lamar,  of  the 
Chief  Coordinator's  office,  is  chairman. 

The  Board,  established  by  Bureau  of  the  Budget  Circular  #293  of 
April  10,  1931,  has  in  addition  to  a  chairman,  a  membership  of  representa- 
tives of  the  following  departments  and  independent  establishments: 

Two  members  each  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  Department  of 
Commerce,  Department  of  Labor,  and  Treasury  Department;  and 
One  member  each  of  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  Federal  Trade 
Commission,  Federal  Farm  Board,  Tariff  Commission,  Bureau  of 
Efficiency,  Civil  Service  Commission,  and  the  Veterans  Ad- 
ministration. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  various  department  members  was  held  last 
summer,  when  a  sub-committee  was  designated  to  study  the  formation  of  an 
organization  for  the  functioning  of  this  work.  A  plan  was  adapted  at  a 
meeting  several  weeks  ago  and  sub-committees  were  established.  Under  this 
plan  Dr.  Stine  will  serve  as  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Technical  Statis- 
tical Methods,  and  Mr.  Becker,  on  the  Committee  on  Scope  and  Allocation  of 
Statistical  Work.  One  of  the  first  tasks  of  the  latter  committee  will  be  a 
careful  analysis  of  the  present  statistical  activities  of  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment. 

Paragraph  4  of  the  Budget  circular  above  referred  to  reads  as  follows: 
"It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Federal  Statistics  Board  to 
study  the  existing  situation  with  regard  to  the  collection,  compil- 
ation, dissemination  and  utilization  of  statistics  by  agencies  of 
the  Federal  Government  and  to  make  recommendations  to  the  Chief  Co- 
ordinator looking  to  the  elimination  of  needless  duplication  in 
statistical  work  and  the  fullest  possible  utilization  of  statisti- 
cal information  collected  and  the  personnel  and  facilities  con- 
cerned therewith,  as  well  as  the  most  effective  and  economical  means 
of  procuring  additional  statistics  for  which  there  may  be  a  reasonable 
demand. " 

The  existence  and  purpose  of  the  Board  is  to  be  made  known  con- 
spicuously to  all  Government  organizations  and  to  the  general  public,  and 
those   interested  are   invited  to  bring  their  problems  before   the  Board. 

GRAIN  EDUCATIONAL  MEETINGS 

BEING  HELD  IN  NORTH  DAKOTA . 

The  Soo  Line  is  furnishing  a  train  for  exhibition  purposes  in  con- 
nection with  better  grain  educational  meetings  being  sponsored  by  the  Soo 
Line  Railroad,  the  South  and  North  Dakota  State  Agricultural  Colleges, 
the  Northwest  Crop  Improvement  Association,  and  the  Grain  Division.  These 
meetings  will  be  held  at  twenty  one  North  Dakota  points,  the  first  stop 
being  at  Enderlin,  January  25,  and  the  last  at  Devils  Lake,  February  18. 

The  Grain  Division  will  be  represented  in  this  work  by  W.  P.  Carroll, 
division  supervisor  of  the  Chicago  office,  and  M.  J.  Johnson,  grain  super- 
visor at  Minneapolis. 
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REORGANIZATION  OF  LOCAL  RURAL  GOVERNMENT 
CONSIDERED  AT  NEW  JERSEY  MEETING. 

The  question  of  reorganizing  local  rural  government  received  a  great 
deal  of  attention  at  the  New  Jersey  State  Agricultural  Convention,  held  in 
Trenton,  January  26,  1932.  A  report  of  the  meeting  is  made  by  Dr.  T.  B. 
Manny,  of  the  Division  of  Farm  Population  and  Rural  Life,  who  addressed  the 
group  on  "The  Need  for  Modernizing  Rural  Government." 

While  the  voting  membership  of  the  convention  is  made  up  of  farmer 
delegates  from  the  several  counties  and  representatives  of  the  various 
organized  groups  of  farmers,  many  other  farmers  and  homemakers  were  pres- 
ent as  visitors.  The  general  keynote  of  the  two  sessions  was  that  of  or- 
ganized effort  among  New  Jersey  farmers.  Part  of  the  morning  program  and 
two-thirds  of  the  afternoon  program,  however,  were  given  over  to  talks 
and  discussion  of  local  government  and  taxation.  Among  the  activities  of 
the  State  Department  of  Agriculture  is  an  advisory  committee  of  farmers  to 
study  local  governmental  problems  in  New  Jersey  and  to  propose  changes  that 
might  be  helpful  to  farm  people.  This  committee  has  been  working  with  a 
Commission  to  Investigate  County  and  Municipal  Taxation  and  Expenditures 
authorized  by  the  State  Legislature.  Dr.  H.  L.  Lutz,  director  of  this 
commission,  spoke  at  the  afternoon  session  of  the  convention,  at  which  a 
considerable  number  of  legislators  were  present.  The  general  trend  of  thought 
evidenced  in  the  formal  address  and  the  questions  and  discussion  that  fol- 
lowed indicated  the  need  for  larger  unit  areas,  reduction  in  the  number  of 
elective  officials,  more  State-aid  in  maintaining  certain  necessary  govern- 
mental services  throughout  the  State  in  a  more  nearly  uniform  degree  of  ef- 
ficiency regardless  of  the  economic  resources  of  the  local  areas  concerned, 
and  the  need  for  tax-equalization. 

RICE  SEIZED  AT  HONOLULU  ON 

ACCOUNT  OF  MISSTATED  GRADES. 

Misleading  statements  as  to  grade,  printed  on  4,285  sacks  containing 
428,500  pounds  of  rice,  shipped  on  the  Steamship  Matsonia  by  five  San 
Francisco  concerns  to  dealers  in  Honolulu,  were  responsible  for  the  seiz- 
ure of  that  rice  at  Honolulu,  on  January  19,  by  Thomas  Clark,  chief  deputy 
U.  S.  marshal.  The  misbranding  was  considered  a  violation  of  the  provisions 
of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act.  In  order  to  determine  the  correct  grade  of  the 
rice  according  to  the  Federal  standards,  the  Food  and  Drug  Administration 
requested  Robert  M.  Gehl,  the  Bureau's  supervisor  of  rice  inspection  at 
San  Francisco,   to  grade  samples  of  the  rice  which  were  submitted  to  him. 

The  rice  was  labeled,  Extra  Fancy  (the  highest  grade),  whereas  it 
was  found  to  contain  broken  grains  in  excess  of  the  Extra-Fancy  grade 
tolerance,  according  to  W.  W.  Vincent,  chief  of  the  Federal  Food  and  Drug 
Administration's  western  district,  who  pointed  out  that  the  price  differ- 
ential between  the  grade  Extra  Fancy,  specified  on  the  label,  and  Fancy, 
the  next  lower  grade,  amounts  to  about  five  cents  per  100  pounds.  On  the 
basis  of  a  year's  transactions,  he  said  the  difference  would  amount  to  a 
considerable  illegal  gain  and  the  practice,  if  unchecked,  would  have  a 
demoralizing  effect  upon  the  rice  trade. 
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NEW  AMENDMENT  TO  RULES  AND 

REGULATIONS  UNDER  P.A.C.  ACT 

An  amendment  to  the  Rules  and  Regulations  for  carrying  out  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities  Act  of  1930  has  been  made. 

This  latest  amendment  changes  Regulation  7,  Section  1,  paragraph  12, 
known  as  the  shortened  procedure  regulation,  by  providing  that  cases  may  be 
considered  under  this  regulation  when  the  amount  of  damages  is  not  in  ex- 
cess of  $2,000,  instead  of  $1,000  as  has  been  the  rule.  The  new  regulation 
provides  also  that  the  file  in  the  case  assembled  by  the  Bureau  of  Agricul- 
tural Economics  in  connection  v/ith  its  preliminary  investigation  may  be  con- 
sidered by  the  Secretary  in  connection  with  the  sworn  statements  of  facts 
submitted  by  both  parties.  It  also  provides  that  if  either  party  feels 
that  the  explanation  which  he  has  already  made  to  the  Bureau  is  sufficient 
and  desires  to  waive  the  making  of  a  further  statement,  he  may  do  so. 

The  object  of  the  amended  regulation  is  to  make  easier  the  use  of 
the  shortened  procedure.  The  trade  has  already  shown  some  disposition  to 
take  advantage  of  this  method  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  simplification 
will  cause  even  a  greater  number  to  ask  that  their  cases  be  handled  in  this 
manner.

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STANDARDS  FOR  FIFTY  COMMODITIES  NOW 

ISSUED  BY  FRUIT  AND  VEGETABLE  DIVISION . 

Seven  new  grades  for  fruits  and  vegetables  were  issued  and  13  eld 
grades  were  revised  by  the  Standardization  and  Research  Project  of  the 
Division  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1931. 
U.S.  standards  for  50  commodities  have  now  been  issued.  As  in  some  instances 
two  or  more  standards  are  necessary  for  one  commodity  because  of  different 
types,  use  or  conditions  in  various  producing  areas,  a  total  of  67  standards 
have  been  issued. 

During  the  year  work  was  carried  on  in  connection  with  the  revision 
of  8  grades,  which  will  probably  be  completed  during  this  fiscal  year.  Re- 
quests for  12  new  grades  have  been  made  by  cemmercial  interests  and  seme 
progress  has  been  made  with  these  grades. 

The  seven  new  grades  issued  during  the  fiscal  year  1931  were:  Anise, 
Sweet;  Beans,  Faba  (Fava)  Fresh;  Broccoli,  Italian  Sprouting;  Cherries,  Red 
Sour  for  Manufacture;  Parsley;  Pecans  (unshelled);  Raspberries. 

The  13  grades  revised  during  the  fiscal  year  were:  Apples,  (cannery); 
Carrots,  (bunched);  Citrus  Fruits,  (Florida);  Citrus  Fruits,  (Texas);  Grapes, 
(American,  Eastern  Type,  bunch);  Grapes,  (juice,  California);  Grapes,  (saw- 
dust pack,  California);  Grapes,  (table,  California);  Lettuce;  Onions,  (North- 
ern Grown);  Plums  and  Prunes;  Spinach,  (cannery);  Tomatoes,  (fresh). 

The  12  new  grades  which  have  been  requested  and  on  which  seme  work 
has  been  performed,  are  as  follows:  Apples  (dried);  Beans  (canning);  Blue- 
berries; Cabbage  for  kraut  manufacture;  Christmas  Trees;  Corn  (canning); 
Cucumbers  (greenhouse);  Peanuts,  Farmers  Stock  Runners;  Peas  (canning); 
Raspberries  (canning);  Strawberries  (cold  packing);  Tomatoes  (greenhouse). 

The  eight  grades  on  which  seme  work  has  been  done  with  a  view  to 
a  revision  are:  Apples;  Asparagus;  Citrus  Fruits;  Honey;  Lettuce;  Pears; 
Pineapples;  Shallots. 

The  use  of  grades  for  canning  crops  has  greatly  increased  during  the 
year.  Grades  for  tomatoes,  apples,  spinach,  and  red  sour  cherries  for  can- 
ning and  cold  packing  have  already  been  issued  and  many  users  of  these 
grades  have  requested  that  grades  be  established  for  other  products  used 
for  canning.

Dr.  0.  C.  Stine,  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Statistical  and  His- 
torical Research,  has  accepted  the  appointment  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  American  Statistical  Association  as  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Price 
Statistics  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1932. 

E.  0.  Pollock,  who  for  a  number  of  years  has  been  in  charge  of  the 
Kansas  City  branch  office  of  the  Division  of  Hay,  Feed,  and  Seed,  has  been 
transferred  to  Washington  to  take  over  the  supervision  of  the  hay  and  straw 
inspection  service  of  the  division  during  E.  C.  Parker's  assignment  on  grain 
investigational  work.

One 
cf  the  important  problems  he  has  taken  up  while  he  has  been  in  the  Bureau  has 
been  the  possibility  of  establishing  an  inspection  service  on  fruits  and 
vegetables,  and  meat  and  dairy  products  in  Hawaii.    While  in  Washington  he 
has  been  making  tax  and  farm  studies  from  the  records  of  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census.    Upon  completion  of  his  work  here,  Mr,  Lund  will  visit  the  agricul- 
tural colleges  and  experiment  stations  in  New  York,  Ohio,  Wisconsin,  Minne- 
sota, Iowa,  Illinois,  Nevada,  California,  and  possibly  other  States,  to  gain 
a  comprehensive  point  of  view  of  methodology,  attack,  objectives,  etc.,  in 
extension  programs.    Mr.  Lund  points  out  that  sugar  cane,  pineapples,  coffee, 
rice,  and  livestock  represent  the  major  crops  of  the  islands,  but  interest 
is  being  awakened  in  other  agricultural  enterprises,  such  as  dairying  and 
poultry  raising.  Eggs  have  brought  from  75  cents  to  $1.20  per  dozen,  and 
milk,  from  20  cents  to  30  cents  per  quart. 

Paul  M.  Williams,  in  charge  of  the  canned  fruit  and  vegetable  grading 
project  of  the  Division  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables,  sailed  from  Baltimore  for 
San  Juan,  Porto  Rico,  February  2,  to  inaugurate  the  work  of  the  canned  fruit 
and  vegetable  grading  service  on  the  Island.  This  will  be  the  first  grading 
office  of  the  new  project  in  a  fruit  producing  area. 

A  farewell  party  to  Mrs.  Marion  W.  DeLoss,  clerk  in  the  Traffic 
Section  of  the  Division  of  Purchase,  Sales,  and  Traffic,  was  given  in  the 
conference  room  of  the  Administration  Building  on  Saturday,  January  30,  at 
1:00  p.m.  Mrs.  DeLoss  had  been  a  Government  worker  for  34  years,  25  of 
these  in  the  Department  of  Agriculture  From  July,  1915,  to  July,  1918, 
she  was  a  highly  valued  member  of  the  Bureau  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Esti- 
mates. The  large  gathering  on  Saturday  and  the  fine  spirit  of  the  occa- 
sion testified  to  years  of  service  rich  in  the  reward  of  friends.  Dr.  A.  F. 
Woods,  Director  of  Scientific  Work,  on  behalf  of  the  Department,  presented 
Mrs.  DeLoss  with  a  bag  containing  more  than  $100  in  gold.  This  was  accom- 
panied by  a  card  bearing  the  names  of  the  donors  and  a  poem  by  James  B. 
Horigan  of  the  Solicitor's  Office. 

W.  C.  Davis,  Division  of  Livestock,  Meats,  and  Wool,  reports  that 
there  were  between  600  and  700  present  at  the  meeting  of  the  Association 
of  Baltimore  Retail  Food  Dealers  on  January  26,  when  he  was  the  only  speaker. 
He  found  his  audience  intensely  interested  in  his  discussion  of  problems 
of  retail  meat  dealers  and  the  Department's  beef  grading  service.  When 
asked  by  the  chairman  of  the  meeting  how  many  wanted  to  handle  Government 
graded  meat,  more  than  half  of  those  present  raised  their  hands. 
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Paul  L.  Koenig,  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates,  is  spend- 
ing Wednesday,  Thursday,  and  probably  part  of  Friday  of  this  week  in  Ithaca, 
assisting  members  of  the  college  in  preparing  the  New  York  outlock  report. 
He  is  also  consulting  with  members  of  the  faculty  on  matters  relating  to 
fruit  and  crop  reports. 

James  K.  Wallace,  Division  of  Livestock,  Meats,  and  Wool,  is  spend- 
ing the  week  at  Blacksburg,  Va.,  conducting  livestock  grading  demonstrations 
and  instructing  classes  in  animal  husbandry  in  the  standardization  of  meats. 

D.  W.  Watkins,  Economics  Extension  Unit,  is  spending  Tuesday  and  Wed- 
nesday of  this  week  in  attendance  at  the  Southern  Agricultural  Workers  Con- 
ference in  Birmingham,  Ala.  He  is  on  the  program  for  a  discussion  of  the 
topic,  "Farm  Reorganization  in  the  South." 

Ben  H.  Thibodeaux,  Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs,  will  ad- 
dress the  Southern  Agricultural  Workers'  Conference,  at  Birmingham,  Ala., 
in  session  February  2-5,  on  the  subject,  "A  Program  of  Farm  Reorganization 
in  the  South." 

Miss  Mary  B.  MacVicar  is  no?/  a  member  of  the  regulatory  branch  of 
the  Division  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables,  having  transferred  from  the  Division 
of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products  on  January  28. 

Miss  Maud  Witham,  of  the  Economics  Extension  Unit,  has  been  detailed 
to  fill  the  vacancy  left  by  the  temporary  absence  of  Mrs.  Mary  Agnes  Baker, 
secretary  to  Miss  Florence  E.  Ward,  in  charge  of  Cooperative  Extension  Work 
in  the  Eastern  States. 

Miss  Addie  Scurry  has  been  transferred  from  the  clerical  pool  to  the 
Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products. 

Eustace  B.  Cooper,  clerk,  has  been  transferred  from  the  Division 
of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates  to  the  Section  of  Mails  and  Files  where  he 
will  perform  the  duties  of  J.  E.  M.  Gantt,  recently  retired. 

Dr.  Mordecai  Ezekiel,  former  member  of  this  Bureau  and  now  with  the

A  simple  course  of  six  lectures  on  Food  and  Nutrition  is  being  given 
by  the  American  Red  Cross  at  the  Chapter  House,  1730  E  Street,  N.  W. ,  on 
Wednesday  afternoons,  January  27,  February  3,  10,  17  and  24,  and  March  2, 
from  4:45  to  5:45,  allowing  40  minutes  for  the  lecture  and  20  minutes  for 
discussion,  answering  of  questions,  etc.  Among  the  lecturers  are  Dr.  Hazel 
K.  Stiebeling,  senior  food  economist  of  the  Bureau  of  Heme  Economics.  To 
meet  the  small  cost  of  certain  supplies  used,  a  charge  of  50  cents  for  the 
course  is  asked.  A  ticket  for  the  course  will  include  also  the  Red  Cross 
pamphlet,  Focd  -  Why?

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EMBASSY  BROADCASTS  TO  MEXICO 
INFORMATION  FROM  BUREAU. 


The  Mexican  Embassy  is  obtaining  information  from  several  divi- 
sions of  the  Bureau  for  transmission  by  short  wave  length  over  the  radio 
from  Schenectady,  N.  Y.  ,  to  Mexico  City,  where  it  is  broadcast  to  the 
people.  The  Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products  furnishes  the  Em- 
bassy each  Saturday  with  a  short  review  of  the  butter  and  egg  markets. 
On  Monday  of  each  week  the  Division  of  Livestock,  Meats,  and  Wool  sends 
the  Embassy  information  relating  to  the  previous  week's  trading  in 
livestock  at  Chicago,  Los  Angeles  and  Fort  Worth,  as  well  as  reports  of 
the  New  York  meat  trade.  From  the  Division  of  Crop  Estimates  are  ob- 
tained the  monthly  crop  reports,  monthly  reports  of  milk  production, 
and  other  data. 

Mexico  has  a  number  of  importers  of  American  products,  for  the 
information  of  whom  the  Bureau's  reports  are  being  disseminated  in 
Mexico  by  radio  and  other  means. 

BUREAU  MEMBERS  SEE  PICTURES  OF  AND 

GET  FIRST-HAND  FACTS  ABOUT  HAWAII. 

A  large  audience  gathered  in  conference  room  of  the  Bieber  Build- 
ing during  the  closing  hour  of  office  last  Friday  to  see  moving  pictures 
of  beautiful  Hawaii  and  hear  A.  S.  T.  Lund,  of  the  University  of  Hawaii, 
briefly  sketch  the  history  of  and  interestingly  describe  the  nine  vol- 
canic islands.  Mr.  Lund  was  the  delegate  from  Hawaii  to  the  recent 
outlook  conferences  and  remained  in  Washington  until  the  end  of  last 
week  to  attend  to  other  business.  It  was  easy  to  gather  from  his  re- 
marks that  our  Pacific  territory  is  to  him  an  ideal  place  to  live  and 
to  work. 

An  estimate  made  by  the  Public  Health  Service  gives  the  total 
population  of  Hawaii  as  357,649.  The  climate,  Mr.  Lund  said,  is  fine, 
and  agriculture  richly  productive.  Sugar  cane  is  the  leading  crop, 
more  than  one  million  short  tons  having  been  produced  last  year.  More 
than  10  million  cases  of  pineapples  (the  second  leading  crop),  repre- 
senting about  50,000  acres  of  land,  were  shipped  out  of  the  islands  last 
year.  Tourists  are  the  third  industry.  Of  the  fourth  industry,  rice, 
2-jr  million  pounds  were  produced  last  year.  The  production  of  this 
crop  is  decreasing  said  Mr.  Lund,  because  it  cannot  compete  with  Cali- 
fornia rice.  In  spite  of  its  abundance,  it  is  necessary  to  import  addi- 
tional quantities  into  Hawaii  for  home  consumption.  Of  the  fifth 
industry,  coffee,  last  year  .10  million  pounds,  representing  7,500  acres, 
distributed  among  12,000  farmers,  were  produced.  Cattle  ranching  is  the 
sixth  industry.  The  territory  has  the  largest  herd  of  registered  cattle 
in  the  world.    Hawaii  imports  steel,  minerals,  oils,  dairy,  poultry,  and 
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other  products.  Her  balance  of  trade  last  year  was  more  than  7  million 
dollars,  less  than  in  preceding  years.  Economic  conditions  generally  are 
far  better  than  in  the  United  States. 

Five  leading  families,  descendants  of  Hawaiians  and  the  early  mis- 
sionaries, govern  the  island.  The  steamship  companies,  wholesale  broker- 
age firms,  cattle  ranches,  sugar  plantations,  the  banks,  and  other  busi- 
nesses are  controlled  by  these  families. 

The  pictures  showing  the  industries  were  pleasingly  interspersed 
with  others  showing  turf  riding,  long  avenues  with  beautiful  palm  trees, 
public  buildings,  churches,  typical  houses,  and  the  profuse  flowers  and 
shrubs  of  the  islands. 

MS-  FRENCH  RESIGNS  TO  TAKE 

PDSHIoLlN  THE  . TRADE,. 

Earl  R.  French,  executive  secretary  of  the  New  York  Food  Marketing  Re- 
search Council,  has  resigned  to  take  a  position  with  the  Gr^at  Atlantic  and 
Pacific  Tea  Company.  He  will  be  engaged  in  a  new  department  established 
by  the  chain  store,  in  which  experiments  will  be  conducted  locking  to  a  more 
scientific  way  of  running  the  business  and  where  efforts  will  be  made  to  es- 
tablish a  more  forceful  system  of  advertising  to  consumers  of  fresh  fruits 
and  vegetables. 

As  secretary  of  the  New  York  Focd  Marketing  Research  Council  Mr. 
French  has  been  serving  this  Bureau  since  July,  1924,  in  cooperation  with 
the  New  York  Department  of  Focds  and  Markets,  New  York  Stat.,  College,  Colum- 
bia University,  the  New  Jersey  State  Bureau  of  Markets,  and  the  N~w  Jersey 
Agricultural  Experiment  Station.  His  duties  involved  the  establishment  and 
maintenance  of  contacts  for  the  coordination  of  various  research  projects 
undertaken  frcm  time  to  time  in  cooperation  with  the  foregoing  agencies. 
The  research  work  conducted  under  his  supervision  has  been  highly  suc- 
cessful and  of  unusual  value  to  the  Bureau  in  its  research  program. 

Mr.  French's  Bureau  friends  wish  that  he  may  find  greater  opportunity 
for  continued  achievement  in  his  new  position. 

VARIETY  OF  NEW  METHODS  OF  MARKETING 

PEANUTS  COMES  TO  NOTICE  OF  BUREAU . 

Several  new  ways  of  marketing  peanuts  have  ccme  to  the  attention 
of  the  market  news  unit  of  the  Division  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables.  Fresh 
roasted  peanuts  in  the  shell  are  being  sold  in  cellophane  packages,  cne- 
half  pound  to  a  bag,  at  the  retail  price  of  10  cents.  This  kind  of  pack- 
age preserves  the  freshness  of  the  roasted  peanuts  and  offers  a  more  satis- 
factory product  for  the  retail  grocer. 

Consumers  of  peanuts  have  long  been  acquainted  with  the  five-cent 
envelope  package  of  the  salted  Virginia  type,  but  now  a  smaller  envelope 
package  on  the  market,  selling  for  one  cent,  is  proving  very  popular.  These 
peanuts  are  roasted  and  salted  by  a  new  and  cheaper  method,  which  enables 
the  manufacturer  to  sell  them  at  the  new  lew  price. 

Salted  Spanish  peanuts  in  one-pcund  cellophane  packages  have  been 
sold  in  very  large  volume  at  ten-cent  stores  and  drug  stores  at  a  retail 
price  of  10  cents.  Now  candy  bars  are  being  made  by  several  candy  manu- 
facturers and  sold  at  the  retail  price  of  10  cents  a  half  pound. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  the  calory  value  of  peanuts  is  about 
three  times  that  of  round  steak  and  five  times  that  of  eggs,  according  to 
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Bulletin  28  of  the  Office  of  the  U.  S.  Office  of  Experiment  Stations,  en- 
titled, "The  Chemical  Composition  of  American  Food  Materials,"  by  W.  0. 
Atwaterland  and  A.  P.  Bryant. 

Grades  for  the  Virginia  type  of  peanuts  are  now  in  process  of  prepar- 
ation in  the  Division  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables.  R.  G.  Hill  of  the  division 
left  Washington  last  Monday  on  a  trip  to  the  large  consuming  centers  of  the 
country  for  the  purpose  of  getting  the  reaction  of  the  trade  to  grades  that 
have  been  tentatively  worked  up  for  peanuts.

FRED  L.  KENT 


Fred  L.  Kent,  regional  truck  crop  estimator  for  the  Northwest,  Divi- 
sion of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates,  died  at  10:00  o'clock  Sunday  morn- 
ing, February  7,  as  the  result  of  injuries  received  the  night  before  when 
struck  by  an  automobile.  He  was  crossing  one  of  the  thoroughfares  of  Port- 
land, Oregon,  his  official  station,  when  the  automobile  ran  into  him.  He 
did  not  regain  consciousness  before  his  death. 

Mr.  Kent  had  been  identified  with  the  crop  reporting  work  since  July, 
1906.  Because  of  his  broad  experience  in  truck  and  fruit  crop  reporting, 
he  was  made  regional  supervisor  of  that  work  for  the  Northwest  when  the  serv- 
ice was  expanded  on  July  1,   1929.     He  held  that  position  until  his  death. 

Mr.  Kent  was  graduated  from  Iowa  Agricultural  College  in  November, 
1893,  with  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Agriculture.  Later  he  attended  the 
Graduate  School  of  Agriculture  at  Cornell  University,  giving  particular  at- 
tention to  animal  husbandry  and  dairy  manufacturing  problems.  Before  coming 
to  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  (now  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates), 
he  was  for  a  number  of  years  professor  of  dairy  husbandry  at  Oregon  Agricul- 
tural College. 

Mr.  Kent  served  long  and  faithfully  and  made  a  host  of  friends  in  the 
Department  and  among  agricultural  people  of  the  Pacific  Northwest.

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NATIONAL  LAND-USE  PLANNING  COMMITTEES 
HOLD  FIRST  MEETING  IN  WASHINGTON . 

The  National  Land-Use  Planning  Committee  and  the  National  Ad- 
visory and  Legislative  Committee  on  Land  Use  held  their  first  meeting 
at  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  February  15  and  16,  to  take  initial 
steps  in  the  development  of  a  national  land  policy.  The  membership  of 
these  committees  was  announced  on  February  12  by  Secretary  Hyde,  in 
compliance  with  recommendations  of  the  National  Conference  on  Land 
Utilization,  held  at  Chicago  last  November. 

The  National  Land-Use  Planning  Committee  will  be  composed  of 
representatives  of  various  Federal  bureaus  and  services,  and  of  the  As- 
sociation of  Land  Grant  Colleges  and  Universities.  The  committee  will 
concern  itself  mainly  with  the  task  of  planning  and  coordinating  the 
various  Federal  and  State  activities  relating  to  land  utilization.  The 
Department  will  be  represented  on  this  committee  by  Mr.  Olsen;  H,  G. 
Knight,  chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry  and  Soils;  S.  H.  McCrory,  chief 
of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Engineering;  C.  W.  Warburton,  director  of 
extension  work,  and  Major  R.  Y.  Stuart,  chief  of  the  Forest  Service. 
The  Department  of  the  Interior,  the  Federal  Farm  Board,  and  the  As- 
sociation of  Land  Grant  Colleges  and  Universities  also  have  represen- 
tation on  this  committee. 

The  National  Advisory  and  Legislative  Committee  on  Land  Use  is 
composed  of  various  organizations  having  a  primary  interest  in  land 
utilization.  It  will  concern  itself  with  the  consideration  of  policies 
and  legislation  needed  for  the  development  of  an  effective  program  of 
land  use.  This  committee  will  be  made  up  of  representatives  of  the 
American  Farm  Bureau  Federation,  the  American  Forestry  Association,  the 
American  National  Livestock  Association,  the  American  Railway  Develop- 
ment Association,  the  American  Society  of  Agricultural  Engineers,  the 
National  Grange,  the  Association  of  American  Agricultural  Editors,  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  United  States,  the  National  Association  of 
Commissioners  and  Secretaries  of  Agriculture,  the  National  Farmers' 
Educational  and  Cooperative  Union  of  America,  the  National  Wool  Growers' 
Association,  and  the  National  Cooperative  Council. 

It  has  long  been  recognized,  say  economists  of  the  Department, 
that  a  considerable  change  in  National  and  State  land  policies  is  de- 
sirable. They  expect,  however,  that  the  committees  will  find  themselves 
immediately  confronted  with  serious  emergency  problems  in  connection 
with  the  extensive  areas  of  idle  farm  and  cutover  lands,  the  result  of 
increasing  farm  abandonment  and  tax  delinquency.  Other  matters  concern- 
ing which  recommendations  were  made  by  the  Chicago  Conference  and  which 
will  sooner  or  later  require  consideration  by  the  committees  are  soil 
conservation,  watershed  protection,  land  classification  and  regional 
planning,  readjustment  of  the  tax  burden  in  relation  to  the  uses  of  land, 
consolidation  of  administrative  areas  now  in  public  ownership,  and  the 
determination  of  areas  that  are  specially  adapted  for  National  or  State 
forests  or  parks,  bird  and  game  refuges,  and  other  public  uses. 
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BIBLIOGRAPHY  ON  GEORGE  WASHINGTON,  BY 

MR.  EDWARDS,  ENLIGHTENS  BRITISHERS . 

The  Journal  of  the  British  Ministry  of  Agriculture  of  December,  1S31, 
comments  in  part  as  follows  on  Everett  Edwards'  Bibliography,  "George  Wash- 
ington and  Agriculture:" 

"George  Washington,  besides  being  the  hero  of  a  revolution,  was  a  man 
of  very  great  capacity  both  in  the  matter  of  farming  and  its  improvement  and 
in  the  foresight  with  which  he  discerned  the  values  that  would  presently 
arise  in  America.  Perhaps  some  of  the  most  interesting  details  that  may  be 
discovered  about  his  undertakings  are  to  be  found  in  his  own  personal  papers, 
amongst  which  there  are  data  for  a  very  comprehensive  story  of  the  develop- 
ment of  the  particular  countryside  in  which  he  was  interested  over  a  period 
of  40  y«ars.  This  bibliography  shows,  of  course,  that  a  great  deal  has 
already  been  written  about  him,  but  most  of  the  books  and  articles  have  been 
published  in  America,  only  a  few  being  available  in  England. 

"When  Washington  was  farming  in  America  very  few  of  his  contempor- 
aries were  interested  in  improved  methods.  They  were  far  too  occupied  in 
the  primitive  methods  of  land  reclamation  that  are  characteristic  of  frontier 
conditions,  and  difficulties  of  transport  and  communication  found  them  so  far 
removed  from  civilization  that  the  winning  of  a  subsistence  was  a  sufficient 
reward  for  their  efforts.  Washington  practically  developed  his  farm  at 
Mount  Vernon  as  an  experimental  station,  partly  to  learn  for  himself  the  best 
methods  he  could  adopt  and  partly  to  teach  others.  He  tried  crops  that  were 
then  not  thought  of  by  the  generality  of  American  farmers,  but  which  have 
since  become  the  commonplaces  of  their  system,  and  in  addition  he  tested 
various  fertilizers  and  imported  improved  types  of ^ploughs.  He  also  carried 
on  a  correspondence  with  the  famous  improvers  in  England,  and  some  of  this 
has  been  preserved  to  us.  Amongst  others  of  his  personal  papers  are  to  be 
found  records  of  costs  and  other  data  that  illuminate  the  conditions  under 
which  farming  was  carried  on  in  eighteenth-century  America. 

"For  anyone  who  should  wish  to  learn  more  about  this  great  person- 
ality, either  for  its  own  sake  or  in  relation  to  the  farming  of  the  time 
and  place,  this  bibliography  forms  a  sure  and  complete  guide."

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MR.  EZEKIEL  DISCUSSES  RUSSIAN  AGRICULTURE 
"  UNDER  AUSPICES  OF  GRADUATE  SCHOOL. 

The  agriculture  of  Soviet  Russia  was  the  subject  of  an  address  given 
by  Mordecai  Ezekiel,  economist  of  the  Federal  Farm  Board  and  former  member 
of  this  Bureau,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Graduate  School  of  the  Department, 
before  a  large  audience  in  the  National  Museum  on  February  10.  Dr.  A.  F. 
Woods,  director  of  scientific  work,  presided.  Dr.  0.  C.  Stine,  in  charge 
of  the  Division  of  Statistical  and  Historical  Research,  introduced  Mr. 
Ezekiel . 

Mr.  Ezekiel  said  that  the  scientists  of  this  Department,  if  trans- 
planted to  the  Russian  Ccmmisariat  of  Agriculture,  would  find  themselves 
very  much  at  home,  because  the  jobs  and  methods  of  work  there  are  so  simi- 
lar to  their  own.  One  big  difference  between  the  two  organizations  is 
that  in  Russia  the  specialists  do  not  make  plans  in  the  hope  that  some  one 
will  adopt  them,  they  are  plans  that  must  be  followed. 

Mr.  Ezekiel  found  that  the  Commissariat  of  Agriculture  had  many 
agencies  assisting  with  its  work.  The  Lenine  Academy  had  been  organized 
as  a  central  head  for  all  research  work,  with  sub-divisions  throughout  the 
country. 

The  scientific  worker  in  Russia  gets  more  practical,  firsthand  ex- 
perience than  his  contemporary  in  other  parts  of  the  world.  Last  spring 
Mr.  Ezekiel  found  many  college  professors,  laboratory  research  workers, 
and  others  spending  a  month  or  two  months  at  the  farms  among  the  people  who 
were  putting  the  scientist's  programs  into  practical  use. 

There  are  two  main  types  of  farms  in  Russia  -  state  farms  and  collec- 
tive farms.  The  state  farms  are  analogous  to  corporation  farms  in  the  United 
States,  whereas  the  collectives  are  unique  of  their  kind  in  Russia.  An 
important  difference  between  the  two  types  of  farms  is  that  State  farm 
workers  are  paid  regularly  stated  amounts,  while  collective  farmers  re- 
ceive no  set  income.  In  1930  there  were  2\  per  cent  and  in  1931,  7i  per 
cent  of  tilled  land  in  state  farms.  In  1930,  collectives  operated  30  per 
cent  of  the  land;  in  1931,  they  operated  50  per  cent  of  the  land. 

During  the  drive  in  1925  to  bring  the  peasant  farmer  into  the  collec- 
tives, the  number  of  cattle  in  the  country  decreased  about  one-fourth;  the 
number  of  hogs,  about  one-half:  and  the  number  of  horses  was  seriously  re- 
duced. This  decrease  was  due  to  the  fact  that  the  farmers  who  joined  the 
collectives  preferred  to  slaughter  the  livestock  for  their  own  use,  rather 
than  to  pool  them.  It  is  only  recently  that  Russia  has  recovered  from  these 
losses . 

Central  stations,  equipped  with  large  tractors  and  other  machinery, 
in  charge  of  skilled  machinists  to  insure  economical  operation,  are  estab- 
lished throughout  the  country  to  serve  the  collective  farms.  Each  one 
of  these  machine  tractor  stations  must  serve  a  considerable  group  of  col- 
lectives in  their  vicinity.  The  method  of  handling  labor  on  these  farms  is 
interesting.  The  men  are  formed  into  labor  brigades  -  brigades  of  hand 
workers,  brigades  of  horse  workers,  brigades  of  machine  experts.  Each  man 
is  paid  according  to  the  amount  of  work  done  and  the  responsibility  taken. 

Mr.  Ezekiel  visited  a  number  of  farms.  He  found  them  very  clean 
and  well  equipped  with  labor  saving  machinery.  In  general  the  scientific 
methods  were  astonishingly  good.  In  the  North  Caucasus  region  there  is  a 
combination  training  school  and  farm  of  a  quarter  million  acres  of  land. 
On  these  immense  farms  the  Russians  are  using  the  largest  size  equipment 
they  can  get.    Many  American  engineers  are  working  on  them.    Originally  they 
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ware  divided  into  units  according  to  the  size  suggested  by  M.  L.  Wilson, 
economist  of  Montana  State  College  of  Agriculture,  and  other  specialists. 
While  these  units  covered  thousands  of  acres  of  land,  the  Russians  be- 
lieved they  were  too  small  and  increased  their  size  many  times.  Mr.  Ezekiel 
said,  however,  that  Americans,  who  have  recently  returned  frcm  Russia,  re- 
port that  the  smaller  units  are  again  being  adopted.  In  general,  the  thing 
this  country  sets  up  to  do  Russia  makes  her  goal,  only  she  aims  to  do  it  on 
a  "bigger  and  better"  scale.

kx  the  invitation  of  Secretary  Hyde,  members  of  the  Federal  Farm 
Board  have  been  meeting  in  the  Department  conference  room  with  officials 
of  the  Department.  This  series  of  meetings  has  been  arranged  by  the  Secre- 
tary in  order  that  Department  officials  may  have  an  opportunity  to  obtain 
an  intimate  picture  of  what  progress  has  been  made  under  the  Agricultural 
Marketing  Act.  On  February  10,  Chairman  Stone  addressed  the  first  of  these 
meetings,  sketching  informally  what  the  Bcaid  has  done  and  what  it  hopes  to 
do  in  the  future.  On  February  11,  C.  B.  Denman,  Beard  member,  in  charge  of 
livestock  work,  and  C.  G.  Randall,  section  head,  addressed  the  meeting.  To- 
day, February  17,  Samuel  Thompson,  Board  member,  in  charge  of  grain  work, 
and  E.  J.  Bell,  Jr.,  section  head,  are  the  speakers.

"COACHING"  COURSES  FOR  CIVIL 
"  SERVICE  EXAMINATIONS. 

The  United  States  Civil  Service  Commission  makes  the  following  an- 
nouncement : 

"Those  who  contemplate  subscribing   for  a  correspondence  or  other 
'coaching'  course  in  preparation  for  an  examination  for  the  Federal  civil 
service  are  advised  *  *  *  to  inform  themselves  in  advance  of  the  probability 
of  the  announcement  of  an  examination  of  the  kind  for  which  the  course  of 
instruction  is  supposed  to  train  them. 

"The  Commission's  registers  of  eligibles  for  most  of  the  common  run 
of  positions  are  so  large  that  the  probability  is  that  in  most  cases  it 
will  not  be  necessary  to  announce  an  examination  in  the  near  future. 

"The  Commission  is  represented  by  a  local  board  of  civil-service  ex- 
aminers at  the  pest  office  cr  customhouse  in  each  city  in  the  United  States 
which  has  a  post  office  of  the  first  or  the  second  class.  There  are  approxi- 
mately 5,000  of  these  local  representatives  throughout  the  country.  The  lo- 
cal representatives  are  given  current  information  regarding  announced  exam- 
inations and  are  prepared  to  answer  inquiries  regarding  them. 

"Those  who  live  in  communities  which  do  hot  have  a  post  office  of  the 
first  or  the  second  class  may  be  informed  by  writing  to  the  United  States 
Civil  Service  Commission  at  Washington,  D.C.,  or  to  any  of  the  district 
managers.  *  *  * 

"It  should  be  understood  that  the  United  States  Civil  Service  Commis- 
sion has  no  connection  with  any  so-called  civil-service  school  or  institute 
doing  business  by  correspondence  or  otherwise.  The  Commission  is  in  no  way 
responsible  for  statements  made  in  the  advertising  or  correspondence  of 
schools. 

"No  school  can  'guarantee'  appointment  in  the  classified  civil  ser- 
vice of  the  United  States.  Examinations  are  open  and  competitive,  and  cer- 
tifications for  appointment  are  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  civil  service  rules." 

BUREAU  BREVITIES . 

APPLICATION  OF  COLOR  MEASUREMENT  in  the  Grading  of  Agricultural 
Products  is  a  preliminary  mimeographed  report  by  Miss  Dorothy  Nickerson, 
color  technologist  of  the  Bureau.  This  paper  is  companion  to  a  previous 
study  by  Niss  Nickerson,  which  described  a  method  for  measuring  the  color  of 
agricultural  products  by  means  of  spinning  discs,  the  resulting  measurements 
being  expressed  in  terms  of  the  psychological  color  attributes,  hue,  bril- 
liance, and  chrome.  Application  of  this  method  has  been  made  to  many  prob- 
lems in  the  field  of  agriculture,  such  as  problems  in  grading  and  standardi- 
zation, problems  of  quality  measurement,  and  of  cause  and  measurement  of 
change  in  associated  factors. 

"WE  FIRMLY  BELIEVE  THAT  THE  INDUSTRY  HAS  BEEN  MATERIALLY  HELPED  by 
the  work  carried  on  by  your  secretary  (A.  E.  Mercker,  secretary  of  the  In-

Dr.  C.  L.  Holmes,  in  charge,  Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs, 
will  spend  Thursday,  February  18,  in  New  York  City,  attending  a  meeting  of 
the  Committee  on  Fellowships  of  the  Social  Science  Research  Council. 

H.  S.  Yoke,  in  charge  of  the  Warehouse  Division,  is  spending  several 
days  in  New  York  City,  consulting  with  handlers  and  processors  of  certain 
products  which  the  Bureau  has  been  petitioned  to  place  on  the  eligible  list 
for  storage  under  the  U,  S.  Warehouse  Act.  He  is  also  conferring  with 
bankers  about  extending  credit  on  Federal  warehouse  receipts  and  other 
allied  subjects.

James  K.  Wallace,  Division  of  Livestock,  Meats,  and  Wool,  left  Wash- 
ington February  12  to  begin  his  annual  livestock  and  meat  grading  demon- 
strations and.  attend  outlook  meetings  in  the  Western  States.  Mr.  Wallace 
will  be  in  the  field  until  next  December. 

The  Bureau  was  represented  at  Farm  and  Home  Week  at  the  University 
of  Illinois,  January  13-15,  by  J .  S.  Campbell,  in  charge,  and  Don  J.  Slater, 
of  the  Chicago  office,  Division  of  Livestock,  Meats,  and  Wool.  Both  Mr. 
Campbell  and  Mr.  Slater  were  on  the  program.  When  Mr.  Slater  discussed 
and  demonstrated  the  division's  new  hog  grades  at  the  stockyards  in  Urbana, 
January  13,  there  was  a  good  representation  present  of  shippers,  Farm  Bureau 
representatives,  association  managers,  and  producers,  whose  interest  in  the 
subject  was  indicated  by  the  many  questions  asked.  Mr.  Campbell  discussed  the 
use  and  interpretation  of  livestock  market  reports  at  the  meeting  on  the 
14th,  when  about  200  were  present.  He  is  enthusiastic  about  the  spirit  of 
friendliness  for  the  Bureau's  service  among  those  in  attendance  at  this 
meeting,  which  he  believes  is  one  of  the  best  he  has  witnessed  for  some  time. 
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Dr.  T.  B.  Manny,  Division  of  Farm  Population  and  Rural  Life,  was  in 
New  York  City  on  Monday,  February  15,  for  the  purpose  of  attending  a  meet- 
ing of  the  Advisory  Committee  on  Public  Administration  of  the  Social  Science 
Research  Council.  This  committee  is  organized  to  map  out  a  research  pro- 
gram for  studying  rural  local  government  under  the  auspices  of  the  Council, 
and  Dr,  Manny  is  particularly  qualified,  because  of  his  studies  of  rural 
municipalities,  to  urge  upon  this  committee  the  farmers'  viewpoint  in  plan- 
ning and  putting  into  operation  a  research  program  designed  to  get  at  funda- 
mental weakness  and  problems  in  the  present  rural  local  government  situation. 

Joseph  L.  Orr,  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates,  is  spend- 
ing the  period  February  15-21  reviewing  revisions  of  estimates  of  crop  acre- 
ages and  production  for  the  years  1919-1928,  inclusive,  in  the  Boston  office 
of  the  division. 

Arthur  T,  Edinger,  Division  of  Livestock,  Meats,  and  Wool,  will  dis- 
cuss "Consumer  and  Retail  Trends  in  Meat  Merchandising"  at  the  meeting "of 
the  Ohio  Livestock  Cooperative  Association  and  the  Ohio  Wool  Growers '  Asso- 
ciation, v/hich  will  be  held  on  February  24  and  25  at  Columbus. 

R.  S.  Kifer,  Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs,  will  leave  Wash- 
ington the  latter  part  of  this  week  for  points  in  Minnesota,  North  Dakota, 
South  Dakota  and  Kansas,  where  he  will  be  engaged  on  work  until  April  15. 
At  St.  Paul,  Minn.,  he  will  confer  with  State  agricultural  workers  with  re- 
gard to  cooperative  farm  management  work  now  in  progress  in  the  State;  in 
North  Dakota  he  will  assist  State  representatives  in  working  out  for  cooperat- 
ing farmers  farm  plans  based  on  1931  records;  in  South  Dakota  he  will  assist 
in  analyzing  data  compiled  in  1931  in  connection  with  a  farm  management 
project  in  the  wheat  area;  and  in  Kansas  he  will  assist  in  analyzing  data 
in  preparing  a  report  from  a  two-year  cooperative  study  of  wheat  farming 
in  southeastern  Kansas. 

Don  J.  Slater,  of  the  Chicago  Livestock,  Meats,  and  Wool  office, 
spent  February  1-5,  inclusive  putting  on  a  demonstration  of  the  division's 
choice,  good,  medium,  and  common  grades  of  slaughter  steers  and  the  corres- 
ponding grades  of  carcass  beef  during  Farmers'  Week  at  Michigan  State  Col- 
lege of  Agriculture  in  East  Lansing.  He  had  previously  selected  the  dif- 
ferent grades  of  slaughter  steers  for  this  demonstration  at  the  Chicago 
market.  Mr.  Slater  was  kept  busy  answering  the  questions  of  the  many  who 
were  in  attendance.  He  estimates  that  on  February  4  there  were  approximately 
7,000  people  at  the  Little  International  Livestock  Show. 

Joseph  C.  Carter  has  been  promoted  to  fill  the  vacancy  in  the  Photo- 
graphic Laboratory  caused  by  the  death  of  Archibald  A.  Ruark.  Raymond  V. 
Rivera  has  succeeded  Mr.  Carter,  and  Walter  Johnson  has  been  appointed  as  a 
new  assistant  in  the  Laboratory. 
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LAND-USE  COMMITTEES  TACKLE  PROBLEMS 

WITH  ENTHUSIASM  AT  FIRST  MEETING. 

About  35  persons  participated  in  the  first  meeting  of  the  National 
Land  Use  Planning  Committee  and  the  National  Advisory  and  Legislative  Com- 
mittee on  Land  Use  in  Washington  February  18.  The  meeting  was  opened  by 
Secretary  Hyde,  who  made  a  brief  statement  on  the  scope  of  the  problems  of 
land  utilization  and  expressed  his  interest  in  and  hope  of  the  success  of 
the  two  committees  in  dealing  with  the  problems  before  them. 

The  two  committees  met  first  in  a  joint  session,  of  which  Cully  A. 
Cobb,  vice-president  and  editor  of  the  Progressive  Farmer  and  Southern 
Ruralist,  was  elected  temporary  chairman.  After  some  discussion  as  to 
the  relationships  of  the  two  committees,  their  respective  functions,  and 
their  membership,  they  adjourned  to  meet  separately.  The  National  Land 
Use  Planning  Committee  organized  by  electing  Dr.  F.  D.  Farrell,  President 
of  Kansas  Agricultural  College,  as  permanent  chairman,  and  Dr.  L.  C.  Gray, 
in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Land  Economics,  as  permanent  secretary.  Mr. 
Olsen  was  elected  vice-chairman  of  this  committee  and  chairman  of  the  Wash- 
ington group  of  the  committee.  The  Legislative  Committee  elected  Mr.  Cobb 
as  permanent  chairman  and  L.  J.  Tabor,  master  of  the  National  Grange,  as 
secretary.  Both  committees  took  hold  of  their  problems  with  a  great  deal 
of  interest  and  enthusiasm.  The  Land  Use  Planning  Committee  arranged  to 
meet  every  two  weeks  for  the  present;  the  Legislative  Committee  plans  to 
have  quarterly  meetings. 

The  two  committees  reaffirmed,  with  slight  changes,  the  18  recom- 
mendations approved  by  the  350  delegates  to  the  National  Conference  on  Land 
Utilization  held  in  Chicago  last  November,  got  from  experts  further  testi- 
mony on  the  problems  of  reclamation,  public  domain,  forest  policies,  tax 
delinquency,  farm  abandonment,  taxation,  and  credit,  set  up  permanent  or- 
ganizations, and  authorized  the  creation  of  subcommittees  to  report  back 
detailed  recommendations  for  action  at  subsequent  meetings.  The  two  com- 
mittees planned  for  another  joint  meeting  May  2  to  4,  but  specified  that 
each  committee  should,  when  desirable,  preserve  its  independence  of  action. 

Calling  for  a  large-scale  approach  to  the  land  use  problems  created 
by  widespread  tax  delinquency,  the  two  committees  authorized  a  subcommittee 
"to  canvass  the  possibilities  of  coordinating  available  personnel  and  re- 
sources of  various  agencies,"  both  State  and  Federal.  They  recommended  im- 
mediate steps  to  get  in  touch  with  regions  "where  the  prevailing  economic 
distress  and  a  desire  for  improvement  appear  to  warrant  the  expectation  that 
readjustment  will  be  accomplished." 

Calling  the  proposed  $400,000,000  Columbia  Basin  irrigation  project 
"indefensible,"  the  National  Advisory  and  Legislative  Committee  on  Land  Use 
asked  for  a  new  policy  on  Federal  reclamation.  The  committee  also  supported 
President  Hoover  in  the  reorganization  principles  expressed  in  his  recent 
message  to  Congress.     In  approving  the  President's  ideas  for  governmental 
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reorganization,  however,  the  Advisory  and  Legislative  Committee  on  Land 
Use  declared  that  "any  reorganization  that  may  be  made  in  the  future  of  the 
activities  of  the  Federal  Government  relative  to  agriculture  should  be 
based  upon  the  principle  of  bringing  under  one  departmental  direction  all 
the  agencies  which  are  concerned  with  the  problems  of  the  surface  use  of 
the  land." 

The  committee  vigorously  endorsed  the  stand  taken  on  the  Columbia 
Basin  project  by  Secretary  Hyde  in  his  statement  to  the  Board  of  Engineers 
for  Rivers  and  Harbors  of  the  War  Department,  and  recommended  that  copies 
of  his  letter  be  submitted  along  with  the  committee's  statement  to  every 
Member  of  Congress. 

Twelve  national  organizations  are  represented  on  the  Advisory  and 
Legislative  Committee.  The  committee  includes  representatives  of  the  major 
farm  organizations,  forestry,  editorial,  engineering,  railway,  and  farm  co- 
operative associations.  The  Planning  Committee  includes  representatives  of 
the  Land  Grant  College  Association,  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  Federal  Farm  Board,  and  Federal  Farm  Loan  Board.  For  a 
list  of  the  organizations  represented  on  the  Advisory  and  Legislative  Com- 
mittee and  a  list  of  the  membership  of  the  Planning  Committee,  consult 
The  B.  A.  E.  News  of  February  17,  1932. 

SURVEY  SHOWS  EFFECTIVENESS 

OF  OUTLOOK  WORK  IN  SOUTH. 

At  the  request  of  members  of  the  various  outlook  committees,  Dr. 
T.  B.  Manny  of  the  Division  of  Farm  Population  and  Rural  Life,  appeared 
before  the  recent  National  Outlook  Conference  and  made  a  report  of  a  survey 
which  he  had  completed  of  cotton  outlook  work  in  the  South.  The  project, 
entitled  "Farmer  Opinions  as  Factors  in  Cotton  Acreage  Determination,"  was 
made  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining: 

(1)  The  extent  to  which  farmers  hear  of  and  act  upon  the  annual 

outlook; 

(2)  Whether  the  reasoning  of  farmers  in  determining  acreage  seems 

to  be  similar  to  that  of  the  outlook  or  whether  the  farmers' 
courses  of  reasoning  are  based  upon  other  assumptions  and 
facts; 

(3)  How  far  national  and  world  facts  are  utilized  by  farmers; 

(4)  Something  about  the  presuppositions  upon  which  farmers  base  pro- 

duction adjustments. 

According  to  Dr.  Manny,  this  survey  was  undertaken  first  for  cotton 
since  it  was  a  new  type  of  research  work  and  for  this  reason  it  was  desirable 
to  select  a  relatively  simple  farm  management  situation  where  alternative 
cash-crop  opportunities  were  not  widely  used  or  thought  of  by  the  farmers. 
From  the  point  of  view  of  outlook  work,  this  meant  a  crop  for  which  compara- 
tively little  could  be  done  other  than  to  issue  summaries  of  past  and  current 
supply  and  demand  data,  past  and  current  prices,  and  a  little  on  cash-crop 
alternatives;  legal  restrictions  precluding  the  issuance  of  intentions-to- 
plant  data  or  price  trend  forecasts  in  outlook  reports.  Thus,  the  results  of 
this  survey  tend  to  shew  the  outlook  in  about  its  most  restricted  field. 

The   field  work  consisted  of  interviews  with  834  farmers,    all  of 
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whom  were  able  to  decide  for  themselves  as  to  the  acreage  planted  each 
year  to  various  crops.  Three  men  conducted  the  interviews,  returning  to 
a  common  center  practically  every  night  to  consult  with  each  other  in 
standardizing  methods  of  asking  questions  and  of  classifying  farmers.  As 
Tar  as  possible,  every  farmer  within  the  above  limitation  living  in  the 
sample  areas  was  interviewed.  The  areas  were  determined  upon  consulting 
•vith  county  agricultural  agents  and  were  supposed  to  be  typical  cotton- 
growing  communities.  The  counties  were  chosen  after  consultation  with 
research  and  extension  leaders  in  the  State  agricultural  colleges.  Eleven 
counties,  three  in  the  Mississippi  Delta  and  four  each  in  the  Piedmont  and 
Atlantic  Coastal  Plains  Regions  were  studied.  The  cotton  acreages  reported 
by  the  farmers  who  were  interviewed  amounted  to  practically  20  per  cent  of 
the  total  cotton  acreage  for  the  same  counties  for  1929  as  given  in  the 
census.  With  the  exception  of  share-croppers,  the  sample  appears  adequate, 
Dr.  Manny  believes,  to  represent  both  the  plantation  type  and  the  smaller 
owner-operated  type  of  cotton  farm. 

Dr.  Manny  summarizes  his  findings  as  follows: 

(1)  The  cotton-growers  as  a  whole  are  greatly  in  need  of  accurate 
data  upon  which  to  base  their  year's  farming  operations.  This  does  not 
involve  a  price-forecasting  service,  but  does  mean  the  wide  distribution 
of  current  market  information  with  sufficient  accompanying  explanation  so 
that  local  farmers  individually  or  meetings  of  farmers  can  interpret  these 
facts  readily  in  terms  of  their  own  production  plans  and  programs; 

(2)  The  outlook  reports  now  reach  many  cotton  growers  by  one  route 

or  another; 

(3)  A  high  proportion  of  farmers  who  know  what  outlook  work  is  are 

decidedly  favorable  toward  it.  This  is  especially  true  of 
the  larger  planters  as  a  group. 

(4)  Outlook  information  using  indirect  suggestions  as  a  means  of  re- 

ducing cotton  acreages  secures  a  more  ready  and  better  spirited 
response  from  the  farmers  than  do  edicts  or  proclamations 
demanding  that  farmers  grow  less  cotton  and  berating  those 
who  do  not  respond  as  intended. 

(5)  In  much  of  the  cotton  belt,   farmer  opinion  is  not  enthusiastic 

toward  substitute  cash  crops  for  cotton,  but  instead  seeks 
a  solution  to  the  problem  of  surplus  cotton  acreage  by  in- 
creasing acreages  planted  to  food  and  feed  crops,  soiling 
crops,  and  the  possible  feeding  out  of  a  little  livestock  as 
surplus  feedstuffs  accumulate. 

INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  FILING  LETTERS

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JAPANESE, ECONOMIC  CONDITIONS  AS 

BAD  AS  ELSEWHERE,  SAYS  MR.  TAYLOR . 

Fred  Taylor,  representing  the  Bureau  at  Kobe,  Japan,  writes  inter- 
estingly of  economic  conditions  in  that  country  in  a  recent  letter  to  Wells 
A.  Sherman,  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables.  Mr.  Taylor 
says  in  part: 

"Conditions  in  Japan  are  of  course  just  as  bad  as  anywhere  else, 
3xcept  of  necessity  it  must  be  recognized  that  their  margin  of  safety  is 
aarrcwer  because  of  the  smaller  incomes.  Rice  and  raw  silk  are  both  as 
low  relatively  as  cotton,  and  both  are  produced  by  the  poorest  paid  (meagre 
living)  and  hardest  working  class  of  people  I  have  seen. 

"The  Japanese  Government  has  tried  all  manner  of  devices  to  help 
the  farmer,  but  I  am  afraid  that  the  results  have  been  nil.  Between  30 
and  50  million  yen  have  been  lost  in  an  effort  to  maintain  silk  prices; 
200,000  boxes  were  purchased  by  the  government,  most  of  which  is  still  on 
hand.  New  York  prices  are  about  $1.80  per  pound  compared  with  $4.50  a  few 
years  ago,  and  the  end  is  not  in  sight.  More  government  funds  must  be  ap- 
propriated to  take  care  of  this  venture.  Raw  silk  production  is  a  subsid- 
iary of  general  farming,  and  with  rice  in  a  similar  plight,  the  farmer  here 
is  to  be  pitied. 

"The  gold  embargo  and  the  decline  of  yen  currency  was  followed  prompt- 
ly by  radical  advances  in  the  cost  of  all  those  imported  goods  that  foreign- 
ers use.  The  day  after  the  embargo  Klim  was  advertised  at  8.55  yen  per  can 
from  6.85  the  week  before. 

"All  imported  foods,  preserves,  etc.,  have  carried  a  100  per  cent 
duty  and  this  has  now  been  advanced  by  the  stores  -  enough  to  offset  the 
yen  decline.  Living  costs  are  much  above  those  in  the  United  States  and 
these  advances  in  living  costs  are  more  oppressive  to  the  Japanese  them- 
selves than  to  us.    *  *  * 

"The  Japanese  are  a  proud,  stoical  lot;  they  never  show  their  emo- 
tions; they  certainly  have  great  need  of  these  virtues  at  present." 

TWO  LARGE  EGG  CONCERNS  PLAN 
TO  USE  BUREAU  GRADES . 

A  large  egg  corporation,  with  branches  in  many  sections  of  the  coun- 
try, in  acknowledging  receipt  of  copies  of  a  lithographed  chart  of  the 
Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products,  entitled  "U.  S,  Standards  and  Grades 
for  Eggs,"  advises: 

"For  your  information  all  our  shell  egg  packing  plants  are  going  to 
pack  on  the  basis  of  'U.  S.  Standards  and  Grades  for  Eggs.'  The  charts  and 
leaflets  are  being  sent  direct  to  cur  plant  managers  and  we  feel  sure  will  be 
of  great  value  to  them  in  the  packing  cf  shall  eggs  of  heavy  quality  and 
weights . " 

A  large  produce  company  in  Sioux  City,  la.,  with  numerous  buying 
stations  in  that  section,  when  writing  to  ask  for  copies  of  the  above  men- 
tioned chart  and  a  supply  of  air  cell  gauges  for  use  in  connection  with  the 
chart,  adds: 

"We  have  definitely  decided  to  base  our  shell  egg  procurement  this 
season  on  a  graded  basis,  using  this  chart  as  the  basis  for  our  grade, 
and  would  like  to  have  the  material  requested  for  the  use  of  our  station 
operators . " 
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EQUAL  NUMBER  OF  STUDENTS  AND  FARMERS 

ATTEND  TEXAN  GRAIN  GRADING  SCHOOL. 

The  four  grain  grading  schools,  conducted  by  E.  L.  Morris,  division 
supervisor  stationed  at  the  Kansas  City  office,  Clyde  W.  Griffin,  in  charge 
of  the  Fort  Worth  office,  Grain  Division,  and  John  F.  Shanley,  licensed 
inspector  at  San  Antonio,  were  concluded  on  January  23.  The  dates,  loca- 
tions and  attendance  at  the  four  schools  were  as  follows:  San  Antonio, 
January  20,  150;  Hando,  January  21,  40;  Floresville,  January  22,  45;  Gon- 
zales, January  23,  22;  total  attendance,  257. 

The  school  at  San  Antonio  on  January  20  was  a  decided  success,  ac- 
cording to  Mr.  Morris.  Those  at  the  other  points  did  not  bring  out  the 
number  expected  because  of  the  pressing  necessity  of  farmers  to  be  in  their 
fields.  The  interest  shown  at  all  points  in  the  grading  of  grain  and  mar- 
keting problems  was  sincere.  Valuable  and  enthusiastic  assistance  was  given 
by  E.  A.  Miller  and  R.  R.  Reppert  of  the  Extension  Service  of  the  Texas 
Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College.  Mr.  Miller  believes  that  work  of  this 
character  is  of  great  value  to  farmers,  grain  dealers,  and  the  4-H  Club 
members . 

At  San  Antonio,  ten  schools  in  Bexar  County  were  authorized  by  the 
county  superintendent  of  schools  to  give  credit  for  school  attendance  to 
all  who  were  present  at  the  grain  grading  schools.  Of  the  150  who  attended 
in  San  Antonio,  75  were  high  school  students.  Mr.  Stuart,  county  superin- 
tendent of  schools  for  Bexar  County,  was  present  the  entire  day,  as  were 
also  several  teachers. 

Three  films,  illustrating  the  work  of  the  Grain  Division,  were  shown 
by  local  theatre  operators  under  the  most  favorable  conditions,  and  were  a 
valuable  aid  to  the  information  brought  out  by  the  Grain  Division  men. 

Mr.  Morris  reports  that  county  agents  gave  valuable  assistance  in 
the  work  at  each  place,  and  much  valuable  publicity  was  given  to  the  schools 
by  the  San  Antonio  Express,  the  leading  newspaper  of  San  Antonio.

CARE  URGED  IN  THE  USE  OF 

GOVERNMENT  AUTOMOBILES . 

The  exercise  of  care  on  the  part  of  those  to  whom  Government  auto- 
mobiles are  entrusted  is  again  urged  by  the  Business  Manager.  The  economy 
program  increases  the  responsibility  of  every  employee,  not  only  in  the 
matter  of  services  but  for  even  the  smallest  article  belonging  to  the  Govern- 
ment which  he  uses.  The  large  investment  in  an  automobile  and  the  running 
expense  in  connection  with  its  operation  make  it  imperative  that  employees 
take  more  than  ordinary  care  of  this  class  of  property.  Such  matters  as 
the  economical  operation,  safe  parking,  the  locking  of  cars,  and  other  care 
and  safeguards  should  always  be  borne  in  mind. 

The  use  of  Government  automobiles  for  other  than  Government  busi- 
ness will  not  be  tolerated. 

IN  CONGRESS: 

The  Agricultural  appropriation  bill,  (H.R.  7912)  was  reported  to  the 
Senate  by  the  committee  on  appropriations  on  February  18,  and  will  be  taken 
up  very  shortly  for  consideration  on  the  floor. 

The  Senate  committee  restored  the  amount  of  $25,412  to  the  Market 
News  Service  item  which  had  been  eliminated  by  the  House  as  a  reduction  to 
supplies,  travel  and  other  miscellaneous  expenses,  and  restored  the  item 
of  $9,000  for  maintaining  a  forestry  specialist  in  Europe  which  had  been 
stricken  out  by  the  House.  The  Senate  committee  struck  out,  without  preju- 
dice, sections  2  and  3  relative  to  increases  in  salaries  and  the  filling 
of  vacancies  in  order  that  the  whole  matter  might  be  reviewed  in  conference. 

H.R.  9203  (S  3616)  known  as  the  Glass-Steagall  bill  to  improve  the 
facilities  of  the  Federal  reserve  system  has  passed  both  houses.  It  will 
now  go  to  conference. 

H.J. Res.  292  to  authorize  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  aid  in  the 
establishment  of  agricultural  credit  corporations  has  been  passed  by  both 
Houses  and  sent  to  conference. 

S.  1567  establishing  a  revolving  fund  to  be  administered  by  the 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  for  agricultural  credit  purposes  has  passed  the 
Senate.

H.R.  9508  by  Mr.  Martin,  to  provide  for  the  purchase  of  American  goods. 

H.Con.  Res.  20  by  Mr.   Allgood,    authorizing  a  joint   commission  on 
reduction  of  governmental  expenditures. 

H.R.  9515  by  Mr.  Person,  to  establish  a  national  economic  council  to 
promote  regularization  of  trade  between  the  States. 

H.R.  9591  by  Mr.  Patman  to  provide  for  the  use  of  net  weights  in 
interstate  and  foreign  commerce,********  to  provide  for  the  standardization 
of  bale  covering  for  cotton,  *******  and  other  purposes. 

S.J. Res.  76  by  Mr.  McKellar  and  H.J. Res.  298,  by  Mr.  Simmons  author- 
izing the  President  to  reorganize  the  executive  agencies  of  the  Government. 

S.J. Res.  108,  by  Senator  Capper,  to  authorize  and  direct  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  to  investigate  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  present  system  of 
future  trading  in  agricultural  products  and  to  ascertain  what  classes  of 
citizens  bear  such  cost. 

BUREAU  BREVITIES . 

PROTEIN  TESTS  FOR  WHEAT  and  Oil  Tests  for  Flaxseed  and  Soybeans, 
Importance  in  Marketing,  Miscellaneous  Publication  No.  140,  is  just  off 
the  press.  This  bulletin,  prepared  by  E.  C.  Parker,  E.  G.  Boerner,  Carlos 
E.  Campbell  and  D.  A.  Coleman  under  the  direction  of  Mr,  Olsen  and  Mr. 
Kitchen,  and  transmitted  to  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  by  Mr.  Olsen, 
presents  the  policy  and  viewpoint  of  this  Bureau  with  reference  to  this 
important  agricultural  problem.  The  report  covers  studies  of  protein  premi- 
ums in  the  principal  grain  markets  since  1923,  the  effect  of  the  average 
protein  content  of  the  National  wheat  crops  on  protein  premiums,  the  existing 
methods  for  the  determination  of  protein  content,  and  studies  of  methods 
for  improving  the  testing  of  wheat  for  protein  and  improving  the  marketing 
practices  for  merchandising  wheat  by  its  protein  content.  The  importance 
of  the  Wesson  oil  test  for  determining  the  oil  content  of  flaxseed  and  soy- 
beans and  the  importance  of  oil  content  as  a  measure  of  the  commercial  value 
of  these  commodities  is  discussed  also  in  this  report.  The  need  for  oil 
tests  in  the  merchandising  of  soybeans  is  indicated  by  this  year's  export 
■transactions  in  soybeans  through  the  port  of  New  Orleans,  where  shippers 
have  been  asked  to  guarantee  a  minimum  oil  content  of  18  per  cent  in  the 
deliveries .

leaflet,  "Some  Facts  about  the  Cotton  Outlook  for  1932,"  designated  as  Mis- 
cellaneous Publication  No.-  139,  and  sending  them  direct  to  members  of  cot- 
ton cooperatives  throughout  the  South.'

Mr.  Englund  addressed  the  Illinois  Farmers'  Institute  on  the  subject 
of  "Taxation  in  Relation  to  Land  Utilization,"  at  their  annual  meeting  in 
Mt.  Vernon,  111.,  February  18,  substituting  for  Mr.  Olsen,  who  was  unable  to 
attend  because  of  the  press  of  work  in  Washington. 

Chas.  E.  Gage,  in  charge  of  the  Tobacco  Section,  has  recently  re- 
turned to  Washington  frcm  a  trip  to  Wisconsin  where  he  discussed  the  possi- 
bility of  establishing  the  tobacco  grading  service  for  the  Wisconsin  To- 
bacco Pool,  and  to  Tennessee  where  he  spent  a  week  making  preliminary 
arrangements  for  the  grading  of  tobacco  for  the  newly  formed  Eastern  Dark 
Fir^d  Tobacco  Growers'  Association. 

Paul  M.  Williams,  in  charge  of  the  canned  fruit  and  vegetable  grad- 
ing project  of  the  Division  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables,  returned  to  Washing- 
ton the  latter  part  of  last  week  frcm  Porto  Rico,  where  he  had  been  for  the 
last  two  weeks  for  the  purpose  of  inaugurating  this  service  on  the  island. 
The  canners  of  grapefruit  were  very  much  interested  in  the  new  grading  serv- 
ice for  canned  fruits  and  vegetables  and  he  found  that  a  large  proportion 
of  the-  pack  of  the  Porto  Rican  canned  grapefruit  will  be  graded  by  the  Bu- 
reau. This  work  has  been  started  under  the  direction  of  A.  S.  Mason,  who 
is  in  charge  of  the  fruit  and  vegetable  inspection  service  on  the  island. 
Mr.  Williams  reports  that  the  canners  were  also  much  interested  in  having 
grades  developed  fcr  the  Porto  Rican  canned  pineapples,  and  he  hopes  the 
Bureau  will  be  able  to  undertake  something  along  that  line  in  the  not  far 
distant  future.  He  speaks  most  encouragingly  of  the  effective  work  which 
the  Department  is  doing  in  Porto  Rico,  particularly  of  the  work  of  the 
Extension  Service  and  of  the  inspection  work  under  Mr.  Mason.  He  was  im- 
pressed with  the  evidences  of  improved  conditions  resulting  frcm  the  influ- 
ence of  this  country  on  the  island. 

H.  M.  Dixon,  in  charge,  Agricultural  Economics  Extension  Unit,  re- 
turned to  Washington  on  Monday  from  a  trip  to  New  York  and  New  Jersey  in 
the  interest  of  agricultural  economics  extension  work.  While  in  Ithaca 
he  gave  an  address  at  Farmers'  Week,  February  17,  on  "Agriculture  in  Hawaii," 
basing  his  remarks  on  information  gathered  on  a  trip  to  the  islands  last 
summer.  In  New  Jersey  on  February  19  'Mr.  Dixon  participated  in  a  dairy 
outlook  and  farm  management  meeting  at  Scmerville. 

Miss  Dorothy  Nickerson,  color  technologist,  will  attend  a  meeting 
cf  the  Optical  Society  of  America  at  Cambridge,  Mass.,  February  25,  26  and 
27. 

F.  B.  Wilkinson,  Tobacco  Section,  will  hold  a  tobacco  grading  demon- 
stration for  the  Eastern  Dark  Fired  Tobacco  Growers'  Association  in  Tennessee, 
February  29  and  March  1  and  2,  for  the  purpose  of  training  graders.  Follow- 
ing that  he  will  hold  a  similar  school  for  the  Western  Dark  Fired  Tobacco 
Growers'  Association  in  Kentucky. 
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Mr.  Englund  has  been  invited  by  Professor  Robert  M.  Haig  of  Columbia 
University,  President  of  the  National  Tax  Association,  to  become  a  member 
of  the  Association's  committee  to  investigate  the  causes  and  extent  of  de- 
linquency under  the  property  tax  and  to  recommend,  if  practicable,  a  modern 
law  and  procedure  regarding  the  collection  of  property  taxes,  tax  sales  and 
redemption.  The  committee  has  been  established  as  the  result  of  a  resolu- 
tion passed  at  the  meeting  of  the  Association  in  Atlanta  last  October. 
Mr.  Englund  believes  that  the  subject  of  tax  delinquency  is  of  particular 
importance  to  agriculture  at  this  time  and  because  of  his  special  interest 
in  the  field  of  taxation  as  it  relates  to  agriculture,  he  has  agreed  to  be- 
come a  member  of  the  new  committee .  Professor  Fred  R.  Fairchild  of  Yale 
University  will  serve  as  chairman. 

Wm.  E.  Lewis,  Division  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables,  left  Washington 
February  17  for  a  field  trip  of  about  two  months'  duration  in  the  interest 
of  standardization  work.  He  stopped  in  Chicago  on  the  18th  to  confer  with 
E.  E.  Conklin,  regional  supervisor  in  charge  of  the  division's  inspection 
work,  after  which  he  proceeded  westward  for  stops  at  Des  Moines,  Denver, 
Salt  Lake  City  and  Sacramento.  He  will  spend  considerable  time  in  California. 
On  his  return  trip,  he  will  stop  at  various  points  in  Arizona,  Texas,  Louisi- 
ana and  Florida.  Special  attention  will  be  given  to  possible  revisions  in 
the  U.  S.  grades  for  carrots,  lettuce  and  tomatoes. 

Professor  Ralph  Russell  of  the  Department  of  Farm  Management  and  Agri- 
cultural Economics,  University  of  Maryland,  brought  about  a  dozen  students 
to  the  Bureau  February  18  to  learn  about  the  work  of  the  Grain  Division. 
H.  J.  Besley,  in  charge  of  the  division,  gave  a  short  talk  on  the  grain  stand- 
ards and  E.  J.  Murphy  explained  the  Grain  Standards  Act.  The  visitors  were 
taken  over  to  the  Milling,  Baking,  and  Chemical  Laboratory,  where  Dr.  D.  A. 
Coleman,  in  charge,  explained  the  milling  and  baking  investigational  work 
connected  with  grain  standards,  as  well  as  the  research  work  to  determine  the 
protein  content  in  wheat. 

A.  R.  Spiker,  Transportation  Unit,  left  Washington  February  23  for  a 
month's  trip  in  the  interest  of  fruit  and  vegetable  reports  from  the  rail- 
roads and  other  transportation  companies.  He  will  confer  with  railroad 
officials  and  representatives  of  the  Division  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables  in 
South  Carolina,  Georgia,  Alabama,  Tennessee,  Mississippi,  Louisiana,  Florida 
and  North  Carolina. 

Mrs.  Mildred  R.  Cossey,  statistical  clerk,  who  has  been  temporarily 
detailed  to  the  Boise,  Idaho,  office  of  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock 
Estimates,  is  being  transferred  to  Portland,  Oregon,  as  her  permanent  head- 
quarters.   She  will  report  there  about  March  I.

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IN  HCNOPING  OUR  FALLFN  COMRADES  WE  HONOR 

"  OURSELVES.   SAYS  SECRETARY  AT  UNVEILING . 

Impressive  dedicatory  services  were  held  at  3:00  p.m.,  February  29, 
in  the  central  court  of  the  Administration  Building  of  the  Department,  for 
the  unveiling  of  the  memorial  to  the  employees  of  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture who  gave  their  lives  to  their  country  in  the  World  War,  1917-1918. 
The  speakers  included  Secretary  Hyde,  who  accepted  the  memorial  in  behalf 
of  the  Government,  Robert  M.  Reese,  acting  chairman  of  the  War  Memorial 
Committee,  and  Frederick  C.  Lucas,  committee  secretary.  Chaplain  Victor 
0.  Anderson,  D.  C.  Department,  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars,  gave  the  invoca- 
tion and  benediction.  A  solo,  "There  is  No  Death  (O'Hara),  was  beautifully 
rendered  by  Miss  Anne  L.  Wilson  of  the  Department.  She  was  accompanied 
by  the  Marine  Band  Orchestra,  which  had  given  a  concert  just  preceding  the 
dedicatory  services.  Presentation  of  the  colors  and  retiring  of  the  colors 
by  United  States  soldiers,  sailors,  and  marines,  under  the  command  of  Major 
George  A.  Wold,  and  the  playing  of  taps  by  Sergeant  Frank  Witchey,  3rd  Caval- 
ry, U.  S.  A.,  added  to  the  solemnity  of  the  occasion.  A  little  girl,  daugh- 
ter of  a  member  of  the  Department,  unveiled  the  memorial  and  placed  at  its 
base  a  bouquet  of  flowers.  On  platforms  at  either  side  of  the  memorial  were 
members  of  the  families  of  those  Department  employees  who  had  lost  their 
lives  in  the  War,  John  Flanagan,  sculptor  of  the  memorial,  Secretary  Hyde, 
Assistant  Secretary  Dunlap,  Ambassador  Claudel  of  France,  Dr.  A.  F.  Woods, 
Mr.  Reese,  Mr.  Lucas,  and  others. 

The  report  of  Walter  C.  Henderson,  associate  chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Biological  Survey,  chairman  of  the  War  Memorial  Committee,  was  in  his  ab- 
sence read  by  Mr.  Reese.     It  revealed  that  between  April  19,  1917,  and  the 
close  of  the  World  War,  nearly  3,000  of  the  18,751  men  and  women  then  em- 
ployed in  the  Department,  joined  the  colors  of  the  United  States,   in  the  ^  c 
Army,  Navy,   the  Marine  Corps,  or  the  Coast  Guard.     In  all,  about  1,900  men  co 
of  the  scientific  or  professional  employees,  900  of  the  clerical  and  labor 
forces,   and  50  women  are  on  the  Department's  honor  roll  as  having  served  ^ 
the  nation  in  its  critical  period.     Of  these,  so  far  as  known,  2,469  served  * 
in  the  Army,  250  in  the  Navy,  51  in  the  Marine  Corps,  and  56  in  other  and 
nonccmbatant  organizations. 

In  proportion,  to  its  size,  each  bureau  and  branch  of  the  Department  " 
gave  freely  of  its  personnel  to  the  military  forces  of  the  nation.  Frcm 
the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry  came  684,  hundreds  of  whcm  were  highly  trained  0 
in  meat  inspection  work  and  who  v/ere  invaluable  to  the  Government  military      •  o 
organization  in  the  great  crisis. 

The  largest  number  of  Department  employees  in  one  organization,  the 
20th  Engineers,  came  from  the  Forest  Service.  This  service  gave  479,  of 
whom  150  were  highly  trained  foresters,  or  executives  in  positions  of  great 
responsibility,  and  many  were  practical  woodsmen.  The  Forester  himself  and 
his  assistant  served  as  officers  with  the  Forestry  regiments  -  the  10th 
Engineers  and  the  first  batallion  of  the  20th  Engineers,  which  in  October, 
1918,    were   merged   into   one   individual    regiment,  and  designated   the  20th 
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Engineers . 

The  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry  furnished  405,  a  large  proportion  of 
whom  were  specialists  highly ' trained  along  scientific  lines.  One  of  these, 
as  captain  in  the  Sanitary  Corps,  became  chief  chemist  of  the  Central 
Medical  Department  Laboratory  of  the  A.  E.  F.;  before  his  untimely  death 
in  September,  1918,  he  had  perfected  methods  of  manufacture  of  a  solution 
that  was  used  in  large  quantities  for  intravenous  injection  in  cases  of 
shock  and  hemorrhage. 

The  Bureau  of  Markets  (now  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics) 
contributed  291;  the  Weather  Bureau,  214;  the  States  Relations  Service 
(now  the  Extension  Service),  150;  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry,  126;  the  Bureau 
of  Entomology,  98;  the  Bureau  of  Public  Roads,  90;  the  Bureau  of  Soils,  32; 
the  Bureau  of  Biological  Survey,  30;  the  Federal  Horticultural  Board,  29; 
the  Bureau  of  Crop  Estimates  (now  merged  with  this  Bureau),  23;  the  Insec- 
ticide and  Fungicide  Board,  10;  and  the  Office  of  Farm  Management  (now  merged 
with  this  Bureau),  6.  A  large  majority  of  these  men  were  scientists  and 
specialists  in  their  respective  lines  of  research.  The  Office  of  the  Secre- 
tary, with  its  allied  offices,  furnished  82  men  -  clerks,  lawyers,  editors, 
messenger  boys,  elevator  conductors,  watchmen,  and  mechanics  -  69  of  whcm 
served  in  the  Army,  10  in  the  Navy,  and  3  iri  the  Marine  Corps.

Died  from  disease  in  France, 
March  31,  1919.  Buried  in  Birch  Creek  Cemetery,  Mich.  Home  city,  Menominee, 
Mich. 

John  J.  F.  Morse,  private,  Sanitary  Corps,  Medical  Department.  Died 
from  disease  in  Walter  Reed  Hospital,  Washington,  D.  C,  November  26,  1918. 
Buried  in  San  Francisco,  Calif.,  his  heme  city. 

William  U.  Sherrill,  private,  632d  Aero  Squadron.  Died  frcm  disease 
in  Kelly  Field,  Tex.,  October  25,  1918.  Buried  in  Temple,  Tex.,  his  heme 
city. 

Chauncey  I.  Stallsmeth,  private,  1st  Class,  304th  Field  Signal 
Batallion.  Died  from  disease  in  France,  October  15,  1918.  Buried  in  Phila- 
delphia, Pa.,  his  heme  city. 

John  J.  Viets,  private  (candidate),  Field  Artillery,  Central  Officers 
Training  School.  Died  frcm  disease  in  Camp  Taylor,  Ky. ,  October  20,  1918. 
Euried  in  Minneapolis,  Minn.,  his  home  city. 

George  F.  Frick,  1st  lieutenant  in  the  Corps  of  Engineers,  although 
not  included  in  the  above  list,  died  in  Washington,  D.  C,  November  29,  1927, 
as  the  direct  result  of  being  gassed  when  he  fell  in  a  shell  heme  after  be- 
ing wounded  by  shrapnel  during  an  engagement  in  France. 

"By  honoring  your  fallen  comrades  you  honor  yourselves,"  said  Secre- 
tary Hyde  when  he  accepted  the  memorial  for  the  Department.  "The  sculptor 
has  put  into  his  work  more  than  mere  artistry.  He  has  put  into  it  the 
warmth  of  our  sentiment  for  the  men  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  who 
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lost  their  lives  in  the  World  War.  ***  The  torch  borne  by  those  whose  memory 
we  honor  today  has  fallen  into  our  hands,  not  to  be  carried  over  future 
battlefields,  but  to  go  forward  in  times  of  peace.  Let  us,  as  we  pass 
it  each  day,  be  filled  with  renewed  devotion  to  our  country  and  to  the 
ideals  for  which  these  men  gave  their  lives." 

FIRST  OF  SERIES  OF  REPORTS  IS  RELEASED  TO 

~  GROWERS  OF  CANNING  CROPS  AND  TO  OWNERS. 

Prospects  for  Peas  for  Canning,  the  first,  of  a  series  of  reports 
covering  canned  vegetables  that  the  Bureau  plans  to  release  for  the  benefit 
of  growers  of  canning  crops  and  of  canners,  went  out  on  February  26.  The 
purpose  of  this  report,  prepared  by  Carlos  E.  Campbell,  Division  of  Statis- 
tical and  Historical  Research,  is  to  point,  out  to  these  interested  groups 
the  probable  size  of  the  pack  which  might  result  under  certain  conditions 
of  acreage,  yield,  etc.  The  information  here  presented  will  be  supplemented 
by  the  reports  on  the  intentions  to  plant  of  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Live- 
stock Estimates,  one  of  which  will  be  released  for  peas  about  the  middle  of 
March,  for  corn  and  beans  shortly  after  the  first  of  April,  and  for  tcmatoes 
the  first  week  in  May. 

Ccmplying  with  the  request  made  by  canners  to  Secretary  Hyde,  the 
Bureau  is  planning  to  inaugurate  services  for  canned  goods  similar  to  those 
of  the  outlook  and  price  analysis  reports.  The  canners  enthusiastically 
received  Mr.  Olsen's  address  when  he  spoke  on  "Planning  Adjustments  in  the 
Canning  Industry,"  at  their  annual  convention  in  Chicago  on  January  25, 
and  at  that  time  passed  a  resolution  requesting  that  the  Bureau  undertake 
certain  research  on  canned  corn,  canned  peas,  and  canned  tcmatoes. 

TRANSLATION  PROJECT  OF  SOCIAL  SCIENCE 

RESEARCH  COUNCIL  MAKES  FIRST  RELEASE^ 

Dr.  L.  C.  Gray,  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Land  Economics,  Dr. 
C.  J.  Galpin,  in  charge  of  the  Division  of  Farm  Population  and  Rural  Life, 
and  Miss  Mary  G.  Lacy,  Librarian  of  the  B.  A.  E.  Library,  were  appointed 
more  than  a  year  ago  by  the  Advisory  Committee  on  Social  and  Eccncmic  Re- 
search in  Agriculture  of  the  Social  Science  Research  Council  as  a  sub- 
committee, with  Miss  Lacy  as  chairman,  to  undertake  the  translation  and 
reproduction  for  sale  at  cost  of  the  salient  parts  of  basic  foreign  works 
in  the  field  of  agricultural  economics.  This,  experiment  is  being  made  in  an 
effort  to  improve  existing  facilities  for  bringing  the  work  of  foreign 
economists  and  sociologists  to  the  attention  of  workers  in  the  field  of 
agricultural  economics. 

The  first  translation,  which  consists  of  extracts  from  Dr.  Max 
Sering's  Agrarkrisen  und  Agrarzolle,  is  finished,  and  is  ready  for  sale 
at  75  cents  a  copy  to  agricultural  economists,  libraries,  teachers,  students, 
and  any  others  who  are  interested.  It  will  be  necessary  to  sell  500  copies 
in  order  to  make  expenses,  which  include  the  cost  of  the  translation,  the 
mimeographing,  and  postage.  Approximately  100  copies  have  been  sold  to 
date .

BUREAU  BREVITIES. 

SHIPPING  POINT  INSPECTION  WORK  IN  PORTO  RICO,  which  has  been  con- 
fined largely  to  grapefruit,  will  be  extended  to  pineapples  this  season. 
Official  grades  for  pineapples  have  been  promulgated  by  the  Bureau  and  in- 
spection on  the  basis  of  these  grades  will  be  made  when  the  first  ship- 
ments begin  to  move  this  year.

Great  Falls,  Mont.,  from  individuals  at  Dutton  and  Windham,  Mont.  A  high 
school  class  in  grain  grading  at  the  abeve  towns  is  believed  to  be  responsible 
for  this  interest  in  the  grain  standards.

LOUISIANA  STRAWBERRIES  HAVE  MATURED  THIS  YEAR  very  much  earlier  than 
usual  because  of  the  mild  winter,  the  first  shipments  having  moved  to  market 
on  February  13.  This  means  that  shipping  point  inspection  got  under  way 
about  a  month  earlier  than  usual.  It  has  been  five  years  since  Louisiana 
strawberries  were  ready  for  market  so  early  in  the  season.  Even  at  that 
time  (1927)  shipments  did  not  begin  until  February  24,  11  days  later  than 
this  year.  H.  S.  Moles  is  in  charge  of  the  inspection  work  in  Louisiana 
this  year.

Institution  on  a  Rockefeller  fellowship  has  been  doing  some  work  in  the 
B.  A.  E.  Library. 

Marion  Clawson,  Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs,  is  spend- 
ing this  week  and  next  week  arranging  for  and  directing  the  work  of  tabu- 
lating farm  management  data  on  costs  and  returns  of  poultry  production 
and  on  practices  followed  in  the  industry,  at  Cornell  University  and  New 
Jersey  State  College  of  Agriculture. 

R.  L.  Spangle r,  Division  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables,  is  in  New  York 
State  this  week,  conferring  with  State  marketing  officials,  growers,  and 
canners  in  reference  to  experiments  to  be  conducted  the  coming  season  to 
ascertain  the  practicability  of  the  suggested  U.  S.  standards  for  sweet 
corn  for  canning. 

Mr.  Cary  of  the  Institute  for  Research  in  the  Social  Sciences,  of 
the  University  of  Virginia,  was  a  recent  visitor  to  the  B.  A.  E.  Library. 
Mr.  Cary  is  making  a  study  of  cooperation  in  the  cotton  industry  and  is 
searching  Southern  farm  papers  for  information. 

A.  R.  Tuttle,  assistant  crop  and  livestock  estimator  of  Columbus, 
Ohio,  and  R.  L.  Gillette,  senior  agricultural  statistician  of  Albany,  N.Y., 
are  in  Washington  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  the  Crop  Reporting  Board 
with  the  report  being  released  on  March  S.  This  report  will  cover  all 
crops  other  than  cotton. 
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P.A.C.  ACT  UNIT  MOVES  THIS  WFFK;  OTHFR 

BUREAU  UNITS  MOVE  TO  NEW  BUILDING  NEXT  MONTH . 

The  Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities  Act  unit  of  the  Division 
of  Fruits  and  Vegetables  is  moving  this  week  into  the  new  6-story  ex- 
tensible office  and  laboratory  building  of  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture. The  move  is  being  made  on  account  of  an  emergency  which  has 
arisen  making  it  necessary  to  vacate  the  Earle  Building  at  this  time. 

The  other  units  of  the  Bureau,  which  are  now  housed  in  the  block 
bounded  by  Fourteenth  Street,  Linworth  Place,  and  B  and  C  Streets, 
Southwest,  will  move  to  their  new  quarters  in  the  extensible  building 
early  in  April. 

The  seven  pavilions  of  the  new  building,  all  running  north  and 
south  and  parallel  to  one  another,  with  five  intervening  courts  between  ►£> 
pairs  of  pavilions,  have  been  designated  by  the  architects  as  A,  B,  C,  c_ 
D,   E,  F,   and  G.     The  lettering  begins  with  Pavilion  A  on  Fourteenth 
Street  and  reads  in  alphabetic  order  eastward  to  Pavilion  G  on  Twelfth 
Street . 

Pavilions  C  and  D  are  in  the  block  bounded  by  B,  C,  and  Thir- 
teenth Streets  and  Linworth  Place.  They  have  a  total  floor-plan  area 
of  about  600,000  square  feet,  and  each  has  a  basement  and  subbasement. 
The  grcund  space  in  the  courts  between  pavilions  probably  will  be 
available,  to  some  extent  at  least,  for  parking  vehicles,  to  relieve 
traffic  ccngesticn  in  the  streets. 

On  the  sixth  floor  of  that  part  of  the  building  which  closes  the 
south  end  of  the  court  between  Pavilions  C  and  D  there  will  be  a  cafe- 
teria. As  that  part  of  the  building  in  which  the  cafeteria  will  be 
located  was  not  provided  for  in  the  original  contract  under  which  the 
two  pavilions  proper  were  built,  the  cafeteria  will  not  be  ready  for 
service  for  seme  months,  or  until  such  time  as  provision  can  be  made 
for  the  equipment  in  a  subsequent  contract. 

CONFLICT  IN  SHANGHAI  A FFECTS 

"  DELIVERIES  OF  AMERICAN  COTTON. 

Ccnsumptj.cn  of  American  cotton  in  China  is  being  disturbed  by  the 
Sino-Japanese  ccnflict  at  Shanghai,  according  to  a  radiogram  from  Agri- 
cultural Commissioner  0.  L.  Dawson  tc  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service. 
Mr.  Dawscn  reports  that  only  eight  Chinese  mills  and  cne  British  mill  are 
operating  at  Shanghai  and  that  current  yarn  production  represents  only 
10  per  cent  of  operating  capacity.  Cotton  consumption  in  February  in 
Shanghai  has  been  extremely  small.  About  half  of  the  spindlage  in  China 
is  concentrated  in  this  port  city.  Mills  are  hampered  by  the  disturbed 
situation  and  by  tightness  in  the  currency  situation  brought  about  by  an 
unwillingness  of  native  banks  to  transfer  funds  to  foreign  banks.  To  a 
considerable  degree,  therefore,  deliveries  of  raw  cotton  to  the  mills 
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have  been  curtailed. 

Record  purchases  of  American  cotton  this  season  were  stimulated  by 
a  short  cotton  crop  in  China,  in  part  caused  by  floods,  and  in  part  the 
result  of  recent  low  prices  of  American  cotton  which  discouraged  Chinese 
production.  The  arrival  of  these  and  Indian  purchases,  combined  with  the 
conditions  existing  at  Shanghai,  have  created  an  extreme  lack  of  storage 
space.  Stocks  are  excessive  and  inadequate  storage  facilities  are  forcing 
many  steamers  to  discharge  cotton  at  Kobe,  Japan,  as  well  as  at  Hongkong. 
Importers  are  asking  their  heme  offices  to  postpone  shipments  and  in  some 
cases  to  cancel  contracts.  Since  the  outbreak  of  the  disturbance  insur- 
ance premiums  on  cotton  in  storage  have  gone  as  high  as  5  per  cent  per 
month.  At  present  they  are  between  one  and  two  per  cent  on  amounts  over 
$70,000.  These  rates  apply  only  to  stocks  stored  along  the  river  since 
it  is  impossible  to  obtain  coverage  on  cotton  lying  in  the  northern  part  of 
Shanghai  adjacent  to  the, hostilities  or  on  Japanese  wharves. 

GROWING  APPRECIATION  OF 

POTATO  OUTLOOK  INFORMATION. 

This  season's  potato  outlook  meetings  in  the  States  of  Florida, 
North  Carolina,  Virginia  and  Maryland,  according  to  A.  E.  Mercker,  Secre- 
tary of  the  Interstate  Early  Potato  Committee,  have  been  better  attended 
than  any  similar  meetings  conducted  since  the  cemmittee  was  organized  in 
1929.  He  reports  that  bankers,  fertilizer  companies,  and  dealers  are 
showing  more  genuine  interest  and  rendering  more  sincere  cooperation  in 
this  work  than  at  any  previous  time.  Growers  are  putting  more  faith  in 
the  Bureau's  potato  outlook  information  than  heretofore,  and  many  are  re- 
questing similar  information  regarding  cabbages,  onions,  sweet  potatoes, 
and  strawberries. 

Among  the  letters  of  commendation  received  in  the  Bureau  concerning 
the  work  of  the  Interstate  Early  Potato  Committee  is  a  recent  one  to  Mr. 
Olsen  from  A.  W.  Houtz  of  the  Columbia  Package  Co.,  Inc.,  Columbia,  N.  C, 
manufacturers  of  barrels,  truck  packages.,  and  staves,  who  says  that  it 
has  been  invaluable  to  the  early  commercial  potato  planters.  "Mr.  Mercker 
has  worked  hard  for  the  interests  of  the  potato  planters,"  writes  Mr.  Houtz, 
"and  his  accomplishments  have  certainly  entitled  him  to  the  wholehearted  sup- 
port and  gratitude  of  the  large  body  of  potato  farmers  of  the  South;  and  it 
is  his  due,  as  well  as  your  department  that  is  responsible  for  this  aid, 
that  this  appreciation  be  expressed." 

Mr.  Mercker  left  Washington  last  Sunday  for  Louisiana,  Alabama, 
Florida,  Georgia,  North  and  South  Carolina  and  Virginia.  Accompanied  by 
Marcel  Voorhies,  extension  economist  of  the  State  College  of  Louisiana, 
he  is  interviewing  various  persons  allied  with  potato  production  and  market- 
ing, regarding  acreage,  crop  conditions,  probable  dates  of  shipment,  and 
the  number  of  carloads  of  potatoes  to  be  shipped.  Such  information  will  be 
used  to  formulate  the  Interstate  Early  Potato  Committee's  marketing  program. 
Mr.  Mercker  will  return  about  March  27. 

MANCHURIAN  AGRICULTURE  DISCUSSED 

BY  PAUL  0.  NYHUS  ON  RADIO  PROGRAM. 

The  address  of  Paul  0.  Nyhus,  Foreign  Agricultural  Service,  on 
"Agriculture  in  Manchuria,"  delivered  over  Station  WRC  on  January  13  as 
a  part  of  the  National  radio  program  of  the  Department,    is  particularly 
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timely,  in  view  of  the  present  interest  in  Chinese  affairs.  Mr.  Myhus 
represented  the  Bureau  in  China  as  agricultural  commissioner  for  four  years, 
having  returned  to  Washington  last  July.  His  address  will  be  repeated 
by  R.  H.  Lamb,  Western  radio 'program  director,  at  12:18  p.m.,  March  11, 
as  a  part  of  the  Western  program.  The  following  is  quoted  for  the  informa- 
tion of  the  staff: 

"Manchuria,  as  a  region  of  China  and  so-called  because  it  v/as  for- 
merly the  land  of  the  Manchus,  has  experienced  a  strangely  independent  and 
characteristic  development  of  its  own.  Many  elements  have  entered  into 
this  special  development  and  attainment  of  today  but  of  far  reaching  sig- 
nificance was  the  separation  from  China  proper  which  the  Manchus  preserved 
for  this  their  native  region,  a  land  which  they  prized  as  their  own  pre- 
serve and  from  which  their  subject  people  (the  Chinese)  were  more  or  less 
effectively  excluded  until  1905,  when  the  prohibition  was  lifted.  This  bit 
of  history  largely  explains  the  existence  of  a  'new  China'  of  Manchuria  rela- 
tively undeveloped  and  underpopulated  so  close  to  overpopulated  and  pover- 
ty stricken  regions  of  'old  China. '  Construction  by  the  Russians  of  the 
Manchurian  link  of  the  Trans-Siberian  Railway  and  its  Southern  branch  from 
Harbin  to  Port  Arthur  in  1900  opened  up  the  vast  region  of  North  Manchur- 
ia and  began  a  colonization  movement  and  land  development  which  more  recent 
railway  construction  and  events  have  greatly  stimulated.  Here,  as  possibly 
in  no  other  place  in  China,  are  vast  areas  favorably  situated  climatically 
and  still  undeveloped  and  awaiting  colonization.  Here  also  as  in  no  other 
part  of  China  railroad  construction  is  rapidly  going  on  and  opening  up  new 
tracts  to  settlers.  About  half  of  the  railway  mileage  in  China  is  con- 
centrated in  Manchuria  and  the  country  has  been  relatively  free  from  civil 
wars  that  have  impoverished  other  regions  of  China.  In  most  of  China  it 
is  a  problem  to  raise  enough  food  for  an  isolated  overpopulated  region  but 
in  Manchuria  there  is  a  considerable  surplus  of  farm  production  over  the 
requirements  of  what  may  be  considered  a  sparse  population  as  measured  by 
Chinese  standards.  This  is  a  region  about  one-seventh  the  size  of  the 
United  States,  with  37  million  acres  under  cultivation  and  fully  as  much 
more  considered  arable  and  awaiting  colonization. 

"Laborers  and  entire  families  of  immigrants  stream  into  South  Manchuria 
throughout  the  year  but  more  especially  in  the  spring  and  find  their  way 
by  walking  or  by  rail  into  North  Manchuria.  In  recent  years  the  immigration 
movement  has  attained  a  volume  of  more  than  a  half  a  million  people  annually. 
Available  land ' in  South  Manchuria  has  been  pretty  well  taken  up  for  some 
time  and  development  and  colonization  follow  the  extension  of  railway  lines 
in  the  North. 

"Even  in  North  Manchuria  where  land  is  plentiful  there  is  relatively 
little  farming  on  a  large  scale.  Farming  methods  are  essentially  those 
which  the  settlers  acquired  in  their  home  provinces  in  China  proper.  Horse 
power  as  supplied  by  the  small  hardy  Mongolian  horses  is  employed  to  a 
greater  extent  than  in  North  China,  but  very  simple  equipment  and  hand-labor 
operations  are  the  rule.  Settlers  are  allotted  about  ten  acres  per  man  or 
about  the  amount  one  man  can  conveniently  work.  Around  Mukden  in  South 
Manchuria  two-thirds  of  the  farms  range  in  size  from  two  and  one-half  acres 
to  twelve  acres.  The  Chinese  farmer  is  hard  working,  spares  no  effort  in 
tending  his  crops  and  makes  the  most  of  what  resources  he  has.  The  proba- 
bility of  Koreans  or  Japanese  displacing  him  on  a  competitive  basis  is 
very  unlikely.    He  both  outworks  and  under-lives  his  neighbors  in  the  East. 

"Although  situated  in  latitudes  similar  to  those  of  Chicago  and  Minne- 
apolis, winter  temperatures  in  Manchuria  are  very  severe,  such  as  are  popu- 
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larly  associated  with  Siberia.  But  summer  temperatures  are  high  and  a 
Russian  writer  points  to  v/inter  temperatures  similar  to  northern  Manitoba 
and  summer  temperatures  which  mature  rice  and  cotton.  During  the  winter 
and  spring  it  is  very  dry  and  foreigners  complain  of  the  heavy  dust  storms 
in  March  and  April.  Summer  rainfall  is  heavy  and  half  of  the  annual  rain- 
fall of  approximately  25  inches  occurs  in  the  two  months  of  July  and  August. 
Very  cold  winters  eliminate  the  possibility  of  two  crops  per  year  and  con- 
fine agriculture  to  spring  planted  crops.  This  region,  however,  is  ex- 
tremely productive.  For  three  summers  I  had  an  opportunity  to  compare 
crops  in  Manchuria  with  crops  in  various  parts  of  North  China  and  each 
year  the  uniformly  excellent  condition  and  outstanding  superiority  of 
Manchurian  crops  were  a  source  of  wonder.  Newer  land  and  vast  stretches 
of  fertile  soil  is  a  partial  explanation,  but  underlying  the  productive- 
ness is  a  better  distributed  and  more  dependable  rainfall  than  for  any 
place  in  North  China.  A  quite  dependable  rainfall  of  two  and  three  inches 
in  critical  months  of  May  and  June  goes  far  in  insuring  crop  production 
in  Manchuria. 

"For  these  special  climatic  conditions  the  Chinese  have  adopted  three 
leading  crops,  all  of  which  require  very  similar  conditions.  Soy  beans, 
grain  sorghum  and  millet  make  up  the  'big  three'  of  this  region.  All  these 
crops  make  a  rank  grov/th  in  July  and  August.  ***  Among  other  crops  of 
lesser  importance  corn  occupies  a  substantial  acreage  in  South  Manchuria.***"

The  agricultural  appropriation  bill  (H.R.  7912)  is  under  considera- 
tion on  the  floor  of  the  Senate.  Amendments  were  adopted  on  the  floor  of  the 
Senate,  which  increased  the  Market  News  item  by  $27,136  for  maintaining  the 
leased  wire  service  at  Boise  and  Spokane,  and  increased  the  Farm  Management 
item  by  $25,000  for  continuing  general  farm  management  activities.  It  is 
expected  that  the  bill  will  be  passed  by  the  Senate  and  sent  to  conference 
early  this  week. 

H.  J.  Res.  292,  by  Mr.  Jones,  to  authorize  the  Secretary  of  Agricul- 
ture to  aid  in  the  establishment  of  agricultural  credit  corporations  has 
been  signed  by  the  President. 

S.J.  Res.  110,  by  Senator  Norbeck,  authorizing  the  distribution  of 
Government  owned  wheat  to  the  American  Red  Cross  and  other  organizations  for 
relief  of  distress  has  been  signed  by  the  President. 

S.2827,  by  Senator  Goldsborough,  to  amend  the  act  known  as  the 
"Perishable  Agricultural  Commodities  Act..  1930,"  has  been  passed  by  the  Senate 
and  referred  to  the  House  Committee  on  Agriculture.

S.3903,  by  Senator  Gore,  to  regulate  the  sale  of  wheat  owned  or 
financed  and  controlled  by  the  Federal  Farm  Board,  and  for  other  purposes.

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This  afternoon,  March  9,  at  2:00  o'clock,  Mr.  Englund  will  address 
the  Fifteenth  Annual  North  Atlantic  Regional  Conference  on  Agriculture, 
called  by  the  Federal  Board  for  Vocational  Education  at  Wardman  Park  Hotel, 
March  7-10.  His  topic  is  "Current  Phases  of  Agricultural  Economics  of 
Particular  Importance  and  Use  in  Teaching  Vocational  Agriculture."  Tomor- 
row morning,  March  10,  at  9:45  o'clock,  Mr.  Marquis  will  address  the  Fif- 
teenth Annual  Conference  on  Agricultural  Education  of  Executive  Officers, 
State  Directors,  State  Supervisors  and  Teacher  Trainers  of  the  Southern 
Region  of  the  Federal  Board  for  Vocational  Education,  his  subject  being 
"Outlook  Materials  with  Special  Reference  to  Southern  Agriculture." 

W.  A.  Sherman,  in  charge.  Division  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables,  will 
spend  March  22  in  State  College,  Pa.,  assisting  with  the  inspectors  training 
class  v.hich  the  State  College  of  Agriculture  is  conducting  in  cooperation  with 
the  Pennsylvania  Bureau  of  Markets,  and  for  which  credit  will  be  given  at 
the  college  to  participants.  Mr.  Sherman  is  scheduled  for  a  three-hcur 
session  in  the  morning  and  again  in  the  afternoon  of  that  day,  when  he  will 
discuss  the  general  phases  of  standardization  ard  inspection  work. 

H.  J.  Besley,  in  charge  of  the  Grain  Division,  spent  March  1-3  in 
New  York,  Philadelphia  and  Baltimore,  where  he  conferred  with  port  officials 
of  Federal  Grain  Supervision  regarding  a  survey  of  wheat  stocks  of  the  U.  S. 
Grain  Stabilization  Corporation  and  abcut  the  exportation  of  such  wheat 
by  grades. 

The  Economics  Club  of  the  Division  of  Statistical  and  Historical 
Research  met  at  the  Brookings  Institute,  Washington,  D.  C,  on  Tuesday, 
March  1,  for  dinner  and  an  evening  of  discussion  on  the  timely  topic  of 
future  trading.  This  was  the  fourth  meeting  of  the  club  this  season. 
It  is  the  aim  of  the  members  to  meet  approximately  once  a  month  for  the 
purpose  of  considering  current  problems  in  economics  in  the  field  of  agri- 
culture and  other  fields.  There  were  three  speakers  at  the  recent  meeting. 
Arthur  G.  Peterson  had  for  his  topic  "The  History  of  Future  Trading"; 
Lawrence  Myers,  "Problems  in  Trading  in  Futures  Illustrated  by  Post-war 
Price  Movements  in  Cotton,"  a:.d  Elmer  J.  7/orking,  "A  Summary  of  the  Findings 
of  the  Grain  Futures  Administration  as  Contained  in  Their  Latest  Publication 
on  Future  Trading."  There  were  present  as  guests  Mr.  Englund,  Dr.  J.  W.  T. 
Duvel,  chief  of  the  Grain  Futures  Administration,  and  C.  H.  Hardy  of  the 
Brcokings  Institute,  each  of  whom  contributed  to  the  discussions. 

C.  L.  Finch,  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing,  is  making  a  trip  to  Mem- 
phis, Tenn.,  and  Dallas  and  Waco,  Tex.  At.  the  first  two  cities  he  will  con- 
fer with  officials  in  charge  of  tho  division '  s  of f ices  and  with  cotton  classi- 
fiers, concerning  the  classification  of  cotton.  At  Waco  he  will  conduct  a 
hearing  accorded  a  cotton  classifier  licensed  under  the  U.  S.  Cotton  Stand- 
ards Act.    He  will  return  to  Washington  about  March  15. 

Dr.  0.  E.  Baker,  Division  of  Land  Economics,  will  attend  the  Grange 
Leadership  Short  Course  at  Pennsylvania  State  College,  State  College,  March 
24,  25  and  26,  and  deliver  addresses  on  "Do  We  Need  More  Farm  Land?  Part 
I,  The  Prospect  for  Consumption  of  Farm  Products;  Part  II,  The  Prospect  for 
Production  of  Farm  Products.  "  He  will  present  the  same  addresses  at  the  Farm 
and  Home  Week  meeting  of  the  College  of  Agriculture,  Orono,  Me.,  March  30. 

Frederick  E.  Hedge,  in  charge  of  the  storeroom.  Section  of  Property 
and  Supplies,  who  was  injured  recently  in  lifting  a  case  of  paper,  under- 
went a  major  operation  at  Providence  Hospital  March  5  and  will  be  unable 
to  return  to  duty  for  several  weeks. 
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Dr.  Walter  J.  Roth,  Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs,  is  leav- 
ing Washington  today,  March  9,  for  points  in  Minnesota  and  Wisconsin.  In 
Minnesota  he  will  assist  State  agricultural  workers  in  returning  to  cooper- 
ating farmers  individual  annual  summary  reports  in  connection  with  a  farm 
organization  study  conducted  in  southwestern  Minnesota,  and  assist  in  plan- 
ning farm  organizations  and  in  outlining  manuscripts  showing  results  of  this 
and  other  cooperative  farm  management  studies  being  carried  on  in  the  State; 
in  Wisconsin  he  will  assist  State  workers  in  preparing  a  manuscript  on  a 
cooperative  type-of- farming  study.    Dr.  Roth  will  return  about  May  1. 

Carlos  E.  Campbell,  Division  of  Statistical  and  Historical  Research, 
at  the  request  of  Chris  L.  Christensen,  Dean  and  Director  of  the  College 
of  Agriculture  and  Experiment  Station,  University  of  Wisconsin,  is  spending 
March  10  and  11  in  Madison,  attending  a  short  course  for  executives  and 
managers  of  the  truck  crop  canning  industry.  He  is  on  the  program  to  dis- 
cuss the  Bureau's  study  of  the  crop  and  market  situation  in  the  canning  in- 
dustry so  far  as  it  relates  to  canned  peas. 

William  A.  Davis  is  being  assigned  to  the  Wichita,  Kansas,  office 
of  the  Warehouse  Division  in  connection  with  the  administration  of  the 
Warehouse  Act,  and  will  inspect  warehouses  to  determine  their  suitability 
for  storing  agricultural  products,  will  interview  bankers,  farmers,  ware- 
housemen and  other  persons,  and  perform  other  duties  usual  to  an  assistant 
warehouse  examiner,  the  position  he  will  occupy.  He  will  report  on  March 
16  and  will  fill  the  vacancy  in  the  Wichita  office  caused  by  the  resigna- 
tion of  Ellis  E.  Erickson  on  September  30,  1931.  Mr.  Davis  has  completed 
some  work  at  the  University  of  Idaho.  His  business  experience  includes 
service  with  the  Idaho  State  Department  of  Agriculture,  more  recently  as 
assistant  commissioner  and  director  of  markets.  Since  June,  1931,  he  has 
been  employed  in  office  and  in  field  work  by  the  Mountain  States  Honey 
Producers  of  Boise. 

Theo.  S.  Thorfinnson,  who  recently  joined  the  Agricultural  Economics 
Extension  Unit  as  extension  economist,  left  Washington  March  3  for  Brookings, 
S.  D.,  Fargo,  N.  D.,  and  Lincoln,  Nebr.,  for  conferences  with  State  college 
officials  concerning  the  plans  and  program  for  farm  management  extension 
work,  and  to  obtain  information  concerning  methods  of  conducting  this  work. 
Mr.  Thorfinnson  is  employed  cooperatively  by  this  Department  and  South 
Dakota  State  College  of  Agriculture  and  his  headquarters  will  be  at  Brookings, 
S.  D. 

Millard  H.  Hess,  Division  of  Hay,  Feed,  and  Seed,  will  make  a  six 
weeks  trip,  beginning  March  14,  in  the  interest  of  the  seed  verification 
service.  He  will  obtain  from  retail  seed  dealers  in  the  States  of  Virginia, 
West  Virginia,  Maryland,  Pennsylvania,  New  Jersey,  and  New  York,  information 
regarding  alfalfa  and  red  clover  seed,  and  samples  covering  the  purchase  of 
this  seed  from  verified-origin  seed  dealers.  He  will  also  examine  and  check 
the  records  and  seed  stocks  of  verified-origin  seed  dealers. 

General  W.  I.  Westervelt,  technical  director,  Sears  Roebuck  and 
Company,  called  in  the  Bureau  last  week  and  discussed  the  agricultural  and 
business  situation  with  Mr.  Marquis,  L.  H.  Bean  and  Lawrence  Myers,  Divi- 
sion of  Statistical  and  Historical  Research,  and  members  of  the  Crop  Report- 
ing Board,  General  Westervelt  is  especially  interested  in  the  trend  in  farm 
income  for  the  coming  year,  inasmuch  as  the  farmers'  purchasing  power  is 
one  of  the  main  elements  in  determining  their  volume  of  mail  order  house 
purchases.  He  will  be  in  Washington  for  some  time,  and  it  is  expected  he 
will  get  acquainted  with  the  literature  of  the  Department  on  crop,  price, 
and  income  prospects. 
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STRIKING  GROWTH  IN  BUREAU'S 
BEEF  GRADING  SERVICE . 


During  the  first  half  of  the  present  fiscal  year,  July  to  De- 
cember, 1931,  inclusive,  80,381,045  pounds  of  beef  were  graded  and 
stamped  by  Government  graders.  This  was  an  increase  of  46,190,568 
pounds  or  135.1  per  cent  more  than  for  the  same  half-year  period  in 
1930,  when  34,190,477  pounds  of  beef  were  graded  and  stamped.  The 
total  amount  graded  and  stamped  during  the  entire  fiscal  year  ended 
June  30,  1931,  was  103,969,721  pounds  or  113  per  cent  more  than  the 
previous  fiscal  year.  The  rate  of  increase  in  the  service  in  the  last 
six  months  has  been  22  per  cent  greater  than  the  increase  shown  dur- 
ing the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1931.  In  January  this  year 
13,647,303  pounds  of  beef  were  graded  and  stamped,  which  is  71.4  per 
cent  more  than  the  amount  graded  in  the  same  month  in  1931,  when 
7,959,957  pounds  were  graded  and  stamped. 

Substantial  gains  were  made  during  January  at  all  grading  points 
except  two.  The  cities  in  which  greatest  increases  were  shown  are 
Chicago,  with  an  increase  of  1,600,000  pounds;  Detroit,  680,000;  Buffa- 
lo, 106,000;  Kansas  City,  169,000;  St.  Louis,  1,700,000;  Washington, 
1,000,000;  Philadelphia,  100,000,  and  New  York,  115,000  pounds.  In 
proportion  as  the  advantages  of  the  service  are  known  to  wholesalers, 
retailers,  and  consumers,  the  demand  for  U.  S.  graded  and  stamped 
beef  has  increased.  Numerous  letters  are  now  on  file  and  others  are 
constantly  being  received  from  satisfied  patrons  of  this  service. 


GENERAL  POLICY  IN  DETERMINING 

"  DISTRIBUTION  OF  PUBLICATIONS. 


In  the  interest  of  economical  distribution  of  Department  pub- 
lications, Mr.  Eisenhower,  director  of  information,  has  addressed  a 
memorandum  to  chiefs  of  bureaus  and  offices  and  to  bureau  editors, 
from  which  the  following  is  quoted: 

"I  think  that  our  general  policy,  in  determining  the  distribu- 
tion of  a  publication,  should  be  guided  by  the  following:  (1)  We 
will  supply  free  copies  to  cooperating  institutions  and  scientists, 
libraries,  exchange  lists,  and  a  few  other  groups  or  institutions; 
(2)  we  will  supply  free  copies  to  those  who  return  the  usual  announce- 
ment slips,  but  we  should  be  conservative  in  determining  the  groups 
or  individuals  to  whom  the  announcement  slips  are  sent;  (3)  we  will 
order  a  reserve  supply  sufficient  to  meet  the  normal  requests  coming 
to  us  for  one  year;  (4)  subsequent  requests  will  be  referred  to  the 
Superintendent  of  Documents.  *  *  * 

"The  total  wastage  of  Government  publications  averages  3  per 
cent  a  year.  This  Department's  wastage  is  only  one-half  of  one  per 
cent.    Even  so,  we  annually  authorize  the  destruction  of  large  numbers 
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of  obsolete  bulletins,  a  condition  brought  about  in  many  cases  by  the  pas- 
sage of  new  laws  or  regulations,  but  in  other  cases  due  to  an  initial 
printing  that  subsequently  proved  to  be  too  large." 

NATIONAL  FFDERATICN  OF  FEDERAL 
EMPLOYEES  CALLS  ITS  ROLL? 

In  addressing  the  meeting  of  the  professional  employees  of  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  at  the  National  Museum  on  February  27,  Dr.  A.  F. 
Weeds,  director  of  scientific  work,  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  a 
very  small  percentage  of  the  employees  of  some  bureaus  in  the  Department 
were  members  of  the  National  Federation  of  Federal  Employees.  He  present- 
ed a  table  showing  the  percentage  of  representation  of  the  different 
bureaus  and  offices  of  the  Department  in  the  Federation,  which  is  repro- 
duced below  for  the  information  of  members  of  this  Bureau:

Professor  Donald  D.  Hill  of  the  Oregon  State  Agricultural  College 
will  assist  Mr.  Morgan  with  the  work  of  teaching  and  will  act  as  assis- 
tant supervising  hay  inspector  in  the  State  of  Oregon  when  the  service  is 
inaugurated.

IN  CONGRESS. 


The  Agricultural  appropriation  bill  passed  the  Senate  March  8. 
The  amendments  of  the  Senate  added  $25,000  to  the  Farm  Management  item 
and  $52,548  to  the  Market  News  item  as  passed  by  the  House.  The  word 
"cottonseed"  was  added  also  to  the  language  of  the  Market  Insepction 
item,  but  no  additional  funds  were  provided.  The  Senate  struck  out  the 
House  language  limiting  the  filling  of  vacancies  and  granting  of  promo- 
tions, as  well  as  the  language  restricting  the  purchase  price  of  automo- 
biles to  $750  and  forbidding  the  use  of  automobiles  between  employees' 
domicile  and  place  of  employment.  All  points  not  in  agreement  will  be 
considered  by  the  Conference  Committee  of  the  two  Houses. 

S. Res. 175,  by  Senator  Copeland,  which  calls  upon  the  Secretary 
of  Agriculture  to  advise  the  Senate  "whether,  in  his  opinion,  the  Govern- 
ment should  undertake  to  aid  the  States  in  utilization  for  forestation 
purposes  of  those  areas  of  land  suitable  for  forestation  only,  ***"  was 
agreed  to. 

H.R.  8559,  by  Mr.  Fulmer,  to  provide  for  the  use  of  net  weights 
in  interstate  and  foreign  commerce  transactions  in  cotton,  to  provide  for 
the  standardization  of  bale  covering  for  cotton**has  been  reported  with- 
out amendment  by  the  House  Committee  on  Agriculture.

ADJUSTMENTS  NECESSARY  IN  TAXATION  in  View  of  the  Possibility  of  a 
Lower  General  Price  Level,  Mr.  Englund's  address  at  the  American  Farm 
Economic  Association,  Washington,  D.  C,  December  28,  1931,  has  been  mimeo- 
graphed for  distribution.  In  a  footnote  Mr.  Englund  acknowledges  his  in- 
debtedness to  Dr.  Janet  L.  Weston  of  the  Division  of  Agricultural  Finance, 
Miss  Margaret  Olcott  of  the  Library  Staff ,  and  to  the  Division  of  Statistical 
and  Historical  Research,  for  compiling  the  data  on  which  Figures  II,  III, 
and  IV,  accompanying  his  speech,  are  based. 

FARM  PROFITS  AND  FACTORS  INFLUENCING  FARM  PROFITS  on  176  Dairy  Farms 
in  Hunterdon  County,  by  Allen  G.  Waller  and  Emil  Rauchenstein,  has  just  been 
released  by  the  New  Jersey  Agricultural  Experiment  Station  as  Bulletin  534. 
This  is  a  joint  publication  between  the  Experiment  Stations  and  this 
Bureau,  Mr.  Rauchenstein  being  a  member  of  the  Division  of  Farm  Management 
and  Costs.    The  farms  here  studied  represented  about  7  per  cent  of  the  total 
number  of  farms  and  16  per  cent,  or  about  one-sixth,  of  all  the  milk  cows, 
reported  by  the  census  of  1930  for  Hunterdon  County.     On  these  farms  land 
and  buildings  represented  64.7  per  cent,  or  nearly  two-thirds,  and  live- 
stock was  20  per  cent,  or  one-fifth  of  the  total  investment.    The  average 
value  of  farm  real  estate  on  this  survey  was  $85  an  acre,  which  compares 
with  the  average  of  $93  reported  by  the  1930  census  for  the  entire  county.

THE  WORK  WHICH  H.  H.  W00TEN,  DIVISION  OF  LAND  ECONOMICS,  is  doing  on 
the  special  land  appraisal  in  the  Mississippi  Valley  in  connection  with  the 
flood  control  program  of  the  War  Department,  in  which  this  and  other  bureaus 
of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  are  cooperating,  reflects  high  credit  on 
the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  as  well  as  on  himself.  T.  T.  Knappen, 
senior  engineer  of  the  'War  Department,  stationed  at  Cairo,  111.,  has  ad- 
dressed the  following  letter  in  this  connection  to  Dr.  L.  C.  Gray,  in 
charge  of  the  Division  of  Land  Economics:  "I  realize  that  you  have  not 
had  full  opportunity  to  get  direct  information  as  to  the  work  that  has  been 
done  by  Mr.  H.  H.  Wooten,  employed  as  he  is,  far  from  your  direct  supervi- 
sion. I  am,  therefore,  taking  the  liberty  to  give  you  my  impression  of  his 
work  while  cooperating  with  us  here.  His  work  has  been  characterized  by 
thoroughness,  volume  and  quality.  From  my  personal  observation  I  have 
noted  that  he  takes  an  extraordinary  interest  in  the  details,  as  well  as 
the  general  problems  which  he  is  encountering.  I  believe  the  results  of 
the  work  he  has  done  have  been  excellent.  Mr.  Wooten  has  shown  a  fine 
spitit  of  cooperation,  and  has  never  hesitated  to  help  us  out  with  special 
jobs  or  information,  which  put  an  additional  tax  on  his  time.  If  the 
appraisal  jobs  here  were  to  be  done  over  again,  I  could  not  ask  for  any- 
body who  would  be  better  suited  to  get  quick  and  accurate  results,  other 
than  Mr.  Wooten."

Dr.  Robert  W.  Webb,  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing,  attended  the  meet- 
ing of  the  American  Society  for  Testing  Materials,  D  13,  at  Providence, 
R.   I.,  March  10  and  11.    Dr.  Webb  is  a  member  of  7  subcommittees  of  the 
society,   namely,   Raw  Cotton;    Cotton  Yarns  and  Threads;  Light  and  Medium 
Cotton  Fabrics;  Methods;  Machines;  Humidity,  and  Finishing. 

Paul  M.  Williams,  in  charge  of  the  Canned  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Grad- 
ing Service,  Division  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables,  is  en  route  to  Florida 
where  he  will  inaugurate  the  service  on  canned  grapefruit  and  tomatoes. 
He  expects  to  visit  various  canning  plants  in  the  central  and  southern 
parts  of  the  State.  A  special  meeting  of  the  Florida  Grapefruit  Canners 
Association  has  been  called,  to  be  held  during  Mr.  Williams'  stay  in  Florida, 
for  the  purpose  of  discussing  the  tentative  grades  for  canned  grapefruit 
and  the  new  grading  service. 

Stanley  E.  Erb,  of  the  Grade  and  Staples  Estimates  Project,  Divi- 
sion of  Cotton  Marketing,   is  now  a  member  of  the  Atlanta,   Ga.  ,  office, 
having  recently  transferred  from  Birmingham,  Ala. 

Loyde  M.  Billman,  of  the  Canned  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Grading  Ser- 
vice, Division  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables,  has  been  spending  much  time 
recently  in  the  laboratory  of  Dr.  B.  J.  Howard  of  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry 
and  Soils  in  Washington,  taking  a  course  in  microanalytical  work,  prepara- 
tory to  the  inauguration  of  grading  commodities  requiring  microscopic 
analysis  in  connection  with  this  service. 

Sidney  W.  Williams  reported  March  11  for  duty  as  assistant  warehouse 
examiner  in  the  Atlanta,  Ga.,  office  of  the  Warehouse  Division.  He  will 
be  engaged  primarily  in  inspecting  cotton  warehouses  licensed  under  the 
Warehouse  Act.  Mr.  Williams  was  in  the  U.  S.  Army  from  December,  1917,  to 
April,  1919,  serving  in  France.  From  July,  1919,  to  June,  1921,  he  was  em- 
ployed as  bank  clerk  and  teller  by  the  Huntsville  Bank  and  Trust  Co.,  of 
Huntsville,  Ala.;  from  June,  1921,  until  his  appointment  in  the  Bureau  he 
was  employed  by  the  Planters  Warehouse  and  Storage  Co.  ,  of  Huntsville,  Ala. , 
part  of  the  time  serving  as  assistant  to  the  manager.  With  this  comranj/ 
he  acquired  a  knowledge  of  cotton  warehousing  through  his  connection  with 
every  phase  of  the  warehouse  business. 
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G.  C.  Edler,  Division  of  Hay,  Feed,  and  Seed,  has  been  called  upon 
again  this  year  to  assist  the  Red  Cross  in  the  purchase  of  vegetable  seed 
in  connection  with  the  drouth  and  employment  relief  work  in  the  South,  the 
Northwest,  and  some  of  the  Central  States.  Thirty-five  carloads  of  vege- 
table seeds  have  been  purchased,  which  is  sufficient  to  take  care  of  more 
than  .200,000  families.  The  distribution  is  not  to  be  made  on  such  an  ex- 
tensive scale  as  last  year. 

B.  W.  Allin,  Division  of  Agricultural  Finance,  returned  to  Wash- 
ington March  11  from  Baton  Rouge,  La.,  where  he  had  been  since  January  15 
assisting  Professor  R.  L.  Thompson,  of  Louisiana  State  University,  in 
conducting  a  cooperative  farm  tax  study  between  the  Agricultural  Experi- 
ment Station  and  this  Bureau.  The  field  work  on  this  study  has  been 
completed  and  it  is  expected  that  the  results  will  be  published  by  the 
University  some  time  in  the  summer. 

Malcolm  E.  Campbell,  member  of  the  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing 
office  at  Clemson  College,  S.  C.,  recently  spent  two  days  in  Washington 
and  discussed  the  status  of  the  work  upon  which  he  is  engaged  with  members 
of  the  division.  He  is  now  making  a  trip  to  Yonkers,  N.  Y.,  Taftville, 
Conn.,  Providence,  R.  I.,  and  Lowell,  Mass.,  gathering  first-hand  infor- 
mation concerning  new  and  improved  spinning  apparatus  and  methods  from 
members  of  the  cotton  trade  and  officials  of  textile  mills,  for  use  in 
connection  with  cotton  fabric  and  spinning  studies.  Upon  completion  of  this 
field  work,  Mr.  Campbell  will  return  to  Washington  for  further  consulta- 
tion with  division  members. 

W.  T.  Fullilove,  of  the  Division  of  Cotton  Marketing  office  at 
Experiment,  Ga.,  is  expected  to  arrive  in  Washington  this  week  for  the 
purpose  of  assisting  local  representatives  of  the  division  in  tabulating 
and  preparing  a  report  on  studies  of  prices  of  cotton  which  have  been  con- 
ducted by  this  Bureau  in  cooperation  with  the  Georgia  Experiment  Station. 
It  is  expected  he  will  be  engaged  on  this  work  for  about  two  months. 

Wm.  G.  Finn,  Division  of  Statistical  and  Historical  Research,  spent 
the  period  March  7  to  14,  assisting  the  Extension  Service  with  a  series  of 
tobacco  outlook  meetings  at  the  following  points  in  North  Carolina:  Hender- 
son, Oxford,  Roxboro,  Yanceyville,  Danbury,  Dobson  and  Wentworth.  These 
meetings  were  in  the  old  belt  of  the  flue-cured  district,  the  section  that 
suffered  most  severly  from  the  drought  in  1930  and  have  been  hardest  hit 
by  the  price  decline,  and  0.  F.  McCrary,  one  of  the  district  agents  of  the 
North  Carolina  Cooperative  Extension  Work,  asked  that  Mr.  Finn  put  the 
tobacco  outlook  before  the  growers  before  they  grow  another  crop  this  year. 

J.  L.  Patterson,  of  the  Ogden,  Utah,  office  of  the  Division  of  Live- 
stock, Meats,  and  Wool,  has  been  detailed  to  the  San  Francisco  office  to 
assist  in  reporting  the  direct  and  contract  sales  of  sheep  and  lamb  in  the 
California  area.  This  work  is  being  conducted  in  cooperation  v/ith  the 
State  of  California.  Mr.  Patterson  will  be  away  from  his  headquarters 
about  two  or  three  months. 

In  continuation  of  the  study  of  rural   industries,    W.   C.  Nason, 
Division  of  Farm  Population  and  Rural  Life.,    left    Washington    March  14 
for  points    in   the    following   States:    New  York;    Massachusetts,  Connec- 
ticut; New  Hampshire;  Vermont;  Pennsylvania;  Rhode  Island;  Maine;  and  New 
Jersey.    He  expects  to  return  about  April  5, 

Mrs.   Myrtle  Y.   Bradley,    clerk-stenographer  of  the  Boston  office, 
Division  of  Dairy  and  Poultry  Products,   is  resigning  effective  March  16. 
She  has  been  a  member  of  the  Bureau  since  July,  1924,  and  her  associates 
are  sorry  to  have  her  leave. 
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BUREAU'S  PPICE  REPORTS  TO  AID  IN 

RED  CROSS  WHEAT  RELIEF  PROGRAM. 


The  Red  Cross  has  requested  the  Bureau  to  assist  in  determining 
the  prices  of  feed  in  connection  with  the  milling  of  the  wheat  recently 
made  available  to  the  Red  Cross  by  the  Grain  Stabilization  Corporation 
for  distribution  for  relief  purposes  in  the  form  of  flour  and  feed. 
John  Melpolder,  statistician  of  the  Red  Cross,  recently  called  on  Mr. 
Olsen  to  solicit  the  Bureau's  aid  in  this  undertaking  and  was  assured 
of  the  cooperation  of  the  Division  of  Hay,  Feed,  and  Seed  in  furnishing 
the  statistics  and  such  other  data  as  will  be  required. 

The  entire  transaction  between  the  millers  who  will  mill  this 
wheat  and  the  Red  Cross  is  an  exchange  of  wheat  for  flour,  bags,  trans- 
portation, etc.  The  miller  will  pay  all  transportation  costs  and  for 
bags  and  will  be  reimbursed  by  the  Red  Cross  for  them.  All  charges  for 
transportation,  bags,  grinding,  etc.,  will  be  reduced  to  cash  figures 
but  the  Red  Cross  will  pay  the  miller  in  an  equivalent  amount  of  wheat. 

In  determining  the  value  to  be  allowed  for  the  76  pounds  of  mill 
feed  per  barrel,  with  which  it  is  agreed  the  Red  Cross  shall  be  credited, 
a  committee,  consisting  of  a  representative  of  the  Red  Cross  and  a 
representative  of  the  milling  industry,  will  make  use  of  the  current 
feed  market  reports  of  the  Division  of  Hay,  Feed,  and  Seed. 


LAND  UTILIZATION  A  PROBLEM 

SINCE  CLOSE  OF  PIONEER  DAYS. 


The  weekly  luncheon  of  the  B.  A.  E.  Library  staff  on  March  16  was 
devoted  to  an  attempt  to  show  the  relation  of  the  pioneer  work  of  Dr. 
Frederick  J.  Turner,  who  had  died  the  day  before,  to  the  work  of  the 
national  committees  now  working  on  a  land  utilization  program.  E.  E. 
Edwards  of  the  Division  of  Statistical  and  Historical  Research  addressed 
the  staff  and  showed  that  the  famous  paper  read  by  Dr.  Turner  in  1S93 
before  the  American  Historical  Association,  entitled  "The  Significance 
of  the  Frontier  in  American  History,"  had  injected  a  new  point  of  view 
into  the  minds  of  American  historians  by  showing  that  for  nearly  300 
years  the  people  of  the  United  States  had  always  been  able  to  move  to 
new  lands  when  they  could  not  get  along  with  their  neighbors  or  for  any 
reason  were  not  satisfied  with  the  conditions  in  which  they  found  them- 
selves. To  put  this  in  other  words,  they  ran  away  from  their  problems 
instead  of  solving  them.  But  in  1893  it  was  recognized  that  the  fron- 
tier was  gone  -  there  was  no  free  land  to  which  to  move  and  start  over 
again.  Problems  must  be  faced  and  solved,  plans  and  policies  must  be 
worked  out  to  meet  new  conditions.  One  of  the  most  important  of  these 
fundamental  problems  was  that  of  the  proper  utilization  of  land. 

Historians,  economists  and  statesmen  have  been  thinking  and  writ- 
ing about  it  ever  since,  and  last  November  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
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called  a  conference  to  consider  the  question  of  a  national  policy  of  land 
utilization.  At  this  conference  two  committees  were  appointed  -  the  National 
Land  Use  Planning  Committee  and  the  National  Advisory  and  Legislative  Com- 
mittee on  Land  Use,  both  of  which  are  hard  at  work  evolving  a  policy  and 
plan  for  the  proper  use  of  our  land  which  is  fundamental  to  any  effective 
solution  of  the  present  depressed  agricultural  situation.  The  problem  of 
insuring  a  proper  use  of  land  is  no  longer  academic;  it  is  recognized  as 
being  of  practical  and  immediate  importance. 

J.  K.  WOOD  SAVES  CHILD'S 

LIFE  BY  PROMPT  ACTION. 

The  prompt  action  of  J.  K.  Wood,  member  of  the  Atlanta  office  of 
the  Warehouse  Division,  "was  entirely  responsible  for  the  saving  of  a  child's 
life"  when  he  was  in  Greenwood,  Miss.,  recently  on  official  business.  In 
thanking  the  Atlanta  office  for  assistance  rendered  by  members  of  that 
force,  the  Federal  Compress  &  Warehouse  Company  of  Greenwood  has  written: 

"We  wish  to  thank  your  office  for  the  help  rendered  by  checking  our 
stock  at  this  time  and  the  consideration  shown  during  our  trouble  with  the 
high  water,  Messrs,  Sherman  and  Wadsworth  rendered  real  help  by  giving  us 
new  location  on  our  stock  of  cotton  after  we  were  forced  to  move  a  good  bit 
of  it  during  our  water  fight  and  they  were  very  considerate  of  us  while  here. 
We  also  want  to  mention  the  fact  that  your  Mr.  J.  K.  Wood,  while  visiting 
our  plant  after  completion  of  his  audit  of  the  Greenwood  Compress,  was  en- 
tirely responsible  for  the  saving  of  a  child's  life  just  east  of  our  proper- 
ty. By  prompt  action  he  arrived  at  the  scene  and  pulled  the  child  from 
deep  water  in  time  to  prevent  drowning." 

MR    NYHUS  DISCUSSES  CHINESE  AGRICULTURE 
UNDER  AUSPICES  OF  GRADUATE  SCHOOL. 

The  pressing  problem  today  in  most  parts  of  China  is  for  the  indi- 
vidual farmer  to  raise  enough  food  for  the  farm  family,  according  to  Paul 
0.  Nyhus  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service,  who  lectured  on  "Seme  Eco- 
nomic Aspects  of  Chinese  Agriculture,"  on  March  18  at  the  National  Museum, 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Graduate  School.  Mr.  Nyhus  opened  his  remarks  with 
the  statement  that  agriculture  in  most  countries  probably  represents  the 
successful  adaptation  of  farming  to  such  local  conditions  as  soil,  climate, 
and  transportation.  In  China  the  concentration  of  the  population  of  approxi- 
mately 400  million  people  to  a  gross  area  equivalent  to  the  eastern  half 
of  the  United  States  has  meant  an  adjustment  of  farming  to  small  individual 
farm  holdings.  The  abundance  of  labor  has  brought  about  the  use  of  man 
labor  instead  of  machinery  in  most  of  the  operations  on  the  farm.  Labor 
is  the  cheapest  factor  of  production.  Because  of  the  farmers'  poverty  re- 
serves of  capital  are  extremely  small  and  farm  equipment  is  meager.  Farm 
returns  are  incredibly  small.  Specialization  or  commercial  agriculture  has 
enly  a  small  part  in  Chinese  farming,  since  local  food  requirements  absorb 
almost  the  entire  production  and  transportation  facilities  do  not  exist 
for  the  economic  movement  of  crops  from  one  region  to  another.     Land  is 
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used  to  the  utmost  of  its  fertility.  It  is  tilled  up  the  mountain  sides 
and  in  the  shallow  stream  beds.  The  livestock  industry  is  small  and  tillable 
land  is  not  used  for  pasturage.  Farmhouses  are  made  of  mud,  with  roofs  of 
straw  or  mud  and  floors  of  dirt.  The  Chinese  for  generations  have  adjusted 
their  diet  to  the  crops  that  can  be  grown  most  easily  in  their  respective 
regions . 

With  a  map  of  the  United  States,  superimposed  on  one  of  China,  Mr. 
Nyhus  compared  the  latitude  and  longitude  of  the  two  countries,  showing 
that  Peiping  corresponds  to  Chicago  and  Shanghai  to  Savannah.

DAMAGED  SCPIPTO  PFNCILS  CAN  BE 

REPAIRED  UNDER  MANUFACTURER'S  GUARANTEE. 

The  Scripto  Manufacturing  Company  has  recently  advised  the  Depart- 
ment that  Scripto  pencils  are  fully  guaranteed  and  will  be  repaired,  or 
replaced,  without  charge,  upon  return  of  the  defective  pencil.  Inasmuch 
as  the  Scripto  Company  has  not  placed  a  time  limit  on  its  guarantee  nor 
defined  what  constitutes  a  defect,  it  is  suggested  that  all  unusable  Scripto 
pencils,  except  those  clearly  indicating  misuse,  be  returned  to  J.  F. 
Pevare,  B.  A.  E.  Supply  Section,  Washington,  D.  C,  who  will  take  up  the 
question  of  repair  or  replacement  with  the  manufacturers.  Each  office  which 
returns  pencils  should  clearly  indicate  on  the  package  the  number  of  pencils 
it  contains  and  advise  by  letter  or  otherwise,  where  the  replacements  are 
to  be  sent.

PRODUCTION  AND  CARRY-OVER  of  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Containers  for  the 
Year  1931,  is  a  compilation  prepared  by  Miss  Gladys  Burrows  under  the  di- 
rection of  L.  C.  Carey,  Division  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables.  Summaries  such 
as  this  constitute  virtually  the  sole  authoritative  index  of  the  scope  and 
importance  of  the  basket  industry. 

THE  SPEECH  OF  DR.  T.  B.  MANNY,  Division  of  Foreign  Population  and 
Rural  Life,  before  the  Department  of  Vocational  Education  of  the  National 
Educational  Association  in  Washington,  D.  C,  February  23,  1932,  receives

proposed  grades  for  certified  potatoes. 

M.  R.  Cooper,  Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs,  will  spend

Department  of  Agriculture.

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INTENTIONF-TP-.°LANT  AND  SUPPLEMENTARY 
"  OUTLOOK  REPORTS  ARE  RELEASED, 

The  annual  intentions-to- plant  report  was  issued  by  the  Crop  Re- 
porting Board  on  March  24.  Wide  interest  awaited  this  report  because  of 
the  indications  which  it  gives  of  farmers'  attitude  toward  the  agricul- 
tural situation  as  expressed  in  their  intended  plantings. 

The  report  shews  in  general  that  while  there  is  some  tendency  toward 
retrenchment,  farmers  are  planning  to  carry  on  and  to  plant  substantial 
acreages  of  most  crops.  The  report  indicates  further,  however,  that  addi- 
tional readjustments  of  the  principal  crops  are  being  made  in  many  locali- 
ties, in  view  of  general  outlook  information. 

The  outlook  committees,  covering  crops  included  in  the  intentions-to- 
plant  report,  prepared  preliminary  drafts  of  their  reports  and  met  on  the 
afternoon  of  March  24,  after  the  intentions-to-plant  report  was  released,  to 
finish  their  reports.  These  were  completed  on  March  25  and  distributed  to 
the  press  and  to  Extension  workers.  In  the  majority  of  instances  the  sup- 
plementary report  follows  the  general  line  of  suggestions  in  the  outlook 
report  released  by  the  Bureau  in  January,  and  very  few  material  changes  in 
farm  plans  are  indicated.  The  general  farm  outlook  does  not  yet  appear  to 
have  changed  enough  to  justify  any  material  change  in  farmers'  plans, 

BUREAU  INSTRUCTS  MEM  TO  GRADE  TOBACCO 

ACCORDING  TO  TJ .   S.  STANDARD  GRADES. 

In  preparation  for  tobacco  grade  work  which  the  Bureau  will  do  for 
three  tobacco  marketing  associations  now  being  formed  in  what  is  known  as 
the  "Dark  Patch"  of  Kentucky  and  Tennessee,  the  Tobacco  Section  recently 
conducted  two  grading  demonstrations  and  plans  to  conduct  another  one 
within  a  short  time.  The  first  demonstration  or  course,  which  was  con- 
fined to  Southern  fire-cured  tobacco,  was  held  in  Clarksville,  Tenn.,  on 
February  2S  and  March  1  and  2,  During  the  first  part  of  the  course  the 
system  of  standard  tobacco  grades  was  explained  by  Frank  B.  Wilkinson  of 
the  Tobacco  Section,  A  complete  line  of  samples,  representing  all  quali- 
ties, colors,  and  lengths  of  the  type,  v;as  displayed  for  study.  These 
samples  were  labeled  to  show  the  several  appropriate  grade  marks.  After  a 
detailed  discussion  of  the  principles  on  which  the  standard  grades  for 
tobacco  are  br.sed,  each  applicant  was  given  a  series  of  tests  to  determine 
his  ability  to  grade  tobacco  of  Type  22  according  to  Government  standards, 
being  required  to  grade  some  of  the  samples  the  second  time  in  order  to 
test  his  consistency  in  applying  the  standard  grades. 

A  course  was  conducted  in  Mayfield,  Ky.,  on  March  3,  4,  and  5. 
Twenty  applicants  attended  this  course,   which  followed  the  same  procedure 
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as  in  Clarksville,  except  that  the  tobacco  was  of  U.  S.  Type  23,  known  as 
the  Western  fire-cured  tobacco.  Here  Mr.  Wilkinson  was  assisted  by  E.  D. 
McDowell,  one  of  the  field  supervisors  of  the  Tobacco  Section. 

A  similar  course  is  being  arranged  to  instruct  and  test  graders  in 
Northern  fire-cured  tobacco  and  Green  River  air-cured  tobacco,  in  connec- 
tion with  a  cooperative  association  which  is  being  formed  at  Henderson, 
Ky.    The  date  of  this  course  has  not  been  announced. 

The  test  papers  from  each  of  these  three  demonstrations  will  be 
carefully  rated  oy  the  Tobacco  Section  and  appointments  of  graders  v/ill 
be  made  from  the  list  of  applicants  who  obtained  the  highest  ratings  in 
grading  the  various  types,  provided  they  are  found  to  be  qualified  other- 
wise for  tobacco  grade  work. 

FIRST  FXPORTS  OF  SOY  BEANS  IN  COMMERCIAL 
QUANTITIES  MADE  FROM  UNITED  STATES . 

For  the  first  time  in  history  soybeans  are  being  exported  from  the 
United  States  in  commercial  quantities,  reports  J.  E.  Barr  of  the  Division 
of  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed.  More  than  600,000  bushels,  grown  mostly  in  Illi- 
nois and  North  Carolina,  have  already  been  shipped  to  European  mills.  The 
availability  of  uniform  standards  of  quality  applied  by  Federal  licensed 
inspectors  was  a  factor  in  attracting  European  buyers  to  the  U.  S.  supply. 
Oriental  soybeans  usually  are  purchased  on  a  f.a.q.  (fair  average  quality) 
basis.  Sales  were  made  on  the  basis  U.  S.  No.  2  Yellow,  inspected  at  New 
Orleans,  Mobile  and  Norfolk,  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Barr. 

MINNESOTA  FARMERS  LOOKING  FORWARD  TO  NEXT 
YEAR'S  OPERATIONS  WITH  RENEWED  HOPE. 

A  copy  of  the  first  Annual  Report  of  a  Farm  Management  Project  with 
Farmers  in  Southeast  Minnesota,  for  the  year  1931,  issued  by  the  University 
of  Minnesota  in  cooperation  with  this  Bureau  and  the  Farm  Bureaus  of  Dodge, 
Freeborn,  Goodhue,  Le  Sueur,  Mower,  Rice,  Steele,  and  Waseca  Counties,  has 
been  forwarded  to  Washington  by  W.  J.  Roth  of  the  Division  of  Farm  Management 
and  Costs,  with  the  following  comments.  Mr.  Roth  is  now  engaged  on  work 
in  the  field. 

"I  am  sending  you  copy  of  'Annual  Report, '  covering  147  farms.  You 
will  notice  on  page  11  that  the  range  in  operators'  labor  earnings  v/as  from 
-$4005  to  +$2325,  with  the  average  at  -$622.  Although  most  of  the  farmers 
failed  to  'earn'  anything  for  their  own  labor  after  'interest  on  the  invest- 
ment' was  deducted,  seme  farmers  did  find  it  possible  to  make  fair  returns. 
Poor  crop  yields  were  primarily  responsible  this  year  over  much  of  this 
territory  for  low  earnings.  In  addition  price  declines  were  a  contributing 
factor.  In  this  the  large  farms  suffered  most.  They  had  large  quantities 
of  supplies  on  hand  and  large  numbers  of  livestock.  These  fell  in  price 
and  value  and  pulled  the  resulting  farm  earnings  to  a  low  figure.  On  the 
30  farms  having  lowest  earnings  the  average  inventory  decline  was  $1985 
(page  7) .    On  the  average  of  147  farms  this  one  item  alone  was  $971  (page  7) . 

"Despite  this  apparently  trying  situation  farmers  are  really  quite 
cheerful  and,  as  is  human,  are  looking  forward  to  another  year  and  its 
operations  with  renewed  hope." 
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FIFLD  MEN  TO  RECEIVE  INSTRUCTIONS  IN 
WASHINGTON  IN  P.  A.   C.  ACT  WORK.

MATERIAL  IMPROVEMENT  NECESSARY  IN  LETTER 

PARAGRAPHING,  MR.  ENGLUND_P0TNTS_0UT^ 

Unattractive  letters,  caused  by  faulty  paragraphing,  is  the  subject 
of  a  memorandum  addressed  by  Mr.  Englund  to  division  leaders.  Some  of  the 
letters  prepared  in  the  Bureau  for  the  Secretary's  signature  or  for  the 
Chief's  signature,  are  the  cause  of  his  complaint  in  this  respect.  An  ex- 
treme case  of  this  kind  was  the  letter  recently  prepared  for  the  Secretary's 
signature  which  contained  a  single  paragraph  of  nearly  800  words  typed  in 
single  space  and  with  narrow  margins. 

As  of  possible  assistance  to  writers,  stenographers,  and  typists  in 
paragraphing  letters,  the  following  definition  of  a  paragraph  is  quoted  from 
Webster's  New  International  Dictionary: 

"A  distinct  section  or  subdivision  of  a  discourse,  chapter,  or  writ- 
ing, whether  of  one  or  many  sentences,  that  forms  a  rhetorical  unit  as  deal- 
ing with  a  particular  point  of  the  subject,  or  as  comprising  the  words  of  a 
distinct  speaker,  etc." 

MILEAGE  FOR  AUTOMOBILES  USED  BETWEEN 
8„A.  M.  AND  6  P.  M.  OF  SAME  DAY . 

In  recent  decisions  the  Comptroller  General  holds  that  employees 
who  are  away  from  their  official  stations  for  10  hours  or  less  between 
the  hours  of  8  a.  m.  and  6  p.  m.  and  use  personally-owned  automobiles  for 
transportation  are  not  entitled  to  compensation  for  the  use  of  the  automo- 
biles on  a  mileage  basis.  He  also  holds  that  where  trips  from  official 
stations  are  made  by  automobile  leaving  shortly  before  8a.  m.  and/or  re- 
turning shortly  after  6  p.  m. ,  the  necessity  for  leaving  before  8  a.  m.  and 
returning  after  6  p.  m.  must  be  shown. 

Where  preaudit  deductions  of  charges  covering  mileage  for  the  use 
of  personally-owned  automobiles  have  already  been  made,  either  because  of 
short  distances  or  because  the  travel  was  wholly  between  8a.  m.  and  6  p. 
m.  ,  it  is  suggested  that  employees  concerned  resubmit  claims  on  an  actual 
expense  basis  for  further  consideration  by  the  General  Accounting  Office, 
with  a  view  of  obtaining  reimbursement  for  the  actual  cost  of  the  gasoline. 
The  cost  of  gasoline  consumed  on  a  trip  may  be  estimated  on  the  average 
number  of  miles  which  the  automobile  usually  travels  on  a  gallon  of  gaso- 
line, but  when  the  cost  is  in  excess  of  $1  receipts  should  be  furnished 
with  the  account. 
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BEFORE  FIELD  PRINTING  AND  BINDING  IS 

ORDERED ,  AUTHORITY  MUST  BE  OBTAINED. 

Authority  for  field  printing  and  binding  must  be  obtained  in  advance 
of  expenditure  for  this  purpose,  Mr.  Marquis  admonishes  division  leaders  in 
a  memorandum  dated  March  24.  Calling  attention  to  Administrative  Regulations, 
section  624,  in  this  connection,  he  adds: 

"In  cases  of  great  haste  authorization  may  be  secured  by  telegraph  to 
be  confirmed  later  in  writing. 

"Several  bills  have  recently  been  submitted  by  field  men  upon  which 
no  previous  authorization  was  secured.  Such  bills  are  subject  to  rejection. 
Requests  for  field  printing  should  be  taken  up  with  this  office."

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HERE  AND  THERE . 

The  National  Land-Use  Planning  Committee  will  meet  in  Washington, 
in  the  conference  room  of  the  Administration  Building  of  the  Department, 
April  4-7.  This  committee  is  composed  of  representatives  of  various  Federal 
bureaus  and  services,  and  of  the  Association  of  Land  Grant  Colleges  and 
Universities.  At  the  first  meeting  in  Washington  on  February  18,  Dr.  F.  D. 
Farrell,  president  of  Kansas  Agricultural  College,  was  elected  president; 
Dr.  L.  C.  Gray  of  this  Bureau,  as  permanent  secretary,  and  Mr.  Olsen,  as 
vice-chairman  as  well  as  chairman  of  the  Washington  group  of  the  committee. 

The  Atlantic  States  Division  of  the  National  Association  of  Mar- 
keting Officials  will  hold  its  annual  meeting  in  Washington  on  April  19. 
Mr.  Olsen  will  open  the  meeting  with  a  short  address  of  welcome  to  the 
group. 

Frederick  A.  Motz,  fruit  and  vegetable  specialist  of  the  Foreign 
Agricultural  Service,  with  headquarters  at  London,  England,  has  been  in 
Paris  a  number  of  times  recently  in  connection  with  the  negotiations  re- 
lating to  the  foreign  quarantine  on  fresh  fruits. 

Harry  W.  Thompson  of  the  Dallas  office,  Division  of  Cotton  Market- 
ing, was  recently  sent  to  Clemson  College,  S.  C,  to  assist  with  spinning 
tests  which  are  being  conducted  by  the  Clemson  Agricultural  College  on 
cotton  grown  under  irrigation  in  the  Southwestern  United  States.

The  vacancy  left  in  the  regulatory  branch  and  the  inspection  service 
office  of  the  Division  of  Fruits  and  Vegetables  at  Louisville,  Ky.,  by  the 
transfer  of  T.  C.  Curry  to  Washington  to  work  under  the  Perishable  Agricul- 
tural Commodities  Act,  is  being  filled  by  the  transfer  of  G.  W.  Winfrey, 
who  has  been  in  charge  of  the  inspection  work  at  New  Orleans.  The  Birming- 
ham office  of  the  inspection  service  is  being  permanently  closed  and  W.  W. 
Anderson,  who  has  been  in  charge  there,  is  being  assigned  to  New  Orleans  to 
succeed  Mr.  Winfrey. 

Harry  Larson,  of  the  Sioux  City,  Iowa,  office  of  the  Division  of  Live- 
stock, Meats,  and  Wool,  will  transfer  to  Nashville,  Tenn.,  about  April  4  and 
assume  charge  of  that  office. 

The  cooperative  market  news  and  inspection  office  at  Rochester,  N.  Y., 
will  move  from  310  Triangle  Building  to  300  Terminal  Building  on  March  31. 
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Harrell  Drewry  will  report  on  April  1  for  duty  as  assistant  ware- 
house examiner  in  the  Dallas,  Texas,  office  of  the  Warehouse  Division. 
He  will  be  primarily  concerned  with  inspecting  cotton  warehouses  licensed 
under  the  Warehouse  Act.

W.  H,  Youngman,  Division  of  Farm  Management  and  Costs,  will  present 
the  Apple  Outlook  at  a  meeting  of  Vermont  Apple  Producers  in  Rutland,  April
